The evacuation plan that county civil 
defense authorities are poised to put into 
effect could eventually get 636,000 people 
entirely out of an area within 20 miles of 
the stricken nuclear facility. 

Authorities said an evacuation would 



proceed according to the atmospheric 
conditions and wind velocities determining 
which way and how fast radioactive 
erii.ji'ilons from tne plant traveled. 

Thousands of central Pennsylvanians 
have already left the area on their own 
accord, although slate officials had no 
figures on how many have fled. 

The U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission said it might be prudent to 
evacuate up to 200,000 persons living near 
the site before engineers take action to 
resolve a crisis at the nuclear plant caused

A cofe neltdown is the worst kind of 
nuclear catastrophe and could kiU peofte 
and contaminate miles of laad. 

President Carter yesterday told 
residents around the Three Mile Island 
nuclear power plant that Gov. Dick 
Thomburgh may ask them "to take further 
steps'* to ensure their safety and health 
and appealed to them to stay calm. 

Nuclear officials said the situation at the 
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plan? remained "stable' yesterday 
although it still is seeping radiation. They 
Mid tiie uranium fiiel in the reactor wa« 
cooKng slowly and a gas hubhie that had 
prevented c<K>ling if^casnd to be 
decreasing in size. 

Carter, looking ptei. sttxxl m front of a 
basketball backboard — the Middletown 
Town Hall doubles as a gym and 
community center — and emphasized that 
the '^health anitaaiety of peo|^ will be 
paramount." 

The president stressed his "admiration 
of the citizens who behaved in a calm 
manner" despite the fear and uncertainty 
of the peril that faced them. He asked them 
to remain calm "if Governor Thomburgh 
asks you to take further steps." 

Carter did not use the "evacuate" or 
explain what "further steps" the 
population might be asked to take. But he 
repeatedly said the safety of the citizens in 
the area was his **pcimary concern" and 
that further * 'decisions wUI be made wkliin 
days."

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Phoenix of protest rising 
for triple descent this week

Though it seemed to many that the spirit 
of protest vanished with the 60' s and the 
Vietnam War. the women's rights 
movement and the more recent 
development of public alliances against 
nuclear power has picked up where the 
'60s left off. This week, three separate 
groups will stage marches, rallies and 
demonstrations in Tallahassee. If any- 
Aing, the people involved in protest see it 
as a growing, returning aspect of American 
life. 

Since 1968, civil rights people have 
been conned by white society. They said, 
don't march, don't protest, be quiet — 
we'll take care of you.' And the people 
^eaed . . . but now your going to see 
more demonstrations, more protest 
hecausc tiie civil rights people have figured 
out that they've been oMined," said Don 
Pierce, press secretary for.tfie Pitts-Lee 
Committee for Compensation. The group is 
(organized to lobby for $200,000 to repay 
Pi^die, Pitts and WiRiert Lee for the 12 
years spent in Florida prisons for murders 
to which another man later confessed. 

Tuesday at 10 a.iB., supporters of Pitts 
and Lee will gather at St. Mary's Church, 
454 Call St., for a march and raUy to the 
Capitol aimed at dramatizing a call to 

gislatures to support a Senate bill which 
would give the.two men $100,000 each. 

A bill giving them $75,000 each cleared 
'^si year's Sentle, hut was IdMed in the 
House. 

Pitts, 32 and Lee, 42, Port St. Joe blacks 
^'' ice convicted md se^enced to the chair 
■'^r the 1%3 murder of two white gas 
station attendants, were pardoned and 
f^^^leased in Septena>er 1975. A white 
Pnsion inmate, Curtis Boo Adams. 



confessed to the murders in 1966 while 
serving a life term for another slaying. He 
refused to testify under oath without 
immunity and was never tried. 

Approximately 150-200 people showed 
up for a similar rally last year, but not that 
many had joined the march. Pierce expects 
a better showing this year. 

•* We've gotten support from 15 to 20 
organizations, including Florida AFL-CIO 
and the Big Bend Labor Council. 1 think 
we're a lot stronger. What we've got to do 
is show everyone that there using their 
abilitv to mangle it, keep it in committee so 
it never gets to the floor," he explained. 

Pierce points to Sen. Dempsey Barron 
**and his crew" as the solons responsible 
for keeping the bill from passing last yeu*. 
He wants "the whole country to know tbem 
as the racists they are," he said. 

Though the Pitts-Lee campaign is a 
singular issue, it fits along within the basic 
issues of human rights. 

**ln this case, the state of Florida spent a 
year and a half investigating to prove they 
were innocent." said Pierce. "They 
pardoned them ... as far as I'm 
concerned, its just messing with 
technicalities." 

"There was a definite lull in the protest 
movement with the cynical age of the '70s. 
People said 'whats the use, it won't make 
any difference! But now people are getting 
out of their cynicism and realizing that 
things can be done if we just band 
together," he added. 

As part of the FSU Women's Week 
theme of violence against women, a rally 
and march dubbed "Women take back the 
night" is set for Wednesday at 8 p.m. on 
the Union Green.

Nader, a loag-time foe of nuclear plants, urged 
evacuation l>ecause of the possibility of a hydrogen gas 
explosion and what he called a "significant" release of 
radioactivity by the plant in recent days. The Three Mile 
bkBid accident "spdls the beginning of the end of atomic 
poirer ia tias country," Nader said. '^Americans are 
leanuag aboat the daager aad aareliabiiity of audear 
power." 

"Unless we are willing to tolerate the real risk of a 
nuclear power disaster in this country," he added, "we 
must shut down the nuclear power industry." 

He said his PuUic Interest Research Group has asked 
the government in 1975 to notify persons living near 
nudear plants of emergency evacuation plans. 

He said his group, joined by 30 other citizens* 
organizations, also called for ail states to hold drills to see 
if the evacuation plans are workable. 

Nader said the Nuclear Regulatory Commission rejected 
the petition in 1977, but now his group plans to resubmit 
it. He said he also will urge Congress to repeal the 
Price- Anderson Act. which limits Ihe amount of damages

Nader said evacuatioBS are undertaken promptly in the 
case of a dam collapse or a railroad accident that releases 
dmgerous gas. "Why is it the ferment is waffling on 
what must be the prudent course of behavior?" he said. 

"What is so troubling about this last week is that there 
doesn't seem to be anybody acoowtfable as to what went 
wrong," Nader said. 

A&er the crisis is over, he added, area electricity users 
will end up paying for the accident through higher rates. 

"That is just an outrageous exploitation of the 
consumers in this area," he said. "They also have to pay 
— if not with their lives, their pocketbooks." 

Dr. Sidney Wolfe, director of Nader's Health Research 
Project, said recent studies indicate the government 
measurement at which radioactivity becomes harmful 
oould be much too hi^. 

Brown wants NRC 
to close plant 

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Sunday asked the Nuclear Regulatory Commission to 
temporarily shut down the Rancho Seco nuclear power 
plant in northern California until the causes of an accident 
at a ** near-twin'* plant in Pennsylvania are identified. 

Brown sent a telegram to the NRC in Washington 
recommending the "precautionary and temporary" 
closing of the facility near Sacramento. 

The governor said he was not requesting the closing of 
California's other operating nuclear plant, the San Onofre 
facility in Orange County, because it is of a different 
design. 

Brown said a temporary shutdown of the Rancho Seco 
plant, operated by the Sacramento Municipal Utility 
District, would not cause any hard^ip for electricity 

customers.

Teamsters on strike 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Teamsters Union began a 
strike Sunday against many of the nation's largest trucking 
firms and hours later the industry's contract bargaining 
unit declared a "defensive shutdown" of the entire 
industry. 

While the Teamsters said the strike would be conducted 
selectively so as not to hurt the American people, the 
industry said the strike was causing a major disruption of 
trucking services. 

The executive committee of Trucking Management Inc 
— bargaining arm of the industry — issued a statement in 
mid-afternoon announcing the lock-out. 

The panel said it "authorized a defensive shutdown of 
the trucking industry as a result of selective strike action 
by the International Brotherhood of Teamsters which 
substantially disrupts the industry."

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Sunday asked the Nuclear Regulatory Commission to 
temporarily shut down the Rancho Seco nuclear power 
plant in northern California until the causes of an accident 
at a "near-twin" plant in Pennsylvania are identified. 

Brown sent a telegram to the NRC in Washington 
recommending the "precautionary and temporary** 
closing of the facility near Sacramento. 

The governor said he was not requesting the closing of 
California's other operating nuclear plant, the San Onofre 
facility in Orange County, because it is of a different 
design. 

Brown said a temporary shutdown of the Rancho Seco 
plant, operated by the Sacramento Municipal Utility 
District, would not cause any hardship for electricity 
customers.

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child care funding scheme

The Board of Regents gave the establishment of state 
university child care centers the go-ahead Friday in 

Pensacola. 

The BOR, is a 5-3 decision, approved a bill giving all state 
universities the power to establish on-campus day care 
centers using two funding areas. 

Thie original bill allowed universities to establish day care 
centers using only Activities and Services fees. A & S fees 
are made up of $2.49 out of every $15 per quarter hour 
students pay in tuition. These fees are allocated by Student 
Government to various university organizations. 

The amended bill allows individual student governments 
to request general education (E & G) fees from the 
university presidents and also recieve A & S fees. 



"This does not mandate a certain amount of general 
education money to go to child care," said Bob White, 
director of the Florida Student Association, the group which 
sponsored the bill. "This decision is still left up to the 
university president." 

The bill must now be approved by the state board of 
education, White added, before going on to the Legislature. 

"This change will definitely make it easier to establish 
child care centers,*' Duboise Ausley, a Tallahassee BOR 
member, said ot the avialability of £ <& G fees. 

"When the bill goes into effect, it will be li> (FSU) 
President (Bernard) S^er to decide wheHier to use feneral 
education funds to set up a day caie oenter." 

The bill also sets up certain criteria which must be 
observed if the universities establish day care centers. 
According to the bill, the day care centers are to be 



maintained as centers of educational cxcellefKre. with 
members of various university departments working with 
the children. This would provide on-the-job training for 
various departments such as child psychok)gy. busmcst and 
social work. 

In other action the BOR: 

•agreed neither to support or oppose House biU a bH 
dealing with landlord-tenant relations. 

"Basically the bill allows students to have the courts to 
fall back on in situations involving conflicts with university 
housing departments," White said. 

Ausley said the Board was taking a wait-and-see piisitioa 
and would leave the final decision up to the Legislature. 

•decided to oppose bills (HB 459. SB273) which would 
give student government a say in any on-campus 
construction which uses capital improvement fees or 
building fees. Both these fees are made up of tuition money.

The- College of Business at FSU has a miyor and a 
serious problem; namely, a lack of resources to manage 
the increasing magnitude of business students. 
Seemingly, the school is doiog little if anything about this 
problem. My personal opinion as well as those of my peers 
is that the <x>llege is receiving a deservedly poor reputation 
for being inefficient and unable to keep pace with even the 
current enrollment. The results to name a few: students 
are leaving the college due to insufficient class offerings; 
those on financial aid must remain for additional quarters 
without additioaal financial resoufces; educational quality 



control has declined due to buigeoning classes; and 
students must substitute unneoessny daaaes m uvder to 
maintain full-time status. 

The solutions to the problem may vary from estabtishing 
nunimum criterion for acceptance, e.g. grade point 
average, college board scores, to leveling^ special fees or 
lobbying the Board of Regents for an expanded budget 
with a built-in enrollment ci^.

Education tops on legislative list

If you think it's rough trying to budget your own money, 
try figuring out what to do with $14 billion. 

Beginning today, that's what the state's 160 legislators 
will be doing. State coffers contain an additional $500 
million in reserve money which lawmakers may or may not 
decide to spend. 

This session like previous ones will not tackle many novel 
issues. The top ones, like improving the quality of 
education^ reforming the tax structure, insurance, the ERA 
are ones the legislature has grappled with in the past. 

This year's efforts, however, will be complicated by an 
uncertain economy and dwindling energy sources. 

As usual, ediicetimfnttbeatthel(K:iapoiiKl<tftiiemoii^ 
squabbles. 

The state's two most powerful legislators, Senate 
Resident Phil Lewis and House Speaker Hyatt Brown, are 
committed to more dollars for education. Just bow many 
remains to be seen. 

Before the legislature can decide how much money it can 
afford to give schools, however, it must decide how much it 
is going to give back to homeowners. 

Both houses of the legislature, as well as the governor, 
have promised tax relief. 

The governor in his budget has called for a two mill 
rollback of property taxes, a move which would cost around 
$600 million. 

Legislators, however, remain cool to the idea. Graham 
has said he would go along with a different plan, and it's 
almost assured the legislature will come up with one. 

And of course, there's the ERA again. Passed by the 
Hoase but defeated by the Senate twice, the controversial

Nuclear plant crisis cools 



HARRISBUBS, f*. (UH) — The crisis at 
the crippled iWee Mile Island nuclear 
power plant eased yesterday with the 
reduction of a dangerous gas bubble in the 
reactor, but dvO defense authorities kept 
precautionary evadiittiQn plans on a standby 
basis. 

Officials in Dauphin, Yofk, Lancaster and 
Cumberland counts that surround the 
SusquehMina River, plant estimated 
ne-fourth (rf the population, or 200,000 
' 'v>pie, already have fled the area. 
Harold Denton, head of the Nuclear 
t'egulatory Commission <^>erations at the 
Flant. said the hydrogen gas bubble that 
blocked attempts to bring the reactor to a 
Id shutdown seemed to have shrunk 
(-ramatically during the past 24 hoars. 

He also repined the reactor core was 
cooling steaifily, with only two of 52 
iTionitored fiiel assemblies above 400 
degrees. On Sunday, only four assemblies 
were below 400 degrees. Small levels of 
radiation still were beii^ released from the 



plant. 

"I think it is certainly safer than 
yesterday," Denton said. "I think there 
certainly is reason for optimism." 

Gov. Dick Thornburgh was reported 
encouraged by yesterday's developments. 
But a spokesperson said he continued to 
advise pregnant women and pre-school 
children to stay out of a five-mile radius 
around the plant. Young children and 
unborn babies are most vulnerable to 
low-level radiation damage. 

State civil defense spokesperson Jdhtt 
Comey said his agency was "still in a 
position to respond immediately to a 
governor's order for an evacuatkm and 
continuing to review the plans and 
procedures as part of an ongoing process." 

•*We are not relaxing our level of 
preparedness. " he said. 

White House press secretary Jody Aywdl 
said President Carter talked to Denton by 
telephone from the White House and Denton 
told him the situation had improved. 



Carter ordered a federal inquiry into all 
aspects of the nuclear accident. 

American Nuclear Insurance, the firm that 
insures the power plant, said it has already 
paid $57,000 to reimburse people who have 
evacuated the area. ANI predicted claims for 
damage to the plant itself will be 
"sizeable." 

York County Civil Defense Director Lcs 
Jackson reported that "the five-mile area 
around the plant is just a ghost area. Tbeie's

Virtualh all dormitories at PST fatlcil to 
meet stale fire safetv codes according to a 
recent report by the State Fire Marshall's 
Bureau of Fire Prevention. 

In case of a fire, no dt^rmitiirv has 
adequate emergency procedures and few 
have emergency power sources, the report 
stated. 

Twenty-four violations were found at 
Magnolia Hall, 20 were cited in Reynolds 
Hall and 25 in Bryan Hall. 

Specific problems include an improperly 
constructed elevator in Rcvnolds and the 
absence of a fire alarm system in Magnolia, 
said D C. Williams, sute fue protection 
specialist. 

"We are hound legally and morally to 
provide the best possible student housing." 
said Bob Leach. FSU's vice president for 
student affairs. "Some of them (the 
violations) have been corrected, but some 
are major structural problems." 

"I can see myself that there are several 
problems that need to be taken cate of 
immediately — if we had the money. It is 
becoming a number one priority," he said. 

The Florida legislature made appropri- 
ations several years ago for safety 
improvements. Leach said, and the money 
was spent on rectifying some of the 
problems. 

However, at a recent Board of Regents 
meeting, FSU Vice President for University 
Relations Pat Hogan said that it would cost 
at least $1 million to bring FSU's up to 
standards. 

FSU President Bernard Sliger said that he 
didn't know where the university would get 
the money for correcting the current 
violations. 

"They (the legislators) don't make money 
available, but we will do the best we can." 

The State Fire Marshall's report was 
prepared in September of 1978. Safety 
improvements are usually made during the 
summer. Leach said, unless the problem is 
pressing. 

FSU Student Body President Randy Drew 
said that he first learned about the problem 
at a Board of Regents meeting during a 
discussion of the landlord-tenant bill. 

"It became apparent that the bill would 
require universities to make costly 
improvements to come up to the codes," 
Drew said. 

A committee headed by FSU Student 
Senate President Billy Byrd will begin a 
detafled investigation mto the pfobtems m 
each dorm. Drew said.

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Is John Ganga for real? 



Saturday's toke-in cum benefit 
concert in Gainesville may 

reveal the mjrsteriou^ farmer

What began with a mysterious donation 
for a "toke-in** sent to Gainesville's Florida 
Alligator has sprouted into a pro-marijuana 
benefit concert slated for noon Saturday on 
Lake Alice Field, in Hogtown. 

Eight bands from Tallahassee, Gainesville 
and other locales will perform, with tentative 
plans for speeches by state legislators 
Sen. Jack Gordon and Rep. George Sheldon, 
both advocates of pot decriminalization. 

Though the concert is promoted vjrith 
money sent to the Alligator for a 
"smoke-in," its organizers are quick to 
stress that the event is a pro-marijuana rally 
and not a reprise of 60s style street protest. 

According to Denni Fishbein, of the 
People for Rational Marijuana Laws, the 
concert is both an attempt to express public 



desire for decrim legislation and a salute to 
John Ganga, the curious individual who 
made the original $150 donation to the 
Alligator, and later added SJ50 more to a 
growing *' smoke-in** fiind. 

**ln January John Ganga, a self-proclaim- 
ed marijuana farmer in South America sent 
us three $50 bills saying he was protesting 
because someone burned up his sinsemillas 
crop,** explained Dennis Kneele, former 
editor of the Alligator. 

"We printed his letter, calling for a 
smoke-in, and we started getting personal 
donations. One girl walked into the* office 
and gave us $50," he said. 

As the collection grew, Ganga contributed 
two more sums of $150 and $200. At last 
count the fiind had reached $820, Kneele 
said. 

According to a March 28 Alligator article. 




a March 6 letter hand-delivered to the paper 
revealed "John Ganga" was actually a 
friend of the real Ganga. who the friend said 
died several years ago in a West Coast 
drug-war. 

The letter contained money to be used for 
"the biggest toke-in held on campus.** . 

As to the identity of John Ganga, Fishbein 
says he's for real, and that she has actually 
talked to him. 

"He's not dead, he wants this to be a 
preliminary concert for an even bigger one 



on Memorial Day. We really hope that this 
will just be a warm-up. He says he'll appear 
at that one. he just doesn't want to be known 
right now, ' she said. 

As for the possibility of mass abuse of an 
illegal herb. Kneele savs "every Gaines- 
ville concert is a smoke-in. The idea of doing 
a concert is the best all-around. The People 
don't lose any credibility. The Alligator is 
free of legal hassles and Ganga 's money 
goes for a rally.

A ki^ilatlve hi! brhighig FSU dorms 
under the Landlord-Tenant Act has been 
ifttroduced according to Bob White, 
eiecntive dlKdor of the Ftorkb Student 
Association. 

"This bin would establish a tondlord/ 
tenant relationship between students and 
the state," said White. '*This would allow 
students to ffle a class action suit and foroe 
the state to make the buildings safe." 

Ragans and other FSU officiate oppose tfie 
bill due to certain clauses and poor wording. 

"I have no problems with the concept of 
makmg^ atete r e sp on sBi le lor the physical 
aspects of dorms," said Ragans. 

Major frfiysical p ro bl e ms with dom fire 
safety include (according to a resident 
student office rqport): 

•Emergency lighting for Dorman, 
Deviney, Magnolia, Landis. Cawthon, 
Kellum, Degraif, and Rogers hatts; at a cost 
of at least $120,000. 



•Enclosure of stairwiA in Jennie 
Murphree and Reynold Iwfo to prevent fu-e 
spread, at a minimum of $20,000 cost. 

•Sprinklers in Smith Hall, which would 
run another $60,000. 

•Fire rated doors and stairwell enclosnm 
for Smith Hall and eight fraternity houses. 
$120,000. 

* 'Vandalism and abuse account for many 
minor and temporary problems, which would 
add to the improvement cost if included," 
said Ragans. *'When people play with fire 
safety equipment they are playing with other 
people's lives. We are trying to be 
responsible, but we need students to be 
responsible too." 

Bob Sanborn, president of die 
mter-residence haO coukS, eapiessed great 
concern for the problem and fett that fire 



salety should be a first priority of Ihe 
housing office. 

"They (dorm residents) haven't been 
informed of tMs danger." said Sanborn. 
"Students should have been informed so 
they could have seen the problem and 
helped in its solution." 

A special committee of university officials, 
student government representatives, and 
state fire marshal officers has been set up by 

FSU's student Senate, according to Billy 
Byrd. Senate president and committee 
chairperson. The committee is preparing to 
visit each dorm and begin work on gfttimg 

"Nobody has dtod — yet, ' said O.C.

Abzug raps administration 
for lacking women's policy

Abzug in a morning press conference 
critized the policies of recent presidential 
administrations because none have come out 
with a comprehensive, meaningful public 
policy dealing with women. 

"Since the president has said he wants to 
do for the women's movement what Lyndon 
Johnson did for the civil rights movement,"

Abzug said in an intervicN* in Lesbian Tide 
this month. I thmk this administration 
should bite the bullet and make the first 
national public policy on women." 

The administration has not dealt with the 
real problems facing women, Ab/ug said, 
like child care and other 
economic problems. 

Abzug complained that 
inadequately represented when it comes to 
the making of public policy in this country. 
She pointed out that there arc only 16 
women representatives out of 435 in the 
House and only one woman Senator in 
Congress. 

"People who run the power structures are 
not for women". Abzug said. "They don't 
want to share power. 

"Women have an enormous contribution 
to make." 

As for Carter's anti-inflation plan. Abzug 
said she realizes how painful i: flation is, but 
stressed that she has reservation about some 
of the president's budget cuts. 

"The anti-inflation policies will affect 
women." Abzug said, citing cuts in the 
CETA employment program, in childcare 
programs, in school funding, and in 
programs aimed at bringing about sexual 
equality. 

Violence against women is another issue 
Abzug addressed, saying that heightened 
public awareness of the problem has helped 
somewhat, but could only be solved through 
a basic restructuring of societal priorities. 

"We live in a violent age," Abzug said.

*' While the Catholic church has not taken an official 
position on the ERA. almost all of the organizations of 
Catholic sisters are in favor of the amendment and several 
individual bishops have expressed their approval/* she 
said. 

Parrish said that one of the most disturbing aspects of the 
ERA is the possibility of women being drafted into the 
army — a possibility that also worries her daughter. 

**I have six daughters and one granddaughter," Parrish

"I'm going to meet with them (the 
Alliance) tomorrow to look at the bills and see what they 
have to say." 

Sheldon said that while he had some concerns about the 
recent nuclear accident in Harrisburg, Pa., and about the 
safety of nuclear power, he did not want to see the 
Legislature dCi in a rash manner. 

••Acting on the heels of something like Harrisburg could 
mean that we were aaing precipitously," he said, "but, at 
the same time. I don't want the Legislature to be a 
Johnny-Come-Lately to the problem.'* 

Castillo said Sen. Gordon was generally in agreement 
with the thrust of the proposed legislation, but wants to 
develop a workable statutory format for the bills.

The Alliance is e^»eci^y ooocemed about^the Crystal 
River phmt which was coiBtracted by Babcodi and Wilcoz 
— the same company that constrwted the eyi^ied Three 
Mile Island plant in Penas^vMia. 

Utility officials revealed yesterday ttait Bibcock and 
Wilcox made a $1.1 million outHif-couft settlement last 
year in a suit filed by Florida Power Corp., (mners of the 
Crystal River plant, acoonfing to a UW report. 

The suit accused B&W of provktiag the Crystal River 
plant wifib madequate equipment. A Florida Power 



spokesperson said yesterday the suit was settled by the 
$1.1 million payment and delivery of two new reactor 
coolant pumps. 

Utility officials and the Atlanta office of the Nuclear 
Regulatory Conmission said that no serious accidents 
have occurred at the Crystal River plant. However, an 
NRC repon confirmed that there had been a leak of 
radioactive gases from the plant in March 1978 and 
Alliance member Barry Snitkin said that the control rods 
were damaged during the accident. 

"The Crystal River plant shut down from March to 
September last year because of an accident involving the 
control rods. " Snitkin said. 

"The problem still hasn't been completely repaired. 
Right now the plant is operating with an exemption from 
the NRC because the emergency core cooling system still 
isn't up to par." ^ 

Snitkin said that he didn't really believe the NRC was 
conducting a major investigation of the Crystal River 
operation. 

"The plant is still producing power. Personally, I 
envision the nuclear industry as whitewashing the whole 
problem," he said. "Problems existed in the past, thev 
exist right now, and problems will continue to exist in the 
fiiture." 

While the accident at the Three Mile Island plant is 
unfortunate, Snitkin said, the increased public awareness 
of nuclear hazards may help to avert a major catastrophe. 

**It*s unfortunate that in the next ten years people are 
going to be dying as a result of the Harrisburg accident," 
Snhkin said. ••But in a major catastrophe people will start 
falling dead right m the street."

the message of Godspell since its advent in 1971 at the 
Cherry Lane Theater in Greenwich Village has called forth 
a variety of responses from the millions who have seen it. 
It is not your typical, even traditional, religions drama. 
Experiencing it will evoke perhaps happy, certainly 
thoughtful, and maybe even angry responses. One thing is 
for certain: one will hardly be able to remain neutral. 

In the olden days, the English word, "Gospel," used to 
be written "God-spell," and meant good-spell, 
good-story, good-history, good-news.

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Raising questions 
on the lost continent 

Soviets claim Atlantis a reality, 
but some still prefer the myth 



Dramatized in movies and books, 
pondered over by dreamers and 
philosophers, sought by adventurers and 
archaeologists for centuries, the ancient, 
undersea city/continent of Atlantis may 
have at last been uncovered, though the 
findings could only be a dim reflection of the 
myth. 

According to a United Press International 
story out of Moscow, recent expeditions west 
of Gibralter may have located the lost 
continent — right where the Greek 
philosopher Plato predicted it would be. 

Prof. A. A. Aksyenov, director of the 
Soviet Oceanology Institute, said in the 
magazine Light that a recent expedition 
found ruins and a group of flat-top 
mountains about 300 tp 600 feet below the 
surface of the ocean. 

The horseshoe-shaped area is in the 
Atlantic off Gibralter, the area Plato 
designated in his account of tales about the 
lost continent. His was the first report to 
mention an advanced ctvilizatkm lost 
underwater. 

Aksyenov did not give any more details on 
the location of the ruins or the 
horseshoe-shaped area. 



**The geologists think it quite possible 
that this horseshoe was a rather large 
archipelag that submerged as the result of 
geological unrest,*' he said. 

He said eight underwater photographs 
taken by the research vessel Kurchatov 
focused on the flat top of one of the 
underwater mountains, Mt. Amper. 

**The pictures show quite vividly lines of 
brick or stone waQs and fragments of wide 
steps," the oceanologist said. He said the 
area * 'naturally demands more careful 
investigation" but that the tof of Mt. Amper 
oould easily be eianiined closer witb existing 
eqoipraent. 

He anid oceaaologats hi^ve equ^ment, 
notnbiy ii seif-contnined research Mtion, 
that can be su bMc rg eid In investigate such 




Aksyenov said a researcher in such a 
'*microboat" can move up and down and 
sideways and can examine the underwater 
landscape and probe the ground. 

*'Thus, the Atlantis problem belongs to 
the category of centuries-old secrets that 
with the rapid progress of oceanology can be 
uncovered very soon — and quite possibly in 
an affirmative way," Aksyenov said. 



While the ruins discovered by the 
expedition are genuine, it is "fairly remote" 
that they are actually the remains of Plato's 
fictional lost continent, countered FSU 
Classics professor Dr. John Reich. 

**Men have been searching for Atlantis for 
2000 years, and I imagine they Ml .continue to 
search for 2000 more," he said. 

As for the story, Plato has no copyright. 
The myth of Atlantis, or belief in the 
existence of some lost, Utopian civilization, 
is commonplace among numerous, totally 
distant cultures. Reich explained. 

Though the philosopher postulated the 
existence of an underwater continent called 
Atlantis, **he never suggested that it 
actually existed; it was just a story within a 
story," according to Reich. 

There may well be land that was once

above ground," he continued, "and is now 
submerged, but Fd be skeptical of linking 
(its finding) with the so-called lost 
continent."

Florida millions in convention business. 

Miami deadi and Dade County already 
has lost the AFL-CIO and NAACP 
conventions becapse of a national boycott of 
aali-ERA slices. The Democratic National 
Convention extended the deadline for 
bidding for its 1980 national convention to 
leave Miami Beach in the running in the 
event the Legislature finally approved the 
unendment. 

**This kills our opportunity of getting the 
Democratic National Convention and making 
a statement to the country we're back in the 
convention business." Gordon said. 

Lewis has accused the national committee 
of "blackmail" and said it is doubtful Miami 
Beach would get the convention even if the 
ERA were ratified. 

Sen. Vernon Holloway, D-Miami, who had 
refused to say in advance how he would vote, 
opposed the amendment in Wednesday's 
action . He has always opposed the ERA, but 
said last fall he would reconsider if a poll 
indicated his constituents favored it. 

The poll came in pro- ERA. but Holloway 
said he considered it indecisive because only 
1 percent of his people responded.

''People go to ichool for 12 or 18 yean to km how to 
work, but no one ever teaches them how to use tiieir leisure 
time," said Sue Haaloii, m iiilrtwt ptc ^ es io r in 
pragram. 

**Pbopie know how to woA and they can cope with their 
worfciBg situations because most of the time other peo^ 
«e determining tiietr duties and Xzsk&r Hanlon said. 

**Birt, n^oi it comes to letsnie time people don't know 
bow to make decisions.*' 

The leisure services and studies program is concerned 
with helping people make decisions about thdor leisure time 
— with the emphasis on helping. 

**We don't want to tell people what to do. We want to help 
them define their life priorities and give them examples of 
j-'the options that are available to them," sa^ Dr. Fnmces 
Canon, a professor in the program. 

**You can help a person fish and feed him for ^ly.'* 
Hanlon added. "You can teach that same person how to fi^ 
and feed him tor the rest of his life." 

The program began in 1951 . At that time it was called the 
recTcation services program, but Canon said the name was 
changed to leisure studies because "what we're really 
mterestcd in is what people do with their time." 

••We want to educate people as to the importance of 
time." Canon said. "You should be living for the here and 
now. Leisure studies is concerned with how to enjoy every 
day. What we're talking about is the quality of a person's 
life." 

The fMt^am is one of four on the FSU campus with a 
limited enrollment (the others being nursing, law and 
special education). Only 70 juniors, each with at least a 2.5 
grade point average, are accepted in the program each year. 

"The limited enrollment guarantees quality education in 
the program," Canon said. "We also have excellent 
placement for our graduates. Sixty-eight percent of leisure 
studies students get jobs in field nationwide, while 98 
percent of FSU graduates (in leisure studies) get placements 
in their field." 

' Canon said the leisure studies program prepares 
pdrsonnel to work in a variety of agency settings. Half of the 
program's graduates get jobs in municipal recreation, with 
the other half divided between therapeutic recreation 
(hospitals, nursing homes) and commercial recreation 
(resorts, churches, campuses). 

Leisure studies is not just concerned with social activities 
Or events. Canon said. Those are just the tools of the trade. 

"The way I conceptualize leisure education is not telling 
people what to do with their time, but to educate people to 
look 9k time «id what It means to them," Canon said. 

"We want to know if tbcnr leisure is bringmg them 
satislKtlon, and if nirt, why not." 

Everyone has needs, Hanlon added, like social 
interaction, physical fitness, oommnntty activHies, secmlty. 

**SoiB€of tiicse netds can be met on the Ji^, and others 
cm be met tiiioiigh a person's leisure time,'* Hanlon said. 

"Leisore time tends to be underrated, but it's just as 
Important In yow fife as mipiovittg yow life proiesslon."

Qmm said, "thmgs like alcoholism and ikug

"We m aot a care fiw those ills, but we feel we have a 
Ijrge contribution to make in regards to dealing with the 
problem of what to do during leisure time " 

Canoe said the leisure studies program is espeaally 
interested in developing sodafly acceptable types of options 
that are adveirturesome without being destructive. 

"We want to l^d out what there is about blowmg up a 
nu^ box that's exciting to a kid. and then take that 
exdtemeat and translate it into a non-destructive, exatmg 
activky," she said. 

One of the alternatives that has been utilized by the 
Recreation Qub, a ^oop affiliated wiOi leisure studies, is 
para-satlii^. 

Para-sailing involves a parachute, a truck, and a wide 
expanse erf Imd, according to Michelle Gold, a graduate 
student iitleaare studies and pcesideat <rf tiie Recreation 
Qub. 

"The person gets sirai^d into this special harness that's 
attached to a parachute. They do it on water with boats, but 
we've been using a truck, " Gold said. 

"The person is linked to the truck by a special rope. Tf^ 
truck starts ro^g and before you know it you're airborne," 
she said. 

Gold said people am go as high as 50 feet above the 
ground in paca-sailing. 

"But it's perfectly safe. When you want to come down the 
truck stops and you just float to the ground," she said. 

Gcrid said the oa^y problem the Recreation Qub ever 
encountered with para-sailing was when a woman was so 
light in weight that tte parachute kept her akrft after the 
truck stopped. 

"We had to pull her down by ti^Mil^ she said.

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3 Mile Island: Countdown for nuclear future?

Radioactive steam pouring out of the Three 
Mile Island nuclear power plant near 
Harrisburg, Penn., has driven home the 
ultimate question about atomic energy — can 
\se afford to keep these plants operating? 

There are now 70 active nuclear power plants 
m the U.S. with 90 under construaion, an 
o\erall average of more than three for every 
state in the union. Nearly every major American 
city is within 50 miles of at least one. Chicago is 
ringed with them, as is, to a lesser extend. New 
York City. 

Consider the following: 

in 1957 a major accident occurred at the 
Windscale reactor in England. Massive 
radiation leakages forced the confiscation of 
vDws and sheep for many square miles. 
Thousands of gallons of contaminated milk were 
dumped into the Irish Sea and abnormal 
radiation levels were recorded as far away as 
London, 300 miles distant. 

In 196b. the Fermi I reactor at Monroe, 
Michigan suffered a partial meltdown. The 
plant had been bitterly opposed by the UAW, 
which took its case all the way to the Supreme 
Court, but was otherwise a mystery to most 
residents of the state. On October 5th of that 
year, the plant experienced an emergency shut 
down that forced its operators to consider the 
possibility of evacuating Detroit. 

In 1975, a major catastrophe occured at the 
Browns Ferry, Ala., nuclear plant. The accident 
began when a worker, inspecting some wiring 
with a candle, ignited a $100 million fire that 



threatened a holocaust even wone tlMHl what*s 

now happening in Pennsylvania. 

Last year, another major accident occurred at 
the Duane Arnold reactor in Iowa. And there 
have been others — at the SL-1 reactor in Idaho 
where three men were killed; at two separate 
experimental reactors in Canada; and at a 
nuclear dump in the Soviet Union where 
indications are strong that an aurea of 70 square 
miles was obliterated. 

Through it all, the nuclear industry has 
repeatedly assured the public that the plants 
are safe. But for more than a decade, some of 
the world's leading doctors and scientists have 
been warning about the dangers of nuclear 
energy. Dr. John Gofman, co-discoverer of 
uranium 233 isotope, and a participant in the 
Manhattan project that developed the atomic 
bomb, predicted five years ago that normal 
operation of American nuclear reactors — even 
without a major accident — could cause some 
30,000 additional deaths each year from cancer, 
leukemia and birth defects. 

Dr. Ernest Stemgiass of the University ot 
Pittsburg has repeatedly published finfttngs 
that residents d the area near the shipping port 
reactor dose, to Pittsburgh have suffeired from 
abnormal cancer rates. Dr. Thomas Manciuo, 
also o^ the University of Pittdnn^gli, has found 
that nuclear workers also suffer abmpmal 
cancer rates. 

It wasn't really until May. 1977, when 2.000 
members of the Clamshell Alliance marched 
onto a nuclear site at Seabrook, N.H., that 
atomic energy became an issue widely debated 



by mainstream America. At that, it took the 
rather bizarre spectacle of Governor Meldnm 
Thompson locking 1,400 demonstrators in the 
national guard armories before atonic energy 
became a really hot topic. 

Today the anti-nuclear movement has largely 
concentrated on plants under construction, such 
as Seabrook. There have been some attempts to 
dose down operating reactors, especially at 
Trojan, Oregon and the notorious Vermont 
Yankee plant at Vernon, Vermont which the 
Wall St. Journal dubbed a "nudear lemon." 

The biggest such confrontation may come 
this summer at the 99.9 per cent completed 
Diablo Canyon plant at San Luis Obispo , 
California.

Undoubtedly, the industry could count on the 
furor surrounding last week's accident to die 
down, and for the weight of the financial and 
technological investment involved to counter- 
balance this week's emotion. 

But they will have to face the fact that a $900 
million investment at Three Mile Island by 
Pennsylvania utility rate payers has proved 
destructive, and for the first time in American 
history, pregnant women and school children 
have been evacuated from American soil in the 
face of a radioactive threat.

"I want to win tbis contest someday," Stanley observed.

Both bodybirilders are spending several hours in the gym 
every day, trying to "cut up" before the contest. Cutting up 
requires a strict diet of high protein and low carbohydrate 
foods. This forces the body to bum up accumutatecl ^ody fat 
for energy, and as the fat is binned off, muscles be^ to 
show through the skin and definite lines appear. 

"It's really interesting to watch," Rust said. "You can 
tee an the muscles and ve ns without actually cutting a 
person up," a comment which may ex^Uun the origin of the 
term. 

The bulging muscles and popping veins of a bodybuilder 
in top shape are impressive to many outsiders, but there is a 
n— ibcr people who find such things offensive, even 
gross. While somewhat sympathetic to such criticism, the 
bodybuilders feel that this type of adverse reaction to their 
diacvline are superficial.

Justice stays 
John Evans' 
execution 

ALTMORE, Ala. (UPl) — John Loiris 
Evans 111. who was prepared to die **likc a 
man," was saved — at least for a week — * 
by the Supreme Court yesterday five hours 
before he was to be strapped into the electric 
chair. 

There was no immediate reaction from the 
29-year-old Evans, who insists he would 
rather die than spend his life behind bars. 
His execution had been set for 12:01 a.m. 
last night. 

Rehnquist granted the stay until April 13 
on a plea by Evans' mother that the 
condemned man was injapable of making 
his own decision to die or fight for his life. 

Rehnquist said he was acting only to give 
his fellow justices a chance to examine the 
case. 

**If 1 were casting my vote on this 
application for a stay as a member of the full 
court, 1 would vote to deny the stay," he said 

in a seven-page opinion on the case. 

'*But because of the obviously irreversible 
nature of the death penalty, and because of 
my obligation as circuit justice to act as 
surrogate for the court, 1 do not feel justified 
in denying a stay." 

Nader: Nuclear plant 
opened despite flaws 
to receive tax breaks 

WASHINGTON (UP!) — Utility oflcials 
unsafely rushed the Three Mile Island 
atomic power plant into (^ration to gain a 
$37 million to $48 million tax break, Ralph 
Nader investgators — c^g federal records 
— said yesterday. 

In a 28-page report and a letter to 
President Carter, Nader and four Nader 
groups said their findings suggest lax 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission controls 
and a need for utility tax law changes. 

The No. 2 unit at the plant, which failed 
after producing power for only three months 
and caused America's worst atomic plant 
accident, went into commercial service at 1 1 
p.m. EST Dec. 30, 1978 — 25 hours before 
the end of the 1978 tax year. 

By meeting the deadline, the Nader 
gipups said, the utility got an investment tax 
credit of $17 million to $28 million on their 
1979 tax accounts and could daim six 
months of accelerated depreciation 
providing about $20 million more in 1978 tax 
savings. 

NRC records show the plant went mto 
operation before the tax deadline despite 
repeated failures in the previous three 
months like the one that led to last week's _ 
emergency, the Nader groups said. They 
said the NRC lets utility officials decide 
when a plant is ready.

A former mental patient diarged with 
itidnapping two FAMU women and raping 
one of them Wednesday afternoon is being 
questioned in connection with another 
assault that occured at FSU later thsA 

t-'vening. 

Alonzo Randolph Cozart, 29, is a suspect 
'n the FSU case, FSU Police Spokesperson 
Jim Sewell said yesterday. 

Although Cozart. who moved to Talla- 
hassee from Detroit two years ago, fits the 
ascription of the man who grabbed a 
23-year-old FSU student as she walked to 
her car around 9:15 Wednesday night. 
Scwell said the investigation is still open 

«nd no one has yet been charged in the 

case. 

The woman in the FSU incident was not 
Pnysically harmed. 

"Hie assailant, described as a tall black 
Me. Slopped the woman on the sidewalk 



of Wildwood Drive, behind the Flambeau 
office. 

After being dragged to a nearby 
construction site and pushed to the ground, 
the woman screamed. Three Flambeau 
staffers heard her screams and chased the 
assailant to the vicinity of Dorman Hall, a 
nearby dormitory, where he eluded them. 

FSU investigators took pictures of the 
crime scene, including one of a print made 
by a tennis shoe. Evidence such as that is 
routinely sent to a crime lab for analysis, 
Sewell said. 

Cozart was arrested by Tallahassee 
Police at his Dupont Drive residence when 
he returned home shortly before midnight 
Wednesday. Earlier, he allegedly forced at 
gunpoint two FAMU students to get in his 
car at Adams Street and Orange Avenue 
around 4 p.m. Wednesday. 

Officers found a .22 caliber pistol on 
Cozart. TPD Spokesperson Carl Swanson 
said yesterday.

I usually feel tnat when I sit down .to write these reviews. 
I'm writing so niiGli thlt. This tine, though, it's a little 
different. I have loOowed the two one-act plays now at the 
Pla> wi ight*s Theatfe fkom their ioluicy id a small workshop 
class to their prodnctioii at Toaiiii3r*s. They both stood out 
brill antly in class, hot KlBe moat plays written in workshop 
classes by beginning writers, they have tiieir share of 
problems. But thcfe's a lot of spirit hi them, and energy 
which sometimes replaces the tedmical and stylistic, and 
both of them deid with personal, very revealing and 
voyeuristic glimpses into mafe-feaiale rdationships. 

Danny Martcl's Did You Hem' the One About the 
Traveling Salesmm? hinges upon a tnief moment between a 
middle-aged, conservative msuraaoe man and an aging 
woman, unable to separate herself from the beaotiful 
fashion model ^ once was. Le W^idm plays a sensitive, 
yet awkward , man who is at first ooofosed by the situation of 
this delicately balanced woman, ttien becomes sexually 
aroused by her, and finally reaches an understanding of her 
based on their mutual needs. There is some oonfiision abmit 
the transition of the moods in the man, but WiBielm doesn't 
force the character to conqmmiise his position and works out 
a nice portrayal. As the woman, Cathy Gill moves around 
with bodi tiie high-strung intensity and aristocratic air that 
makes her ch aract e r beHevabic from tiie start and sets a 
firm basis for tiie reafity of their meeting. 

The play goes between being light and melodramatic, and 
at thnes comical, but has to work to stay ahead of the cliches 



of the characters — she the proverbial aging model unable 
to reconcile herself with age. fascinated by her own death 
and he the simple-minded salesman, easily maneuvered, 
possessing both extremes of small tow n charm and little boy 
honesty. But the characters work because Wilhelm and Gill 
provide the naturalness and sincerity to make them work. 
While watching them, it's important to notice how loud their 
eyes speak as they react to each other. Where dialogue 
sometimes gets in the way of the two, their looks and 
movements reveal an emotion that carries them along. 

Climbing up Sunshine Mountain, Le Wilhelm 's one-act 
play, is a sharp contrast to Martel's in terms of characters, 
tone, and action. It's a very sexually explicit play, one that 
should shock many and one that, in my mind, restores a 
sense of integrity to the functioning of the Playwright's 
Theatre. It's a play that few would risk offering a stage for 
except in a large city ..and it's a play that will make a strong 
impression on any audience and in any number of ways. 

The play concerns the relationship that springs up 
between a man confined to a wheelchair, John Ritto, and a 
highly provocative young girl. Megan Dunlevy, who should 
be given a lot of credit due to the enormous demands of her 
character. The action takes place in a public park and is 
interrupted only once by a nice tension-relieving scene 
involving a knowledgeable, very hip. old woman, Debra 
Torinc. 

The girl's actions toward the man are shocking and 
perverse but, together with her extended streams of 
consciousness, it contributes to a character who is fully 
developed and real in a sense that many beginning 
playwrights miss. And her final scene where she massages 
the man and relates in vivid images the story of her 
seduction, is a moment that gives the whole play a 
significan ce that overcomes its other faults

It's in the character of the man that the play has its 
biggest problem. The real character doesn't come through 
like the young girl; Ritto tries and does provide a certain 
stability, but whenever he tries to reveal himself through 
dialogue it comes out rather stiff and unnatural. Perhaps he 
is too much the straight man to the young girl, but his 
character is the strongest obstacle to the p|ay as it stands 
now.

Norma Rae has been touted as a modern 
day Pygmalion story: an under-educated, 
female factory worker meets an over- 
educated, male labor organizer. He 
introduces her to Karl Marx and Dylan 
Thomas ai^ her life is changed forever.

To liken Norma Rae to the Pygmalion 
msih is to deny the courage and absolute 
integrity of Norma Rae; courage and 
integrity that are very much in evidence 
befcMre the labor organizer ever hits town. 

NcMma Rae is not the stoty of a magkai 
traosiDriiiatiQB widi Norna lae playoig the 
•DCirved iwy leady for tiie lai>or 
o f gania e r 's incisive child. Rirther, it is tfie 
story <tf optioiis reveated and of risks taieo 
by a wamaa wiio knows from wroog 
witfeom the stored wamAaM^^sm& of 
■rtellectiial gfl i b ef ish . 

Norma Rae lives in a small. Alabama 
mill town. Each working day she files 
through the gates of a high, chain-link 
fence and into the textile mill. She is 
greeted by a surly supervisor and a gale of 
noise so overw helmingly oppressive it has 
weight and form. 

At night she goes home to a ramshackle 
house, buih by the company, made 
bearable by pots of begonias, dean 
windows and a tdevisioii set. She lives , 
with her mother and father, who also work 
at the mitt, and her tmo 



Hers is a 6ieak ejdstCBce by most midfc 
dass standmrds, \m Norma Rae is not 
defeated. Despite the treacherous 
irapiRngs of a Itfe that oonid easfly lead 
somceae into somnambiiiism. Norma Rae 
fi^tstbeodds. 

Norma Rm is a f^ter. She knows Acte 
dimdd be something more to her life ttoi 
work and an ongoing fiaison wkh a 
travetiog salesman, but whirt? She fights at 
the mill for better benefits before the labor 
orgamaer enters the ftn. His political 
p erc q i tio ns help Norma Rae define her 





anger, but she was fighting before he got 
there and she will continue to fi^t after 
he*s gone. 

As Norma Rae, Sally Field delivers a 
precee and surprisingly phy^cal per- 
formance. Her face has matured since her 
days as Gidget and The Ffying Nun. She 
can still look the perpetual gamine, birt age 
has transformed Yuet mobile features into 
something more revealing. At times, she 
looks absolutely harried and weary as 
^k>^na Rae. Conflicting emotions and 
perceptions play across her face with the 
reality of a woman whose life has been 
catapulted into the arena of labor unions. 

Ron liebman manages to restrain his 
sonwtimes volatile, physical presence as 
Reuben, the Jewish, labor organizer from 
New York. His interaction with Norma Rae 
is cautiously romantic, albeit a romance of 
the minds. 

Sonny, Norma Rae's husband, is a 
shadowy figure, but Beau Bridges 
manages to work sensitivity into the 
silences. Sonny is almost unbelievably 
supportive of Norma Rae. He rarely sees 
Norma Rae after she begins her unbn 
work. He doesn't like Reuben and doesn't 
understand his wife's relationship with this 
out-of-towner. Still, he stays, somehow 
certain that the bad times wi]] lead to 
better times for the both of ihera and for 
their children. 

And, it is their chBdren for whom Norma 
Rae figtes. so their lives wfllbe better tfian 
hers has been. The stmg^ to unioiiize the 
■uO leads its^ to scenes of emotional 
power: Norma Rae and Reuben confronted 
by dick-suited union officials because 
tiieir dose relatioBsb^; Norma Rae 
physically carried fitim tiie mffi after a 
scuffle with mill owners; the final winning 
vote for unionization in the stifling hedt of 
Ike fKlMy, eerily quiet for a chai^ wbie 
the votes are counted. 

But it is Norma Rae who sticks in one s 
mind. Her gumption, her strength, her 
fi^t for a better life put the petty hassles 
of a comfonable life into perspeaive.

The Florida Student AssociatloB is 
strongly supporting a proposal called the 
Landlord/Tenant bill, and maintains that if 
the Legislature passed this law it would 
solve many student grievances, includhig 
fire hazards. 

Ragans and other FSU officials believe 
this is not the best way to solve problems 
since it would require court battles and 
litigation from students and could be very 
slow. 

Fires are not prevented by drawn out 
legal hassles, but the state shouM take 
responsibility for safety in bufidhigs h 
owns and operates. Money is the key to 
making our classnxmis and Bvhig loons 
safe. 

Any bill which will recognize state 
responsibility for dorm safety and back that 
pledge with money would be welcomed. A 
landlord/tenant relatkmship might provide 
this, but the students and administrators of 
Florida*s universities can surely come ^ 
wkh a more immediate, specific, aad 
effective solution. 

Students living off-campus also need 
some assurance of U least minimum safety 
in their non-state controlled dwellings. 

This is na minor problem. It is 
widespread aiid borders on the critical in 
many areas. Unified action and the elixir of 
all thmgs ^ inoiiey, arc needed to 
extinguish our raging problem. There are 
many difficulties relating to fire safety, but 
one fact is crystal dear — students may get 
burned in the end!!

The evacuation was conducted in an area 
bounded on the west by the Santa Rosa 
County line, on the north by the Alabama 
border, on the east by the Yellow River 
and on the south by Interstate 10. 

It concentrated most heavily, however, on 
the communities of Milligan, Baker, Holt 
and Galliver. A helicopter was sent out to 
warn persons fishing along the Yellow River 
of the danger. 

Louisville & Nashville, described in 1978 
as virtually "the worst railroad we know of 
by Federal Railroad Administration attorney 
Raymond James, said it did not know the 
cause of the derailment and wouldn't until 
the cars can be examined.

1 have just returned home from the "Women Take Back 
the Night" march. The purpose of the march was to 
protest violence against women, to show that we are not 
willing to live in fear of being raped and assaulted.

Attornev Millard Farmer, m 
outsptiken opponent of capital 
punishmeni who twice lost a bid to 
defend accu!>ed murderer ThcodofC 
Bundy. is in jail. 

Farmer surrendered to Pierce 
Count V. Ga. authorities Saturday to 
begin serving a four-day sentence for 
contempt of court in connectton with 
his defense of a convicted murderer. 

"They can lock me up but they can't 
stop me from working for you/' 
Farmer told a crowd of about 66 
supportca-s as he walked nito tlw smal 
Southeast Georgia jaB with about 20 
state «id focal fSllce standing nearby. 

Farmer. 44, was cited for contempt 
by PH»ce County Snperior Judge Hie 
L. Helton (teng a 1977 seBtendi^ 
hearing for George Street, a biaek man 
convicted of slaying a local cab driver 
In 1974. Street was subseqnentfy 
smtenced to life m prison. 

Holton imposed , the four-day 
sentence after F«mer repeatedly 
objected to the prosectttion's referring

to Street only by his first name. 

Farm^. after repeatedly requesting 
Hrfton to call his client ' Mr. Sfreet" 
to no avail, quipped "Then I'm sure 



your honor wouldn't object to being 
called Elie*." Holton did. 

Last month, the U.S. Supreme 
Court refused to review the contempt 
order which had raised a storm ot 
protest tr rr civil rights attorneys 
throughout the country. 

Farmer and his supporters had 
waited in vain tor a last-minute ruUng 
on a second appeal which is currently 
before the 5th U C ircuit Court of 
Appeals in New Orleans. 

•'The court's failure to prevent my 
jailing today is only one example of the 
atrocities people suffer at the hands of 
a racist system of justice such as we 
have in Georgia." said Farmer in a 
prepared statement issued outside the 
courthouse. 

The contempt citations issued 

against Farmer were cited by both of 
Bundv's local trial judges — John 
Rudd and Edward Cowart — as a 
reason for denymg Farmer permission 

to represent Bundy. 

Bundy now is represented by the 

Leon County Public Defender's office.

(UPI) — While Palm Sunday 
rshippers around Tbiee Mfle Idand |>rayed for an end to 
their agonizing nudcar Cfiiis, fsderal authorities said a 
critical step was taken tofiwd tedndng the threat of iodine 
contamination. 

Robert Beraeio, a top officii of the U.S. Nuclear 
Regulatory Coninisaioa, said engineers applied sodium 
thyosulfate and hydmine to ndionctive iodine in the 
cnppiied nuclear plant over the weekend and were 
successful in stahffizhi^ it. 

Iodine doesa*t dissolve freely. Iodine is one of die 
principal contrflwlors to tndistion doses, h can get in kids' 
m\\i and cause thyroid cancer. Now airbcme releases of 
iodine are less fikdy/' said Betneio.

El Souce retaken 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (UPI) — National Guard 
troops backed by fighter bombers yesterday retook the 
northern city of El Sauce that had been captured by 
Sandinista guerrillas, but the rebels shot down two 
government planes. 

Another national guard plane crashed in a different 
area of northern Nicaragua near the Honduras border, 
but the cause of the crash was not known. 

The guerrillas for the first time showed their ability to 
attack the air force on the day President Anastasio 
Somoza said he would leave on a Holy Week vacation to 
Miami. 

El Sauce, a crossroads city of 15,000 people halfway 
between the provincial capitals of Leon and Esteli. was 
taken overnight by a force of about 100 Sandinistas but 
shortly after midday, guard commanders reported that 
the city had been retaken following an aerial barrage 
with high-explosive bombs. 

Italian leftist reprise 

ROME (UPI) — A powerful time bomb wrecked a 
police station and an empty supermarket yesterday in an 
apparent reprisal for widespread arrests of extreme 
leftists as the campaign for crucial national elections got 
under way. 

Pblice said more than two pounds of TNT, apparently 
left under a supermarket shelf before closing time 
Saturday, exploded, causing extensive damage to police 
^^Hces upstairs and a police garage downstairs. 
The blast tore a 20-foot wide hole in the floor, brought 
fJowathe ceiling and ripped off six steel shutters, hurling 
them like missiles onto parked cars outside.

But soon the 
importance of the narrative and its connection to reality 
begins to assert itself, a connection that is sometimes 
stretched but never severed, a fact brought home all too 
clearly in the movie's powerful conclusion. 

The world of the hippies is real, just raised above the 
banality of everydayness by their own lust for living. 
Berger (Treat Williams), the hippie leader, says it best 
when proudly answering Claude's condemnation. "Of 
course I'm ridiculous. I'm ludicrous!" he says, thus 
explaining his magic. 

Twyla Tharp's choreography and the lyrics of Gerome 
Ragni and James Rado interact precisely with the 
narrative so as to embellish it with a heightened sense of 
reality while never usurping it in importance. Therefore, 
the refined anarchy of the song and dance routines seem to 
emerge naturally, with the inherent humor of the 
pratfallish dance coinciding with the hippies' approach to 
life: controlled abandon pivoting around a healthy dose of 
guffaws.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Ahnost 20,000 
P^ple were evacuated in nine months 
because of derailment of tank cars carrying 
deadly chemicals ranging frwn nail polish 
remover to liquified petipleum gas, federal 
railroad officials said yesterday. 

Spokesperson Joanne Sonne said 19,713 
persons were evacuated from January to 
September 1978 m 783 rail accidents 
'nvoiving hazardous materials. She said 
chemicals were released in 178 other 
accidents. 

A Transportation Department spokes- 
P*^rson said four billion tons of hazardous 
^^rgo - about 25 pefceBt gasoline — are 
transported every year. The bulk of it moves 

pipelines. 

Louisville and Nashville Railroad, 
'^^olved in the northern Florida mishap this 
IQ^ft ^'^^ involved in the February 
deraUment in Waverly. Tenn. In that 



accident, a tank car exploded, kUling 16 and 
destroying several blocks. 

FRA administration John Sullivan in 
February said the L&N had one of the 
"worst (safety) records of any railroad in the 
country" and displayed a "lack of interest in 
the safe transportation of highly dangerous. 

chemicals.*' 

Sullivan slapped the company with an 
emergency order restricting the movement 
of hazardous cargo to 30 miles per how and 
requiring double the number of tra<* 

inspectors. 

In the 30-months endmg June 30, lir^ 
L&N reported 121 accidents.mvoW^ trams 
carrying hazardous cargo. In those 
accidents. 42 tank cars released th«r «rgo, 
resultmg in 19 deaths. 71 f^^^^ 
and the evacuation of about 7.280 people m 
Indiana, Kentucky. TenncMee, 
Alabama, Georgia and Bonda.

Rudd grants delay in Springer murder trial

The first degree murder trial of FSU 
Police Officer Troy Springer has been 
rescheduled for May 7. 

Springer, who Aot and ktfied Willie 
Saulsberry last October after reportedly 
pulling S«ii^>erry over for a traffic violation, 
was scheduled to go on trial tomorrow. 

But Circuit Judge Joim Rudd granted the 
prosecution a continuance a little over a 
week ago after Assistant State Attorney 
David McGee said tomorrow's trial date 
posed a conflict with another c^ being 
handled by his office. 

**I might add we strongly objected to that 
move. We want a trial/' Springer's attorney 
Anthony Bajoczky said yesterday. 

Bajoczky, wbosaid he will argue his client 



fired in self-defense, said Springer wants 
very much to get the trial over with so he can 
get back to work. 

A nine-year veteran of the FSU police 
force. Springer was suspended indefinitely 
without pay pending the outcome of his 
hearing. 

Springer, 42. spent one day in jail after his 
indictment, but has been out oo his own 
reo^izance since then. 

He has been working as a carpenter in 
Leon County for his former employer. 
Florida Homebuilders inc. since the incident 
last fall. 

Saulsberry, a postal worker with no 
previous criminal record, was killed at 11:45 
a.m. Oct. 2vS in Frisch's narkine lot after 



Springer stopped him for what police said 
was a routine traffic violation. 

Witnesses said in October Springer and 
Saulsberry. who knew each other before the 
incident, spoke for no more than a minute 
before shooting erupted. 

One witness at the time said he saw 
Springer jump back from the car and fire 
three rapid shots, but added he heard no 
ptkx shots. 

When amiMilance attendants pulled Troy 
Saidsberry's body frdm the car. aaotiier q^«:„„« 
witness said, a gnn leU fion hit laii onto tiie opiUM^tJi 
pavement.

City may not fund counseling 



Tallahassee's Telephone Counseling 
Service was coasting on the City of 
Tallahassee to oontrflmte $11*000 to ^s 
already bare bones 1979-00 budget, but a 
citizens advisory ooaftnittee is recommend- 
ing that the city give TCS. notiiing at 'all. 

This recommendation, alotig with 
others, will be on tiie agenda itt tonight's 
city commission meeting at 7 in tiie 
basementof City Hall. 

The codmacKn g service requested a 
share of a $1.5 million federal community 
devek>pment block grant. The grant 
monies are targeted for improvements m 
Tallahassee's low income housing develop- 
ments and in social services to the ekteriy 
and poor. The $11,000 request would 
comprise 18 percrat of ooimsding 
service's operating budget. 

According to Tom Pierce, spoke^»erson 
for the Tallahassee-Leon County plMming 
department, the basic reason why the 
counseling servke was not a high priority 



for continued funding was because only 3S 
percent of the people served by the TCS 
reside in the targeted low income areas. 

The federal government outlines where 
money distributed under the Community 
Development Act shoidd go and the 
siMxess of futufe grant applications 
depends on how wen the dty follows the 
federal guidelines. Pierce said. 

He added that a major commtoent to 
construction ^si community service centers 
and low-income housing improvements 
restricted the amount of money available 
for other programs, such as the oouns^ng 
service. 

**It wasn't because we tbou^t they 
weren't doing a good service, it's just that 
we would do less harm cutting their 
program than other jprograms," said Patty 
Detar. a member of the joint city-county 
citizens advisory committee. **lt was a very 
hard decision to make, ^ist Mtt puHing 
teeth." 

Representatives from TCS will address 
the city commission at tonight's meeting.

In case of dorm fire, foi^et it: 
FAMU alarms usually don't work

If there is a fire tonight in a Florida A&M 
University dormitory, students will probably 
not know it until they wake op and smell the 
smoke. 

According to FAMU ofllcials, ^ alarm 
systems in docmilories at the sdiod are not 
operational most of the time. 

'*They probably are down more than they 
are up," said Don Bizz^l, Erector of the 
FAMU department of university planning. 
"If the system were down, thm woold be no 
way to know if there was a fire until we saw 
the smoke." 

The state fire marshal's office reported in 
July, 1978 that no dormitory had a working 
fire alarm systenf Imd most did not have 
effective emergmcy %hting. 

FAMU official say they're tiyteg to 
i^ctify the situation, but complain tiiat 
vandalism of alarm systems stays several 
steps ahead of tvptSst* 

''All the dormshad s<Mnething wnxig with 
them in inspecd^ I did Over two years." 
said Roger Mdlanie], a past atate fire 
protection specialist who mspected FAMU 
from 1977 through 1978. *th«rc w«c 
especially proMems with die fire alftfm 
systems being vandalized." 

Rosalyn Bonds, FAMU stwient affiurs

its dormitories up to existhig safety 
standards in 1974, according to Bizzell, who 
said it would cost roughly $250,000 to bring 
those buildings up to present minimum, 
standards. The figure applies only to 
structural improvements, and does not 
include maintenance for vandalism, he 
added. 

**Wt put them (repair parts fsat alarm 
systems) in everyday and (the students) rip 
them out deliberately,'* said CM. Speed, 
dh^ector of the FAMU physical plant 
department. *'We repair the systems 
whenever we get a report tint aren't 
WCM'king." 

Acoofding to Student Affairs Coordinator 
Bonds, however, it takes four or more weeks 
for alarm systems to b^ repaired because a 
skele^n crew must nnke repairs not only on 
dorms, but also on administrative buildings. 
She 9#ied that' students do vandidize a lot 
and especially remmfe emergency UgNs 
because "they can be used for room 
decoration. 

Besides inoperative fire alarms and 
aghtittg, the 1978 report cited the folhfWing 
other important fire code problems in 
individual dorms: 

•Diamond Hall — extinguisher cabinets 
with **break glass" doors but no instrument 
to break that glass; missing fire ei^guish- 
ers; incorrectly built fire doors. 

•Truth Hall — missing fire hoses and 
extinguishers; exposed electrical wiring; 
incorrectly built fire doors. 

•Young Hall — pull station handles are 
missing; extinguishers and hoses missing; 
damaged fire doors. 

•Sampson Hall — mildewed or missing 
fire hoses; damaged fke doors; jniasing fire 
extinguishers. 

•Paddyfoot Dorm Complex — requires 
new fire doors costing a total of about 
$20,000, according to Planning Directed 
Bizzell.

WASHQIGTON (UH) — Chairperson 
Joseph Hendrie of the Nudeiu' Regulatory 
Commission said yesterday it will he at least 
t«ro years beiofe the crippled Three MOe 
Island nuclear power piiat near Harrislnng, 
Pa.,. can be put hack hito operation. 

The deannp, Hendfle aaid, wM eost **tena 
df mffliona*' of dottars. 

**I would tiimk it wooM be fioiff totHe days 
anyway, and it oonld be leoger,*' beftue the 
reactor can he eooled diywn* Hendrie told the 
Senate unclear regulation svboomnittee. 

The chairperson said the time wlien 
workers eim enler tiie UHt is ''some nonclia 
away'* and it wSI he '*a couple of years 
anyway" before it can go badt into 
operation. 

Hendrie agreed with aahcooMnlttee 
Chairperson Gary Hart, JM!!ol.. that ^atea 
with nuclear power plants should be pushed 
Into developing evacnation ptena in the 
event of similar accidents. 

Hart said every state should ' 'at lea^ have 
an emergency evacuation plan ni plaee.** 

Hendrie said he would contact gov ern or s 
by telephone and by letter to urge speedy 
' action on evacuation plans. 

Hendrie said he believed there was no 
need to shut down other plants designed by 
the same firm, Babcock and Wi) nx because 
opeartor errors were the key to the March 2S 
accident. 

However three other commissioners said 
they were not yet convinced the cause of the 
nuclear runaway was human rather than 
reactor design and Hendrie agreed with 
them it was still too early to pinpoint 
responsibility. 

Hendrie said owners of other plants 
designed by the firm were being told to 
make changes in operating procedures, 
including more training for reactor operators 
and increased emphasis on . safety 
regulations. 

Onsite NRC inspectors would ensure the 
changes were made. 

Hendrie disclosed some NRC commission- 
ers and senior staff personnel in Washington 
had proposed the evacuation of people 
within a two or five-mile radius of Three 
Mile Island between March 30 and April 1. 

But he said NRC staff at the plant were 
"considerably more optimistic" than those 
at headquarters, so he did not recommend 
evacuation to Pennsylvania Gov. Richard 
Thorn burgh. 

Asked by Sen. Jennings Randolph, 
D-W.Va.. about report s» Metropolitan Edison 
Co. officials at one potnt ihreatencd to pull 
their employees out of the plant. Hendrie 
said he did not know whether that was true.

The House yesterday came within one last step of 
making marijuana seeds and stems illegal, in additkm to 
the leaves themselves. 

The bill allows law enforcement officials to wcigH tlic 
seeds and stems along with the leaves when trying to get a 

conviction. 

According to the sponsor of the WH, Rep. WdlMm 
Lehman, D-Hollywood, the bill will make it easier to ge* 
felony convictions. According to Florida law. the 
possession of more than five grams of the substance 
is a felony, punishable by up to ten years m jafl. 
The biU comes up for a fmal House vote/today, and m 



expected to pass ovcrwhdmmgly. 

House action on the measure amies only days after 
members voted unaniflK»usly to employ mandatory 
sentences ranging from three to 25 years for the 
possesion <rf large quantities <rf the aiegal substance. The 
bttl was also passed by ^ Senate and signed into law by 
the governor. 

At the same time the Hou^e is expected to pass th 
seeds and stems biU, Sen. Jack Gordon wiU hold a press 
conference to explain his local edition marijuana bill. 

Gordon's biB, which is being co-sponsored by of all 
people, coiwervative Pwihandle Sen. Dempsey Barron, 
would allow counties to pass bffls legaiizmg the k)cai sale 
and taxation of marijuana. 



Lawmakers pull plug dm 'terminally ill' bill

A House health and rehabilitative services 
SttbccMnmittee thinks not, and it demonstrated its feelings 
yesterday by r^ecting a bill that would giant terminaUy ill 
patients sucb freedom of choice. 

The bin. sponsored by Reps. Virginia Rosen, D North 
Miami and RoberU Fox. D-Miami. would have allowed 
persons diagnosed by doctors as terminal to refuse or 
disoontinue life-sustaining treatments by signing a 
statement to that effect. 

The bill also would have exempted doctors from any 

liability in such cases. 

Rosen said the bill "is not a mercy killing bill." *'The 
purpose of the bill is to allow a patient to select the natural 
process of dying. " she said. "It is a matter of the patient 

to select their last act." 

Rep. Fred Lippman. D-Ho^^ ■ ood. o bjected that one 



doctor might diagnose a patient as tei mmal while another 
might give him a 50-50 chance. 

"When your life's gone, then it's gone," he said. ^ 
"All 1 see this as is a right to say no," Fox responded. 
*'No, 1 don't want that blood, 1 want the apricot pit. . .1 
don't see this as the right to die, but rather the right to 
reject a particular treatment." 

A representative of the Florida Cathie Conference 
spoke against the bill, saying that termfiially ill or 
otherwise, a patient already has the right to reject a 
particular type of treatment. 

"The ultimate decision rests with the patient and lib 
doctor and family, and can't be decided by legishrtkm/' 
said. 

Eight other states have such a law. but ^ey are seldom 
used, he said, because they are iKit needed. 

Rep. Bill Lehman. D-Miami, agreed. 

A practidttg doctor himself, Lehniaa |aid he oouMn't 
think of a single mstance where sidi i law be 
necessary. Lc^nm said It would be a grsve error to pass 
the bill.

Farmer objected to the prosecutors archaic habit of 
addressing Farmer's dient, George Street, by his first 
name rather than granting Street the common courtesy of 
being referred to as **Mr. Street," a courtesy routinely 
granted to white defendents. 

IncrediMy, Judge Hie L. Holton overruled Farmer s 
Injection, thus alkiwing the prosecutor to continue with his 

derogatcMry references. 

Farmer objected a seccmd time, and IkMxm hit him with 
a contempt charge Farmer replied indignantly: '•Well, 
your honor, then you won't mind if I call you EHc." 

Holton angrilv charged Farmer with another coiint ^ 
contempt and had deputies physically remove the attorn^ 

imn the coortiocmi. 

It Is inamc^aWe that a distrkt attorney in Georgui 
could call a black defendent by his first name withmrt 
intending it as a racial slur. And ^ is diodLtng that a 

superior court judge could allow this sort of behavior 
without realizing exactly what the prosecutor had in mind 
aU along. 

Badsm in ^ South has manifested itself in many wa vs 
both ov^ly and subtty. The derogatory use of the biacK 
man's first name in ms case mmy have been rabtle, but it 
remains a distinct and oppressive form of racbm 

nonetheless. 

Because he would not stand for any form of racism 
against his client, subtie or otherwise, Farmer is behind 
bars, and ^ is us, as members of the society that put him 
there, who are tiie worse lor it. 

It is rare ^ a man or wonaa ttte Farmer is willing to 
stand up and fight for justice agunst heavy oddr«^ 
great professional risk. 

We should appreciate his efforts.

Hospital may become non-profit

A bill before the House could clear the way for the city 
commission to lease out the Tallahassee Memorial Regional 
Medical Center to a non-profit organization. 

"The bill is simply a piece of permissive legislation," said 
Rep. Don Price. D-Tallahassee, a co-sponsor of the bill in 
the House. *'lt does not mandate the change. 

**It puts the city of Tallahassee in position, if it so desires, 
to make TMRMC a non-profit organization," Price said. 

The bill has been referred to the House Community 
Affairs Committee where it has been put on agenda. It may 



be brought up before the committee todav. 

**If the bill passes m the House, and its companion bill 
passes in the Senate, it would go into effect on June 30/' 

Price said. 

Price and Rep. Herb Morgan are co-sponsoring the hill in 
the House at the request of the city commission, which will 
make the final decision on the change if the bill does pass. 

"There are any number of benefits, but vou will have to 
talk to someone with the city.** Price said, adding the 
change would allow TMRMC to become a little more 
competitive with private hospitals.

correctly. In addition, the fire protection devjces arc 
checked ever\ dav u> make sure \hc\ have not been 
tampered with," Cobb said. **lf a fire extinguisher has 
been emptied, the Marpan C ompany is contacted and they 
are obligated by a contraa to refill the extinguishers 
within 24 hours.** 

The cost of refilling an extinguisher with water is S6. 

Fire hoses are not as easily replaceable nor as 
inezpeittive, and Cobb reported that damaged fire hoses 
Mimfli i nfs are not easy to detect. 

'^Occasionally a fire hose will beHilen out and used to 
soak down the hallway. If the hose is not dned out, if it is 
pot back correctly, sometimes no one realizes the hose was 
■sod and it wID iraaMdiately iot«** ht said. 

Cobb added that rotten fire hoses offer no ittiitaiirr to 
firefighting. It costs $13S to leplaoe a fire hose.

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Amin's capital finally falls 



KAMPALA, Uganda (UPI) — Tanzanian 
troops led by a spear-waving, bugle-blowing 
infantry officer captured President Idi 
Amin's capital yesterday in a daring 
overnight attack that was over before most of 
Kampala's residents realized it had begun. 

Ugandan exiles declared Amin's "lying, 
racist, fascist regime" had been replaced by 
a new provisional government, with Youssef 
Lule as president. 

But from his relocated command post east 
of Kampala, Amin, the self-proclaimed 
president-for-life, vowed he was not beaten 
and said he would defend what was left of 
his regime. 



The Tanzanians' triumph was so swift and 
complete that the attacking army suffered 
only two wounded. Several dozen Ugandan 
troops were slain, including some who were 
beaten to death by civilians. Two West 
Germans died when their car was hit by a 
rocket, but no other foreign casualties were 
known. 

Once Kampala's residents realized their 
eight years under Amin were over, they 
poured out their thanks on the conquering 
troops. Looting broke out in a carnival 
atmosphere that swept the capital, and one 
resident told how he had ventured in Amin's 
deserted home and stolen "a few books, just 



to remember him by.'

Gimme shelter: Help for battered women

The list of reported injuries is legion: 
broken ribs, shattered noses, blackened 
eyes, ruptured veins, skull fractures, 
third -degree bums, miscarriages induced by 
repeated kicks to the abdomen. 

And bruises, braises, bruises. 

Wife beating is a venerable crime. In the 
nineteenth century in the United States, the 
right of a husband t • beat his wife was 
legally acknowledged. Fhe weapon he could 
use was even describ ^d: a husband could 
beat his wife as long as it was with a stick no 
larger than his thumb. 

Times change, but customs die hard. 
Experts estimate that 50 percent of all 
women in the United States will be battered 
at some point in their lives. 

Terri Bulmer of the Leon County 

Victim-Witness Assistance Ui^ apwes with 

that estimate. 

"I would say that over 50 percent of the 
women in Tallahassee have ezpetiflnced a 
battering episode," Bulmer says. 

" What has happened in the last few years 
>^ that we are seeing and hearing more about 
battered women. Still, spouse abuse is a 
very taboo subject. Pec^le just don't want to 
talk about it." 

Historically there has been no public 
^^utcry against the brutality of wife beating, 
family violence was considered a private 
matter between husband and wife, and even 
the police were reluctant to intervene. 

In recent years there has been an increase 

the reporting of battering incidents. Like 
r^pc victims, battered women have begun to 
come forn ard and attest to the magnkude of 
the problem. 

Solid data on the subject is still hard to 
come by. The statistics of battering incidents 
are often buried in the records of family 
violence disturbance calls to the police, in 
ttnergency room records in hospitals, and in 
records of social service agencies, 
P^«e psychologists and counselors. 

the crime is notoriously under- 




reported. Lenore E. Walker, author of The 
Battered Woman, estimates that only one in 
ten women report battering assaults. 

Walker theorizes that one of the reasons 
women do not report battering assaults is 
because they have no safe place to go to 
avoid the assaults. Economics, fear, and 
guilt keep women trapped in situations of 
violence . 

In Tallahassee there is a place for battered 
women to go — The Refuge House, a shelter 
for battered women that opened its doors on 
Valentine's Day this year.

"The refuge house comes from a family 
pcrspecti\ e.*' said Connie Salts, director of 
the house. We've never officially adopted a 
motto, but if we did it might be 'Can you 
take this positive step to break the cycle of 
violence within the family?"* 

Salts, an FSU doctoral candidate in family 
relations at FSU, said that family violence is 
a learned behavior that parses from parent 
to child.

Radakovich added that because of all the 
confusion of opening food service operations 
at FSU the proper letter to the Labor 
Department was never written. 

"It's just one of those things. We didn t 
have a team of auditors come in right away, 
so we overlooked the problem." 

Radakovich and Cunningham both said 
they don't know how much money is owed to 
students. 

"There is no one here on this campus who 
could give that amount," said Radakovich. 
"the only person who knows the amount is 
Jerry Griewahn, our district manager in 
Atlanta." 

Despite repeated efforts to contact 
Griewahn. he has been unavailable tor 
comment. Several students who have 
already received their checks, however, said 
they have received between $30 and $40 in 
back p^y. 

**The avera:;e would be more like $25 to 
$30," insisted Cunningham. 

Based on those averages. Cunningham 
agreed that SAGA probably owes students 
approximately $"^.500. 

The SAGA Food Service operation at FSU 
was the only one of approximately 400 
contracted SAGA campus offices that had 
been operating improperly, according to 
Radakovich. 

**We received certiTication from the 
(Labor Department) to pay sub-minimum 
wages on Feb. 5, 1979," said Radakovich. 
"We could go back to pa\ mg sub-minimum 
wage, but we won't for the remainder of this 
year.

Non-profit hospital bill clears House hurdle 



TaOahassce cane one step closer yesterday to gaining 
the right to lease Tallahassee Memorial Kegional Medical 
Center out to a non-profit organization. 

A hill hi the House passed through the Community 
ASmn Committee with no opposition, and is expected to 
meet DO opposition on the House floor later in the session. 

''Tbe hospital bill will go before the House along with a 
number of other local bills. " said Herb Morgan, 
D-Tallahassee. co-sponsor of the bill along w^ Rep. Don 
Price. D-Tallahassee. 

Since the bill only grants the city commission the 
authority to make the change, rather than mandating the 
change itself. Morgan said opposition would have come at 
a local public hearing held earlier this year. 

According to city attorney Bryan Henry, both the city 
and the hospital are in favor of the move because of 
financial advantages. 

'if a non-profit corporation were created," Henry said, 
it would do its own financing, rather than having the dty 
do it for them. 

"The city has $20 million in bonds withstanding right now 
for improvements.** Henry said. "If TMRMC did theur 



own finaachig the dty wonld not be leape^hle for tiioae 
bonds, thus streagtiienflii tiM dly's financial situatioo for 

the future." 

M.T. Miistian. atehustmlive dM at T»ftMC. agraes 

the move would be beneficial to the hospital. 

**The mortgage of the hospital is reflected as a fiahiiity 
for the city.** Mustian said. 'The eity is interested hi 
shifting the liabUhy to the hospital. 

**By legislative act we are required to pay the liidiffity 
anyway, so it is only a bookke^Mig move,** Mustian said. 
**h will improve the financial posture of the dty." 

There are con<tttieBS in the bill that prohibit the change 
unless it is advantageous to the city» hospM and the 
public, Mustian added, and the corporation's hoard nrast 
ccmsist of the sauM board ^pointed 1^ tiie dty 
commission. 

If the bill passes as expected, the city wiU have the 
authority to make the change after June 30. 

Alachua County's hospital recently cora^ted a move 
from county to private ownership, according to Henry. 
And a similar bill for Seminole County was passed by the 
Community Affairs Conunittee hnmediately before 
fttogan's bill was passed.

Most of the womea wim cemm to 
refuge house have d^ifaea. said, 
because women wtth cMdfWi haw* fewer 
options open to tlicm for removing 
themselves from a bad situation.

In 1971, Erin Pizaey <^>ened the first 
shelter for battered women in England, 
Chiswick's Women's Aid. Since that time, 
refuge houses have i^ened throughout th^ 
UnHedSlates. 

tallahassee's refoge hoosc is patterned 
after Hubbard House in Jacksonville and 
Spouse Abuse m Orlando. 

**Some spouse abuse houses have 
individual apartments, like rieconverted 
motels," Salts said. ''But we have a 
hcmie-like setting here, so we went to other 
refoge houses where they have similar 
S^tmgs to find out what kind of house rules 
they had dev^oped. Why reinvent the 
wheel?" 

The refuge house is like a home — "In 
fiwt, it's a lot nicer than my h«^." said one 
of the residents. 

A Urge poster of a Monet watercoler 
decorates a living room wall at the house. 
There's an herb chart in the kitchen, and 
recipes are taped to the refrigerator door. 

The rules of the house are also taped to 
the refrigerator and it is a lengthy list: no 
use of drugs or alcohol at the house; no 
divulging the location ot the house; children 
are the sole responsibility of the mother; and 
everyone is responsible for chores. 

"The women maintain the house," Salts 
said. "Staying here is not freebie. Everyone 
has responsibilities and the women pay a 
dollar a day to stay here. Paying helps the 
women to feel more self-reliant; they're not 
getting something for nothing." 

Salts said the refuge house served 13 
families during March. 

"We get referrals from the Telephone 
Counseling Service, from law enforcement, 
from the Women's Growth Center, from 
Legal Services, from just about anyone who 
comes in contact with women," she said. 

Telephone Counseling Service has 
received 161 wife abuse calls in the past 18 
months, and the number of calls increases 
every quarter. Thirtv-one calls were 
repv)ried from July to December 1977; the 
number more than doubled from July to 
December 1978. with 68 caBs reported. 

"We don t view the increase as an actttid 
escalation. It's more that people are witting 
to call about abuse now — the same way 
people are more willing to report rapes," 
Salts said. 

The Leon County Victim-Witness 
Assistaawre Unit, one of 2fr Wilts u t^|l^iri d^ 
also works dosely wtth ^ lilwe. 

**One of the main goals of ^ is to 
help the victim through the calmmal justice 
system and to help the attorneys make the 
best possible prosecution," lutaner said.

**Jail isn't always the answer to spouse 
abuse, but no one has the right to do you 

bodily harm." 

While there are no specific state laws in 
Florida dealing with spouse abuse, 
complaints are handled as assaults witfi the 
State of Florida prosecuting the case. 

Spouse abuse can be prosecuted under 
four different categories, Bulmer said: 
assault, battery, aggravated assault and 
aggravated battery. 

"Assault is a threat that creates fear in the 
threatened person. Battery invrfves «;tually 
touching the body." Bulmer said. Both 
offenses are misdemeanors and are 
punishable by less than a year m the county 
jail. 

Aggravated assault and aggravated 
battery are felonies. 

"Aggravated assault fe a threat with a 
deadly weapon, which could be considered 
to be your fist. Aggravated battery means 
touching with a dei^ weapon that 
intentionally creates great disfiguration, 
bodily harm or permanent disabling," st^ 
said. 

Depending on the criminal record of the 
assailant, aggravated assanh can mean up to 

five years, in prison and aggravated battery 

as much as 15 years, Buhner saM. 

*'I would say that most of the women we 
see are victims of assault and battery," ^ 
said. "They're bruised and bitftered from 
fighting, but we can't prove intent on the 
part of the assailant." 

Bulmer si^ ^at the most important thing 
for a battered woman to do is to leavo Hit 
sitiy^oo. 

"Violent patterns are not going to gBiaway 
by themsehres." she,^said. "Pfeosecntfaig 
im*t alwi^ Urn ansa^. Someteis tlK 
~ooH|^ just needs ooons^g." 

Si^ and two part-tfane coonaekirs are 
avattabie to women or cookies lor oounsettng 
at tfierefiifle house, even if die woman is not 



a resident of the house. 

"Four women have come to die house for 
counselhig afready," she said. "They feh 
they not ready to move out of thek own 
homes, or ^lat the situation was not so bad 
that it was essential for them to leave." 

Refuge house residents fatt mto two 
categories. Salts sakl: diort-torm and 
long-term. 

"Some women come and stay from one to 
three days. Their need mort of the time is 
just to get away firom the situation for 
awhile," she said. 

"Then there arc women who come and 
stay an extended period of time, like four to 
five weeks. They know that a change has to 
be made in their lives. That change might be 
leaving her husband, or it could be behavior 
dianges, but it is a major change." 

For reasons of safety, the location of the 
refuge house is kept secret. 

"If the spouse does not know where the 
house is then we don't bring them here, but 
if they already know we do couple oomiMling 
at the house?' Salts said. 

"What we really need is a place to do 
ontieach family counseling outside the 
house. One of our main objectives in 
counseling is to break the violent pattern of 
communication . 

"What we've found is Uiat prior to 
physical abuse there was verbal abuse. 
Family violence amlly stems from 
dysfunctiona] communication. We try to 
teach thenrliow to listen, to know what's 
bellind what's bdi^ said," Sate said. 
^ Alcohol figures prominently in battering 
incidents. Salts said, but not hi a strict 
canae-and-effect manner. 

"A %m of beatings take place when the 
am is drunk, but it's a circ^ thing. Doei 
tke drinking cause the beatings or does 
dripk so they can beat?" she said.

Dr. Ray Bardill will take over as dean of social woit July

Last summer, Bardill retired as a Lt. Ccd. from the Army 
medical department after 20 years service.

Ruling may put Bundy trial on TV 




TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI — The State 
Supreme Court yesterday authorized 
television, radio and photographic coverage 
of courtroom trials, effective May 1. 

The unanimous decision makes Florida 
only the second state in the nation to admit 
the electronic media to both trial and 
appellate courtrooms witliout consent of the 
parties involved. 

Hal Davis, president of the National 
Association of Radio-TV News Directors, 
hailed it as **a major milestone in our 
continuing effort to fully unveil the judicial 
process in America.** 

Norman Dais, area Vice President for 
WPLG-TV, Miami affiliate of the 
Post-Newsweek Florida group whose 
January', 1975, petition led to the decision, 
said. "It's a marvelous development which 
uiil honcfit the public first, and ultimately 
vsiii r netlt the people who go throgh the 
justice system." 

He predicted camera access wiy mtke the 
system of jsiitke stronger and better,- adding 
hat '*tlie media is as ooncemed about tiie 
right tot fair trial as are trial lawyers.'

The Theodore Bundy murder trial, 
starting June 1 1 in Tallahassee, is apt to be 
amevig the first to get full radio-TV 
coverage. Bundy, a former Utah law 
student, is charged with the Jan. 15, 1978, 
IciUingof two Florida State University coeds, 
one of whom was raped, and the savage 




beating of three others. 

Five of six other states that permit 
audio-visual coverage of courtroom 
proceedings, including Alabama, Georgia 
and Texas, either limit coverage to appellate 
courts or require case-by-case approval of 



the Supreme Court or the consent of parties 
to the proceeding. 

Only New Hampshire permits it in trial 
and appellate courts without any consent 
requirement. Eleven states, including 



California and Alaska, are eiperinenttng 
with coverage and seven states ate 
considering aUowii^ it. 

The ruling limits the number of persons 
and amount of sound, camera and light 
equipment they can take into the courtroom, 
and gives the trial judge authority to lay 
down additioaal testrktkMis, if necessary to 
ensure a fair trial hi a particular case. 

Separate rules provide for appellate 
review of any order in which the media feel 
they are being excluded from any 
proceeding without goo4 cause. 

The court said it reaHxes there are some 
risks involved, but **there ate risks m any 
system of free and open government.** 

**A democn^ system of govemmeA is 
not the sitfest form of govemmert. it is just 
the best man has devised to date, and k 
works best when ks dtixens are informed 
about ks workings.** the court said in an 
opinion written by Assoc^rte Justice Alan 
Sundberg. 

The ruling removes one of the last major 
barriers to open government in Florida 
which already has government-in-the- 
sunshine laws applying to the executive and 
legislative branches. 

In order to open the courtrooms to full 
coverage on May 1, the court made its 
decision fhial yeslierday, dispensi]^ with the 
30-day period normally allowed for 
<^ipon^ts to request a rehearhig.

^litteeoneduca^, which wants to increase 
university tuiticm by anywhere from SI to 
$16.65 per cretft hour. 

A resolution the subcommittee unani- 
mously voted for yesterday mandates the 
iiK^reases on the basis of how advanced you 
me to your studies. Graduate students 
woidd be hit by a $16.65 per quarter hour 
increase in their tuition, juniors and seniors 
woidd pay $4.45 more each hour, and 
freemen and sophomore's tuition would 
only be raised a very modest $1 per hour. 

The resolution voted out by the 
subcommittee yesterday has the key 
endorsement of the head of the House 
Ifigher Education Committee. Rep Beverly 
Burnsed. D-Lakeland. Burnsed is 
considered close to the leadership and this 
the intended increase is sure to get serious 
consideration. 

A majority of the students com acted b\ 
The Flambeau however, don't see ihc need 
for an increase. 



•*Isn*t that against President Carter's 
guidelines?" asked Eric Hamilton, a junior 

at FSU. 

He was referring to the magnitude of the 
increase for graduate students, which is over 
90 percent. 

"I think it stinks." said Karen Sherman, 
an economics and English major at FSU. "It 
comes out of my pocket.** 

According to one House source, although 
the increases might not be as great as those 
spelled out in the resolution, there surely 
will be some significant increase. 

According to the head of the 
subcommittee. Rep. Dick Hodes. D-Tampa. 
the bill's primary thrust is to get students to 
assume a 30 percent share of the estimated 
cosi of instruciioii per credit hour. 

For example, a commimttee staff report 
savs II costs the Mate — in taxpayer's money 
- SII()..V4 ptr credit hour to educate a 
tiradiiaie student. A graduate student 
currently pays $22.14 per credit hour. 



Juniors and seniors pay $16. 50 an hour, 
while the estimated cost figure by the state 
is $50.87 per hour. And for freshmen and 
sophomores, the estimated cost of $34.27 
compares with the $15 students now pay. 

Burnsed said inflation is causally related 
to the need for the increase. 

"Look at what's happening to the cost of 
gas. electricity..." ^he said. "Just to keep 
up with inflation would cost a whole lot 
more. 

Burnsed said she wants to point out to 
students the necessity to their contributing 
to the drive tor higher quality universities in 
Florida. 

* lf we're all serious about this, 
improvement.'* she remarked, "we've all 
got to take a share.** 

HiKles also made the point that the 
increase would yield S23 HMiBoa eatra per 
year for the untverstties to use. Hodes said 
the additional revenue should be used 
mainly for quality improvement.

At last, we see a slight glimmering of ratk>nality 
exposing itself in the Florida Legislature. 

Sen. Jack Gordon, D-Mkmi Beach, and his mtwhile 
omirade. Sen. I>no|>sey Banon, D-Panama have 
proposed a piece of l^di^n that makes sense, is 
somewhat progressive and, unfortunately, will probably 
have little or no chance at aH of passing into iaw. 

The two senators are co-sponsoring a bill that would 
allow voters in each county to legalize the cultivation, 
possession and sale of marijuana. Under the Gordon- 
Barron pn^Kisid, maryiiaaa would be sold in state- 
sensed liquor stores only and would be subject to a 10 
pment tax, witii counties and school districts splitting the 
revenue and using the mcome to lower property taxes. The 
weed could only be sold to persons older than 18. 

Countywide referendum would be required to approve 
the le^iskition, with support from 5 percent of the 
r^istmd vi^m in any oonirty cmpahte of forcing tiie 
referoodttm. 

Soo^ mterestmg, hah? But (k>n't get your hopes up 
too soon. 

At a time when Gov. Graham is pushing through 
reactionary anti-drug legislation, when the House of 
itepresentatives is passing a bill designed to crack down 
on drug umts, sot <hnig trafficfcm, 1^ aUowmg poike to 
weigh stems and i^eeds when busting peof^e for 
possessicm of mar^ana, it isn't likely the Legislature is 
going to turn full circle and support the Graham-Barron 
proposal, even if it does make good sense. 

Even though marijuana use is widespread throughout all 
stratas of society, thus creating an inunensely fmfkable 
Mack market, the Florida Legislature has rdkised to me^ 
tibe issne head on. 

Instead of raizing the positive effect ^galkation can 
have through added revenue, the Legislature has opted for 
an archaic stance that serves no purpose except to harrass 
the majority of citizens while increasing the profits of the 
drug traffickers. 

"The public is way ahead of waost l^gislalors on th^ 
ksi^," Goe6im said accurately.

Earlier this year I defended in 
The Flambeau a case on behalf of 
motorists with clean driving 
records; they are an oppressed 
class of consumers forced to buy a 
product from a seller who is free 
to set prices. Florida law requires 
motorists to buy, as the 
minimum » personal injury pro- 
tection, called PIP by its friendly 
retailer. Florida law does not 
require the insurance industry to 
do anything except what it 
purports, to settle claims fairly. 
Meanwhile the autocracy of 
companies goes unchecked as its 
legion of cool odds-makers, using 
computer data that could harbor 
invasion of privacy, works up 
sociological hypotheses that, in 
turn, determine on the bases of 
territory, age, scholastic, sex and 
marital classification what kind of 
risk die policy buyer threatens to 
be. I gave personal 

support to the merit system 
suggested by a Dade County 
ooosmner advocate and two South 
Honda legislators who met 
insarance company spokes- 
pefaons itoing a public hearing 
io kfiaori. The merit system 
would abolU tbe above-dted 
criteria used to determiiie tbe 
price of insafaace, leaving the 
ecpittaUe menu of ded(&ig 
who is a risk to tbe tmoior: die

whose driving ability has worsed 
because of age or infirmities, 
would suffer higher rates while 
younger, and perhaps immature 
motorists payed less for insur- 
ance. To cut through that 
smoke-screen, proponents of thf 
merit system say they would put 
the highest premiums on drivers 
who cause wrecks, eliminating 
much of the hazard people face on 
or near the roadway. I understand 
that the loss of driving privileges 
among the elderly would hamper 
the transportation of many 
retirees in Florida, would not 
endanger them. People with 
serious infirmities should not be 
behind the wheel, endangoing 
other motorists, pedestrians, 
property, or themselves. They 
should be the benefactors of a 
successful rapid transit system, 
as well as prompt emergOKy 
service. 

The ability of a major urban 
government to finance a new 
rapid transit system today rests 
upon its skill in obtaining federal 
funds. Congress has given $255 
million to the Urban Mass 
Transportation Administration 
(UMTA) for fiscal 1979 expendi- 
ture; and competition between 
urban governments at the federal 
test has been rough, with 
losers hurt. For example, 
sudden decision to shift ! 
million in UMTA fiinds toward 
Atlanta this year may cause tbe 
Dade County system to open 15 
months late, perhaps adding $72 
million to the $795 million cost of 
construction because of inflation. 
With the federal government 
paying 80 percent of the final bill, 
the county 10 percent, and the 
J^iatc 10 percent, we ail will fed a 
l^e bit poorer. So it goes.

Dan Raulerson's letter of April 11 was a jewoL He stated 

early that he wasn't going to make a lot of excuses. But he 
spent the entirety of his letter making excuses for 
fraternity men acting as they did on the night of the 
women's "Take Back the Night" march last week. 

In the fourth sentence of the first paragraph, after 
summarily dismissing the sincere concern of Ronda 
Hansen's letter last week for women's safety, Raulerson 
quickly changed tacks to make his real points. He co-opted 
the real issues at hand, that of Sigma Chi's harrassment of 
the marchers, to make a plea for greater understanding of 
Greeks. 

This is know n as a tactic for diverting attention from real 
issues in order to show how oppressed the oppressor is, to 
keep the upper hand in a situation. Dan Raulerson is 
obviously a product of a culture that has everything to gain 
by muddying this issue.

I charge that Sigma Chi has a serious, 
SERIOUS problem with women hating. The IFC should 
take a close and critical look at the men who participated in 
this harrassment, instead of making excuses for them and 
confusing the issue. There should be discussion, teach-ins, 
and readings, until these fraternity men finally understood 
how oppressive their actions and attitudes are. 

The reassurance that fraternity men would be the first 
there if a woman was in trouble is ludicrous. We are in 
trouble.

FSU fountains gushing after 5-year lapse

Fountains are spouting once again on the FSU campus. 
And this time they're on to stay, since iqiproval for their 
ctt-round operation was given last week by Dr. B.J. 
Hodge, FSU vice president of administrative affairs. 

The three outdoor fountains, in front of Westcott, on 
Landis Green and behind the Keen Buying, have been 
operated only on special occasions since the energy cranch 
of 1974, said John Staron, associate director of the FSU 
physical plant. 

But after a study conducted by analysts in the physical 
plant showed the sporadic opdftSiMn was actually cos^g 
the university more, the dedskm was made to return to 
their cootnuous operation. 

The study revealed that several factms contribute to the 
higher cost of havmg the fountains function mtermittently. 
Aese are the need for increased usage of a^ae 



oontrtrf chemicals, labcn' for more frequent cleanings, and 
extra water, acoor^Bng to Staron. 

To avoid vandalism of light fiztm«s in the fountains, 
some water has been left in them during the off periods. 
This, however, requires more chemicals for deamng, 
which costs about $600 annu^ly. 

This figure, Staion holds, roughly correspcmds to the 
cost of electricity for operating the fountains continuously 
over a year-long period. 

Since the fountains use the same water over and over, 
the decision is sound ftom a conservationist point of view. 
When they remain off for a long period of time, it is 
necessary to drain and dean the fountains before they may 
be used again. 

There was at one time a fountain in the Union 
Courtyard, but a decision was made a few years ago to turn 
this one off permanently, says Stanm. It has been made 
into a planter.

The origin of frisbees in America ate the source of the 
;'s oommon iqipdiatkHi. Tmck drivers^ for the Frisbee 
pie company in Bridgeport, Conn., used to occupy 
themselves b et w ee n runs by flinging the light, tin plates 
that the company's product was baked in. Though 
residents of the Bridgeport area claimed to have amused 
themselves in a similar manner as far back as the 1920s, it 
remained for a Walter F. Morrison to see the truck drivers 
engaged in play fix the activity to ^un widespread 
attention. 

It was Morrison, a California inventor, who decided that 
the pie plates could be improved if made out of plastic. As 
is typical with inventors Morrison sought fmancial 
assistance to develop his idea. Enter Wham-0 who began 
marketing "Frisbees" (note the change in name) in 1955. 
When eariy sales failed to skyrocket, Wham-0 curtailed its 
production of them briefly in favor of another one of its 
products, the Hula Hoop. 

The disc's return to prominence began in the early '60s 
as the hippie movement gave flower to a variety of new 
activities, especially those of a less than competitive 
nature. In 1967 the International Frisbee Association was 
born in San Gabriel. Calif. By the eariy '70s the IF^ was 
staging competitions, which today culminate in the World 
Championships in August. 

Competitive frisbee flinging features several types 
of events. On an individual basis the most popular of these

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is freestyle, in which the frisbee flow, or quality of grace, 
is the most important characteristic. Competitors attempt 
tricky catches and throws wliik trying to kx>k smooth and 
graceful. 

After freestyle, the most popular individual, or 
two-person competitions, include: Double disc court 
(DDC). maximum time aloft (MTA), throw -run-catch 
(TRC), distance, accuracy, and golf. 

In DDC, two teams of two people trade throws with a 
pair of frisbees. attempting to land one of them in the 
opponent's court uncaught. MTA and TRC mvoivc pretty 
much what their names imply. Interestingly to the casual 
observer, the record for maximum time aloft is only 15.2 
seconds, though the greatest distance ever covered in a 
TRC event is an impressive 247 '/z feet. 

Two team competitions have also attracted a wide 
fojlowing, namely ultimate and guts frisbee. In the former, 
played like a combination football-basketball-soccer. 
players attempt to score points by passing the disc to 
teammates while advancing upon the goal line. A point is 
scored when the disc is caught in the end zone. In guts, 
five players line up facing each other and attempt to rocket 
the plate through the opposing line. Its popularity among 
freestyle purists often wanes as the prospect of hauling 
down a plastic plate at speeds oi 90 mph presents little

In basketball, 81 teams vied last season for titles in three 
els each of fast and slow break basketball. Filled with 
students, as well as townspeople, the leagues 
racted over 1,000 players last season. 
The city sport in Tallahassee, though, is softball. 
siantly growing, the program features 202 teams this 
ng an increase of over 100 teams from five years ago. 
ded among 27 leagues for men and women of all skill 
Is the leagues attract almost 4,000 people. Officials at 
Rcc Department said that even with the soon-to-open 
Brown Park facUity, Tallahassee is hard pressed to 



keep up with the demand to play softball. 

The great bulk of aduh participants in city pfograms are 
to be found on the 25 dty-operated tennis courts, and 
single nine-hole golf course, in addition to maintaining 
those facilities, the Rec department provides clinics, 
lessons and camps for resi^nts seeking additional 
instruction. 

With a community of nearly 30,000 to serve, the FSU 
intramural department offers a comparable range <^ 
activities. Though officials at IM estimate only 5,000 
people participate regularly in their programs, they note 
that only 1,000 people were participating as recently as 
five years ago. 

This growth in participation they attribute not only to 
the nationwide sports boom, but to their continuing efforts 
to give the people what they want. They are especially 
concerned with getting the student who never ocmsidered 
himself an athlete involved in their programs. 

Besides the traditional big three team sports, football, 
basketball, and softball, the IM department offers a 
variety of individual and /or non -competitive activities. 
Such things as field goal kicking, free -throw shooting, and 
putt-putt golf vie with swimming, track, ping pong, tennis 
and bowling for the student's leisure time. 

On top of those, the IM department is actively involved 
in promoting New Games which are non-competitive 
physical activities for the athlete and non-athlete alike. 

As the intramural officials are fond of saying. "If there's 
an interest, we'll establish an activity to match it^"

At FSU the sport has grown to the point where a CPE 

class and a frisbee disc club have been established. The 
CPE class, started in 1978 by present dub members Calvin 
Adair, Jane Gray and David ''Wolf* Buddey, teaches the 
basic throws and catches, while encouraging participation 

In the club and various competitions. 

The club, of which Rick Williams is the president/ 
treasurer, practices twice a week honing its talents for the 
competitions. Last week the club staged a tournament in 
conjunction with the OmspiciiOiis Carnival, and this week 
it's off to Sarasota for another round in the prestigious 
North American Series. The Sarasota competition is but 
one of 21 staged around the U.S. 

Williams, who began his frisbee flinging casually before 
taking the CPE course last year, cited several factors that 
he felt make disc sport an enjoyable endeavor. 

"It's a good alternative to most sports because the 
competitions are less pressured," Williams noted. "It's 
also unique from most ball sports in its unpredictability. In 
most sports the path of the ball is determined once it 
leaves the hand. In frisbee, the pattern of the throw varies 
constantly and is at the whim of many factmrs, mainly the 
wind. 

"More than that, though, it's an inexpensive sport that 
allows all levels of performers. 

"In tact. I worry a little because I think people see us 
(the club) out there doing all sorts of tricks and what not 
and think that they can't join us because they're not as 
good. We're not trying to intimidate people, we jpst want 
to get them involved." 

Certainlv. Williams claim of inexpensiveness is 
well-founded. While some frisbees have become 
collector's items, based generally upon some flaw or 
special marking (as with stamps and coins), and can 
command prices of $40-$80. most cost much less. 
According to Williams a good quality disc can be had for 
$S-$7. 

After that the amount of money varies with your 
involvement. Some players buy sandpaper, silicone, and 
thimbles to use on their ftisbees. making them smooth or 
rmigh depending cm thif objective. A muhi talented player 
will have several size frisbees. ranging from a 119 gram 
niMiel for di^ance competition to a 155 gram model for 
clise range aiKl accuracy, as in golf frisbee. 
IAII in allT^^ii^ Sport is a burgeoning ime, whose 
iations are at the whim of the players. As Williams 
fs: *'lt's a lun thing. Td like to teach a lot more people 
It it.'*

Conteixiporary Stained Glass, the current 
exhibit in the Fine Arts Gallery, is ample 
proof that several artists have seen the 
light and resurrected stained glass as an 
artform. 

Just as in the Middle Ages, the 
modulation of light — quantitatively by the 
use of high and low light values and 
qualitatively by the use of warm and cool 
colors — is the most important feature of 
this medium. 

Yet, the nine artists in the show have 
successfully brought a modern vision to 
stained glass. Their works are largely 
abstract; their subject is almost entirely 
their chosen medium. 

Only two of the artists have works which 
are clearly representational. Van Cox's 
"Pane of Changing" and "St. Michael the 
Archangel" are both highly competent 
executions in glass but Cox refrains from 
pushing the limits of the medium and fails 
to be effective emotionally. 

Charles DevilBcr's **Koan H: The 
Conversion of St., Paul (Blinded by the 
light)'* on the other hand is not only 
genuinely moving pictorially but also 
explores the possibilities inhetent In the 
leading and in the textures of glass. 

Devilliere ooatinues his exploration of 
these more modern concerns In the other 
^eces on exhibit here. The entke "Satin 



Shields" series makes striking use of dear 
glass in this highly colored medium as wcH 
as excellent use of textured glass. 

Samuel Corso s use of lead is the most 
innovative of any on display. In pieces like 
"Baeleda" and "Carmen s Tightrope 
Dance" one notices the wide lead strips 
and shapes nearly as much as the glass. 

Lonnie Willis and Paul DuFour works are 
characterized bv geometric designs. 
DuFour devotes an entire series to 
variations on the chevron. Willis* three 
untitled pieces bear i if tie resemblance to 
each other, but are all very pleasing. 

The most provocative element of Sttt 
Wilson's two pieces is his use of crystids. 
The physical properties of light take on a 
new function in a piece like 
"Chromognome.'* 

The most successful manipulation of the 
quantitative aspects of stained glass, 
however, are found in the work of Jeff 
Smith. "Dream Qimb** boasts a simple 
but pleasing progression throug|i the 
spectrum and "Archetype** is a rather 
effective juxtaposition of values. 

Erskine Mitchell*s "Malestrom** is an 
excellent composition In low*vida« 
that is punctuated effectively with spots of 
high-value yellows. 

On the iN^le the exhibit is unshakable 
testimony to tl« resmroction of stained 
glass, and a pleasant way to spend a few 
hours.

It would seem that Hollywood is at least 
willing to tackle a subject that it 
assiduously avoided for years. But so far, 
Vietnam seems to lie beyond Hollywood's 
mythic moulds and is antithetical to the 
star system. The Deer Hunter is a classic 
continuation of Am^can misunderstand- 
ing.

Tom Creekmorc. known locally as occasional third or 
fourth member of the Lohman-Cro/ier-Mello jazz 
association, has been playing for 20 years (nearly as old as 
I), and in that time you %ure he must have learned 
somethmg. He has. 

On She Is It, he gets his chance to flaunt that 
knowledge, but perhaps flaunting is not exactly what he 
does. In a background that suggests smoke-fiUed 
after-hours clubs. Creekmore plays his horn (tenor and 
alto sax) with a style that is soothing, relaxed. He doesn't 
style as much as calmly assert. Yeah. Vm playin'. but you 
can keep talkin' to your lady-friend, it seems to say and 
after your friends are gone the music still lingers. 

Recorded in Los Angeles last year. She Is It, showcases 
legendary guitarist Joe Diorio as much as it does 
Creekmore. 

Diorio, known primarily to jazz addicns and frequenters 
of jazz clubs in Miami and for his work with Ira Sullivan 
share equal time with Tom's sax and provides that 
necessary counterplay throughout. 

On "Candy Lil," a Creekmore composition, his Hght. 
fluid style alternates with the soulful sax theme for a tonk 
effect. The sound becomes less a listening experience and 
more an environmental one — like your Aunt Elma or your 
unemployed step-brother, the album invites itself in, hops 
on 0ie turntable and stays for a month. But in this case it's 
a pleasant occupation, as if your Aunt had a hidden fortune 
and sxMmly bestowed it at t h^dlgn er table. 

''Strawberry Wine" is the i^tmm and sweetest of the 
albums cuts. With its simple, romantic mdody and calm, 
reassuring tone it seems to say nothing more than "take it 
easy.*' It's an ample complement to Fireocfa wine and 
ca^Uelight. 

* * Semi-Gyranopedic' * features the entlie band in a 
ftietching-oirt wrcise.

This is 
mellow music, well within the cool tradition Miles Davis 
temporal . v sparked, but it's by no means boring. 

Working with simple, uncomplicated themes, 
Creekmore takes solos that fit just right, never overlong, 
never banal. They glide along, nestled within the flow of 
sound. The title cut finds him moving at a faster tempo 
than much of the record, playing off of Diorio's muted, 
quick-plucked notes and the steadily-paced piano and 
bass. On his own, Creekmore takes his stand in the moody, 
late-night tradition. It's music that was spawned by 
countless hours before bourbon-soaked crowds — and that 
finds itself most at home where melancholy becomes 
madness and lover's quarrels turn to quiet passion.

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(UPI) — Federal authorities said 
vcstcrday they were investigating an 
increase in iodine radiation levels at Three 
Mile Island, but health officials said they 
believed there was no new danger. 

Karl Abraham, spokesperson for the 
I S. Nuclear Regulatory Commission, said 
an air sample collected Saturday within 100 
meters of the reactor showed radioactive 
iodine levels to be 119 picoaries per cubic 
meter. 

The figure would have been above 
federal standards if measured in the 
farmland surrounding the disabled nuclear 
power plant, but becuase it was detected 
near the facility it was within federal limits. 

Radioactive iodine is a known cause of 
thyroid cancer. 

The highest iodine levels detected 
because of Three Mile UUund were 20-30 
picocuries per liter, and current samplings 
show minimum detecttble levels,* a 
Pennsylvania Bureau of Radiation 
Protection officials said.

Katsaris grants Bum

Accused murderer Theodore Bundy wifl be going to a 
dentist this week to have fillings in two of his molars 
esammed and possibly replaced. 

Leon County Sheriff Ken Katsaris gnmed AuMly's 

request for dental treatment Friday. 

Bundy complained last month in a letter to local attorney 
Jack McLean timt he had dtfficulty cbewii^ and eatiog 

properly because of the teeth. 

McLean, director of Legal Services of North Florida, has 
a class action suit pending in U.S. district court seeking 
dental treatment for all inmates of the Leon County Jail. 

Katsaris had previously said he would not approve 
Bundy's request without a court order, but Sheriff s 
Spokesperson Dick Simpson said yesterday Katsaris was 
satisfied forensic evidence against Bundy would n(rt be 
harmed if Bundy were to have the teeth worked on. 

Bundy is charged with slaying two FSU sorority sisters 
in the early morning hours of .Ian. 15, 1978. A bite mark 
inflicted on one of the victims is part of the case against 
him. 

The bite would was reportedly made by front teeth, not 

back teeth. 

Since the jail does not ha\e its oun dental facilities, an 
appointment will be made today for Bundy to visit a local 
dentist. 

Arrangements uill be made to have Bundy or his family 
pay for treatment, estimated at S40. Simpson said.

Eight fraternity houses 
owned by FSU are plagued 
by numerous fire safety 
code violations and present 
possible health hazards to 
the residents. 

A state fire marshal's 
report, stemming from a 
Sept. 25 inspection, re- 
vealed the houses have 
structural violations that 
were built into them when 
constructed. 

An unofficial inspection 
yesterday at the Kappa 
Alpha and the Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon houses pointed out 
additional violations not 
mentioned in the fire 
marshal's report. 

Each house has stairways 
that are not enclosed, while 
the fire marshal's office 
requires every stairway in 
every building in Florida to 
be enclosed by fire 

resistant walls or concrete parthkms so, in case of fire, the 
exit stairways will not be engoifed by flames. 

The Alpha Tau Omega, SAE. and KA houses have been 
described by FSU Maintcnoice Supervisor Bob Cobb as 
the worst of the eight because they possess the most 
inherent structural vidations. Other houses ctted by the 
fire marshal for violations were Phi Kai^ Tau. Phi Delta 
Theta. Lamba Chi Alpha. Theta Chi and Sigma Nu 
fraternity houses have ^ctural violations that were built 
into them when constructed. 

The cost of cottceting tiie structural fire safety code 
vk>lations m afl campus don^ and the mght fraternity 
houses has been estimated by FSU Resident Housi^ 
Ditector SherriU Ragans to be dose to $1 mUlion. Ragans 
says FSU does not have the money to make the necessary 
chan^^s. 

An unwmounced inspection <rf the KA house yesterday 
levelled a doset underneath a stmrway is being used foi 
storage of flmmable cleaning fluids. The fire safety 
survey report ^tedflcally states that combustible materials 
must not be stored under exit stakways b^ause, in the 
possibtltty <tf a fire caused by spcmtaneous combustion, the 
stairs irould knmectiately igi^. preventing residents from 
escapii^. 

The KA house was littered yesterday with remnants of a 
Saturday night party. In Ae event oi a fire, the paper 
frfates. cups and napkins, strewn atound would help a fire 
spread mote quickly

The fire marshal report for Kappa Alpha cited nine 
violations. Two of the violations were inherent — built into 
the houses — and would require extensive renovations to 

correct, said Cobb. 

During an informal investigation of the SAE house 
yesterday, it was discovered that the hood filters and all 
equipment near the cooking area was coated with heavy 
accumulations of combustible grease deposits, which 
violates the state fire code. 

During previous tours of dormitories and fraternity 
houses with a university committee to investigate possible 
fire safety code violations. Ragans pointed out vandalized 
electrical sockets as violations to the code as well as safety 
hazards. 

One fire alarm was dangling by a cord signifying the 
unworkability of the alarm in an emergency situation. 

In the SAE house, several electrical outlets were pulled 
from the wall, which is a fire danger. Electrical cords from 
a stereo system were tangled and strewn on the ground. 

The fire survey report for the SAE house revealed 
eleven violations were present in Sept. 1978. 

Two were inhrent violations: the stairways were not 
enclosed and the kitchen is not independent of the rest of 
the building. 

While the structural deficiencies are a long way from 
being corrected. Ragans says that the FSU administration 
has taken some steps toward making the fraternity houses 
safer places to live.

People know Quinton Nix by his truck, 
s the one with the big book that ^gs 
legally parked vehicles away and retimis 
lem for a price. 

"Yeah, they know that's me when they 
my wrecker/* Nix said. "But Fve had 
' complaints oonsiitering the nunriier .of 
cars we tow." 
Nix. 49, owns and operates Nix*s 
'recker Service, located at 4951 
i untstown Highway. He is on a yearly 
>ntract with the city of Tallahassee to tow 
iway cars parked on curbs, sidewalks, and 
titv property. He also rotates with other 
recker services to tow cars frona the PSU 
pampus. 

With four trucks and four employees, he 
Urts away about 150 ^tts m mmmk. He 
^harges $10.50 to r^rleve a car towed from 
[ity property, $22 to get bade tiiose 
pmoved from campus. 

'Most of the peofde who come here to 
jet their cars back are mad," Nix said. 
But they cool dowp when they find out the 
titv had them towed away." 
Most people he encoimtefs ate students. 
5ut he added that he tows fewer cars from 
ampus than he used to. 
W of the people are real nice," he 
' I think some of then do it just to see 
»i 11 get towed away." 

Nu has been in the wrecker business for 
fen years. Before that he operated a service 



station and towing service, but decided to 
give up the station and concentrate all of 
his time on towing. 

How did he become involved in the 
wrecker business? 

**Jt*s just one of those things," he said. 
* *rve got to do something. Everybody's got 
to do something. Some run service 
stations, some run wrecker services, some 
sell groceTKS. I just wound up pedcfling a 
wrecker." 

Nix's service is open 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. He wofks fifom 7 a.m. 
to 7 p.m. on six of those days. 

•Hfs a pr^y good life," he said. "1 
make pretty good money with the city 
contract, though there are easier things to 
make money on." 

Nix can get the title for cars unclaimed 
after 45 days, but he sells most of the 
15O-'20O such cars in hir possession each 
year for junk. 

His lot is usually full with about 300 cars, 
many of them the resulte of accidents. He 
also has a contract with the county to tow 
repossessed cars, and he is careful to keep 
his lot guarded to protect those cars from 
owners wanting to steal them back. 

But the familiar Nix trucks may 
disappear from campus in the near future. 

•*I don't want to be in this business for 
die test of my life." he said. "I'm thinking 
of selling the first of the year. I don't want 
to work ail my life. 1 like to fish and hunt. 1 
could go fishing every day."

Big cars, longtime bestsellers in the 
American automotive industry, are favored 
partly because of **anti-social" names 
automakers have given most of the smaller 
cars, a University of Florida sociologist 
asserts. 

According to Dr. Heman Vera, tfic large 
car has become synonymoiis with stabiltiy, 
familial (^ientation, comfort, respectability 
and status offered by the American way 

life. 

Despite soaring gasofine purees «Bd 
higher insurance payments for big cars, 
auto manufacturers report no big 
switchover from tng to tinall cars and, in 
furt. big car sales have rematDed steady. 

President Carter's recent amBDuncement 
about decontroOmg gasotine prices means 
the prices at tibe pump can be expected to 
increase another nickel to ten cents a 
gallon this year, but Vera doubts that will 
discourage big car buyers. 

The sodfdogist says that the large, 

petrol-hogging antos tend to bearmames 

that sug^st good, honest, wMesome 

American values — and this may help sell 
them. 

**The big car certainly does not fdlf91 any 
material need in the sense that we do not 
need n^i; living rooms,*' he told UH in a 



interview. **It fulfills mostly a symbolic 
need. 

"foiagine the class of LeMans, the phish 
California of Biscayne, the vitality oi 
LeSabre, the wealth of Monte Carlo . . . 
somdiow the cars become inddflily 
associated with the names (and wlut tJiey 
represent),*' he said. 

By contrast, small, econ«By cars 
symbolize "aggressiveness, even hostility, 
strength and eztravangan^ of the 
individual, especially males," he said. 

Vera pointed to names like Miistaag, 
Cougar, Tempest, Cobra, drvette and 
Maveridc as examples. 

"If auto companies want people to shift 
then* buying from large lo smaller cars, 
diey*n have to promote them for reasons 
odier than size and speed," he said. 

Vera said the way to overcome the 
negative image the majority of Americans 
have of small cars is to give maXL cars a 
new image, and that shoidd begin with 
their names. 

**lf I wm pUinning a campaign to 
encourage the use of small cars I would 
introduce ft symbolic need to show 
sc^idarity with the rest of our fellow human 
beings so that it becomes good and 
desirable to show that we are responsive to 
the collective needs of the naticm,** he said.

SU faculty to vote on new bargaining pact

FSU faculty members are 
hpected today to overwhelmingly 
fcept a new collective bargaining 
kreement. including a provision 
pi establishes a pay boost schedule 
pntingent on years of service. 

We'll support it without 
luestion,' said Harold Fletcher, 
fcrmer president of the FSU chapter 
p the United Faculty of Florida. 
rWe hope to get 90 percent of the 
fSU faculty behind it." 

So far six of the state's nine 
iniversities have voted, with results 
[unning 4-1 in favor of the 



agreement. 

The salary schedule concept has 
been called a landmark, with both 
sides claiming it will end the dispute 
over how pay increases should be 
distributed. 

Another landmark in this year's 
negotiations is the fact that UFF and 
the Board of Regents have both 
reached agreement without outside 
mediation. 

"What people can't understand is 
how we both could have reached an 
agreement," said Caesar Naples, 
chief negotiator for the BOR, 
defending himself from charges that 
the BOR was becoming too friendly 



with the union. "Everything is 
subject to the legislature for 
appropriations." 

Naples went on to say that the 
salary schedule would move to end 
the discretionary manner in which 
salaries were distributed. However, 
he warned that unless moie money 
was not made availalbe to the SUS, 
more high market rate professors 
would continue to leave.

Tanzania seizes 
Uganda's major 
energy source 



KAMPALA. Uganda (UPI) — Tanzanian 
troops seized Uganda's most important 
sourceofenergy for industry, the giant Owens 
Falls dam over the River Nile, before troops 
loyal to Idi Amin could blow it up, government 
officials said yesterday. 

The half-mile-long dam. a major 
hydroelectric power facility, is near Jinja, 
the industrial center that was Amin's last 
known stronghold after he fled Kampala last 
week. 

Officials had feared the complex might be 
destroyed, but Communications Minister 
Akena Pojok yesterday announced the dam 
and its power station, which serves Uganda 
and part of Kenya, were both under the 
control of the new provisional government. 

He gave no details of the military 
operation that seized the site, and other 
officials said the government had not yet 
secured Jinja, which is Uganda's 
second-largest city. However, seizure of the 
Owens Falls dam represented the most 
significant militar>' victory of the new 
government since the capture of Kampala 
itself. 

One of the Tanzanian commando squads 
sent to hunt for Amin apparently seized the 

complex. 

Lake Victoria's waters flowing north to the 
Nile create electricity as they pass through 
the dam's hydroelectric turbines. The 
facility has been Uganda's principal power 
source since it was completed 25 years ago. 

Despite the capture of the power complex, 
military officials yesterday reported the 
Kampala-Jinja highway had not yet been 
secured, and they said Tanzanian forces 
were engaged in mopping-up operations 
against scattered groups of hold-out, 
pro-Amin troops. 

They estimated as many as 1,200 Amin 
troops were in eastern and northern Uganda 
and said it could take at least three months 
to subdue the entire country. 

The Tanzanians, supporting the new 
government, in fact still rontrol only about 
half of Uganda. I aw and order has totally 
broken down elsewhere, witnesses reported, 
with scores of repnsal Iciilings taking place 
between fleeing troops and civilians. 

Witnesses said Jinja was now virtually 
deserted after a massive spree of lootings 
and killings in the last few days. 

As the Tanzanians expanded their military 
control over Uganda yesterday. President 
Youssef Lule held his first cabinet meeting 
and the government discussed the massive 
job of rebuilding a country shattered and 
bankrupt by eight years of Amin's rule. 

The government called oo all Ugandans to 
hunt down Amin's supporters and said it 
•would crush any attempted military 
comeback by the deposed dirt a t o r .

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Sex offenders steered to prison 



TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI) — The Senate yesterday 
passed a bill putting mentally disturbed sex offenders in 
prison instead of a mental hospital, with opponents accusing 
it of overreacting to a Gainesville institution's problems. 

The Senate approved 37-1 and sent to the House a bill 
(SB252) stripping the Department of Health and 
Rehabilitative Services of automatic control of offenders 
sentenced for rape, child molestation or other sexual crimes 
under the special program. 

The trial judge would hand down a prison term, then the 
offender would be sent to the Lake Butler Reception Center 



where a team of KRS and Department of Corrections 
psychologists would decide whether to keep him in prison or 
transfer him to a mental hospital. 

If the offender went to HRS, he would not be eligible for 
work release or a family furlough. 

Senate Corrections Chairman Sherrill "Pete" Skinner of 
Lake City conceded he sponsored the bill because of 
problems with mentally disturbed sex offenders at North 
Florida Evaluation and Treatment Center in Gainesville. 
One offender raped and kiUeda hospM emptoyee and two 
others tried to escape.

According to Sherman, the prime reason why gasohol is 
not presently available in Florida is because alcohol, a 
central element of gasohol, is priced higher than gasoline, 
thus gasohol costs more at today's prices. 

Sherman said that as the price of gas climbs, gasohol will 
become more economical. He added, if state leaders do not 
help prepare for the future the state will not be prepared to 
handle the demand for gasohol. 

"Presently we have only two distilleries in Florida, we 
need around 25," said Sherman. 

Sherman is recommending to state leaders that they work 
toward providing a tax break on gasohol, similar to that in 
other states. A tax break on gasohol would bring its cost to 
consumers down. This hopefully would create a demand for 
the gasohole and thus provide an incentive for distilleries 
and oil companies to provide gasohol for consumers.

In the past, students have been provided with no 
representation when it came to the allocation of 
student-donated money. Students were seen as naive 
traasieats whose (pinions were of little or no importance 
wlieii it came to deddii^ tlie fetofe d k ec tium of Florida's 
stale vrnveraties* even wlien that dtrectton was being 
financed by the students' money. 

But that may all change. 

Working its way through the Senate is a piece of legislation 
that will provide students with veto power over any 
eottitniction using studenlTdonaled money. Hie Senate 
i?4fairation Coounittee passed tiie bfll nnaainiottsly last 
wert , and it is cunendy in ^ Ways and M eans Coounkiee. 

Sponsored by Sen. Tom Tobiassen (R-Pensacola), Senate 
bill 273 states that before any building can be started, or any 
existing contract changed, it must first be approved by the 
university president and the studoit government. Under 
torrent statutes, only the approval of the uaiversky 
president is needed. 

Tobiassen blasted die Board of Regents in 1977 for giving 
the go-ahead to a $500,000 restoration of Saenger Theater in 
downtown Pensacola. Although students of West Florida 
University paid for the renovation, students can only use the 
building 45 days out of the year. 

Tobiassen called that contract a rip-off and began his 

l^rapaign to gain more student say-so when their ilteMiey is 

bemg spent, a campaign we support and appreciate. 

It is now up to the Ways and Means Committee to get the 
bill on the floor of the Senate. Committee chairperson Jack 
Gordon (D-Miami Beach) is supporting the bill» and since it 
has no l ina nc ja l implicatiaos, Tobiassen hopes tbc 
wiB sand it strai^ to die Seaaile fioor witti no

Levine often had conflicts with other 
SG organizations. 

"He had trouble dealing with SG 
agencies/' said Byrd. "We have been 
requesting changes in format for over 
a yew, and Jerrod has repeatedly 
refused to comply with our wishes." 

The board has begun looking for a 
replacement.

FSU faculty ratifies bargaining agreement

FSU faculty members ratified a new collective bargaining 
agreement yesterday, leaving only one campus in the 
state university system that hasn't voted. 

The state-wide returns have run 4-1 in favor of ratification, 
with the University of West Florida scheduled to hold the 
final vote today. 

At FSU the vote was less supportive, with the ballots 
running only 4-3 in favor, 204 for and 149 against. 

"The anti-union mood is the strongest at FSU," said 
Caesar Naples, chief negotiator for the Board of Regents. 
"TheAAUPhas been active on FSU's campus.'* 

The American Association of University Professors, 
another labor organization, has been circulating literature 
calling for the FSU faculty to reject the United Faculty oi 



Florida-BOR agreement. 

The real test will come once the agreement has been 
ratified and the Legislature must decide to what extent it 
wishes to fund the agreement. 

The Union is asking for a total of 1 1 .25 percent which would 
pay for general wage hikes, discretionary raises and 
implementation of the new salary schedule. 

*^Not all the money we*re asking for is new. We already 
agreed on the terms for tiie salary structure last year," said 
Biy (Hsen. a UFF spoksman. 

Union officials recognize there is a rough foad ahead. 

* * Success will all depend on how hard we get out and put the 
point across to the Legislature." said Roy Weatherfo^d, 
lobbyist for the union. "They have to realize we are 
important to their political success.'*

Death row inmates at Florida State Prison 
a Kaif»)rd began a hunger strike Tuesday to 
protest new visitation policies, s|iecifical]y a 
^K'd\\ prohibiting physical contact between 
the inmates and their visitors. 

So tar bb death row inmates have joined 
the strike. 

The inmates presented Warder David 
Bnerton with a petition on Tuesday outlining 
their demands and calling for his immediate 

resignation. 

However, according to a UPl wire service 



story, the prison officials have no plans to 
meet the inmates demands and have said 
they will 1' the strike run its course. 

**We found out about the strike from the 
state department of corrections," said 
Rommel! Washington, a spokesperson from 
the Florida Clearinghouse for Crimmal 
Justice. 

"People on death row already don't have 
as many privileges as other prisoners. The 
wall and the no-contact visits totally cut 
them off from any contact with the free 
world," he said. 

The wall in the death row inmates' 



visitation room was constructed a few 
HMN^tafo. The Gonstractioo occurred after 
the escape of (fasath row kumte Join Lewis. 
Washtegton said. 

"Fro sure the departnent of corrections 
wouhfai't admit ^ that*s why they built ti» 
waif," he said, **b«t there wasn't a wai 
there when Lewis escaped and there is om 
there now. 

*'h wa«i*t even a daring escape, it wasn't 
heroic. It wasn't like a movie esc^ — be 
just wiriked right through the stittions. He 
didn't even have s disguise." 

Washington said that the wall was shnilar 



to individual testing units, or a language lab 
— cubides with a plexiglass wall separating 
the vkitor and the inmate. 

*'The person on the outside has a 
moveable microphone. The inmate talks into 
this box-like speaker. The guard controls the 
conmimication. They can cut you off at any 
time,** WashmgtOR said. 

"It's Hke you can seei bnt you can't 
touch." 

The Qearinghouse maintains regular 
oont«:t with many death row fmnates. 
WasMttgton indicated the prisoners intent to 
strike ami! the visitation policies are changed.

KAMPALA , Uganda — Drunken mobs of 
Idi Amin's soldiers, on the run from their 
Tanzanian conquerers, are killing hundreds 
of people on sight and looting towns in 
northern and eastern Uganda, residents 
reported yesterday. 

The new government in Kampala — which 
has only half the nation under its control — 
promised help was on the way and urged 
Ugandans to "keep your spirits up." 

Official sources in neighboring Kenya 
confirmed for the first time that Robert 



Astles , Amin's top aide during his bloody 
eight -year rule of fear, was being detained in 
Kenya for interrogation after initially being 
reported killed in the fall of Kampala. 

Government officials earlier said they 
were confident Amin himself had fled to 
Libya. The government was questioning 
Asdes in connection with many of the 
murders committed during the la^ eight 
years. 

Refugees yesterday fled eastern and 
northern Uganda, where they described a 
total breakdown of law and order. 



Drunken mobs of Amin loyalists have 
rampaged through the area for a week, 
raping, looting and murdering civilians and 
government officials suspected of sympa- 
thizing with the new administration. 

"They're killing everyone in sight," one 
woman refugee claimed. 



Another said, "They are killing any 
official they believe is sympathetic to the 
new government in Kampala, and now, any 
civilian they see." 

Estimates on the number of people killed 
by the marauding troops ranged as high as 



sevend hundred. 

Many villages sacked by the Amin troops 
were now deserted, refugees said. 

The new government still controls only 
half of Uganda, though Tanzanian 
supporting troops Tuesday reportedly 
captured the important Owen Falls Dam 
over the Nile River on the outskirts Jii^ 40 
miles east of Kampala. 

The provisional government of Youssef 
Lule promised quick military help to try to 
Sfluah the estimated 1,200 Amm loyalists 
te rror izin g the east and north.

Bill provides only 8^ /hour for Pitts-Lee prison time 



(UPI) — The spoMor of l^gMotkMi to pay former death 
row himates Freddie Pitts aad W9bert Lee $100,000 each for 
the 12 years tliey spent in prison told a house committee 
yesterday that sum equals 8-cents-a&-hoiir for time spent in 
**h^ on eartti.*' 

*'There is no way we can give back 12-and-a-half years 
he took away from Pitts and Lee," said Rep. Steve Warner. 
**The only thing we can do is compensate these men." 

Warner appeared to testify on his bill, Hoose Wi 12$5, 
pendmg before a select committee appomted by Speaker 
Hy^ Brown to review the 16-year-oid case and make a 
recommendation to the full House by May. Warner, 
D- Wilton Manors, told the committee Pitts aad Lee, both 
blacks, were "threatened, beaten and coerced" mto 
confessing to the 1963 murders of two whhe gas stirtion 
attendants in Port St. Joe. 

He said racial prejudice and false testimony led to a 
second conviction by a jury in 1972. 

The two men were granted a full pardon in 1975 by former 
Gov Reubin Askew and the Cabinet after an 18-month 
investigation. The probe revealed there was a lack of 
evidence to sustain a conviction. 

Further. Warner said, a man he identified as Curtis 
Adams confessed to the slayings to Fort Lauderdale 
attorney Charles Rich. Warner said that information was 
never allowed in court because of the attoni^<lient 
prixclcge . 

But. Warner said. ''(Rich) is of the opinion that Curtis 
Adams commited the murders, not Pitts aad Lee.** 



Warner told the committee skeptics often ask 
why Pitts and Lee accepted the pardon from the governor 
and Cabinet if they did not commit the crime because the 
more authoritative U.S. Supreme Court was getting ready to 
review their case. 

But he said after 12 years in Raiford — including nine on 
death row the two men were desperate to get out.

Panel looks at 
liquor age today

The PTA is for it and the students oppose it, but it uili r 
up to the House subcommittee on alcohol and tobacco toriav 
to decide whether 18- to 20-year-old Floridians can dnni 
liquor legally next year. 

Today at 1:15 in Room 413 of the Capitol, the 
subcommittee will hear testimony on raising the legaJ 
drinking age to either 20 or 21. There are presently three 
bills filed in the House concerning changing the drinking 
age — two wish to raise it to age 21 and a third asks for a 
two-year increase to 20. 

•'This is a very controversial, very emotional issue, said 
Linda Logan, analyst for the House Regulated Industnes 
and Licensing Committee, under which the alcohol and 
tobacco subcommittee falls. 

•'There is some very tense lobbying going on. The PTA is 
very active in supporting the bills, but so far there haven't 
been very many people lobying against them." 

Logan added that the implications of the bills do not deal 
solely with teen-age drinking. She pointed out that many 
students employed in establishments where liquor is sold 
would lose there jobs if the minimum age were raised 

Steve Radakovich, acting food service director for SAG.A 
at FSU, agreed the billscould prove trouble some, but said it 
would not really cause anyone working for them to lose their 
jobs. 

"We're definitely going to have to have an above H- 
person checking IDs and selling the beer," notec 
Radakovich. ' But I don't think it'U affect the rest of the staff 
at all." 

He didn't think the bills, if they become law, will hurt 
SAGA'S business any, either. Peo^ will still come in to 
have lunch or to buy a Coke, he said, adding they're not 
going to stop coming in just because they can't buy beer 

Even though the change wiU not affect them, some SAGA 
employees did express conoetn over the drinking ag« 
increase. "If the drinldng age goes up, this will increase 
the number of places a student can't get a job. omplained 
Amy HUl. Tve got a job (at SAGA) but what about other 
students who need pait-time jobs to put them thfW 
school."

The agreement represents the first tone 
the two parties have been able to reach 
agreement wtthom having to seek ontsade 
mediation. 

"It's a landmark." said Caeser Naples, 
chief negotiator for the board, 'it will go a 
long way toward ending the bi(±erii« we've 
experienced each year.** 

The unique part about the agreement is 
the implementation of a salary schedule, 
which would set minimum salaries for fiicslly 
members and establish a policy ot granting 
salary hikes for additional years of service. 

The agreement would allocate pay raises 
hi three parts. First, a general pay hike 



which would go lo all m e mbers <rf the 
faculty. Second, annual step-increments for 
the fewest paid 70 percent of the faculty 
— !j»hefs who have duronUi ilt d except- 
ional merit. 

**What we had m the past is a totally 
discretionary system, where administrators 
have been allowed to dish oot raises in any 
way they wanted.** said Ken M^m, 
president of the United Faculty of Florida. 

UnioncliiefQego6ator Walter Kfercer said 
he feels the salary schedule will go far to 
correct some of the problems that have fiKed 
the imlty and the board. 

"The schedule means that the inciemeat 
cost (saUry raises) will be hiult 'mito the 
university budgets.*' he said. **last UK the 
board now takes into account tfie increasiag 
cost of 1^ bulbs, electricity and paper." 

The amount of the pay raise necessary to 
hnplMent the new ag r ecanent wlB be 1I.2S 
percent, a 6 percent general merease. 2.5 
percent for step-increases and 3 pment for 
discretkmaiy trite. Botfi Union and board 
recognlie that gttteg that much fron teh 
L^isUtUre will be difficult.

The total cost of the civic center rose from $24 million to 
$33.2 miUion and a proposed 2.200-seat auditorium and 
1 .000-car parking garage were cut last year due to what 
White called an "excess shortage" of funds. 

The FSA and the Senate feel the contract was violated 
when the cuts were made and hope to halt construction until 
either a new contract is drawn up or the civic center 
authorities agree to build the auditorium. 

The senate also expressed opposition to a bill introduced in 
the Florida House of Representatives which would raise the 
legal drinking age from 18 to 21.

U.S. wants to 
question Rhoodie 

WASHINGTON (UPl) — Federal investigators are 
seeking to question Eschel Rhoodie. a former South 
African official now somewhere in Europe, about his 
barges the Pretoria government funneled hunA«ds of 
housands of dollars to U.S. politicians, it was learned 
Wednesday. 

Officials say if Rhoodie has corroborative evidence to 
iipport his allegations, it wouM lead to a full Justice 
Department investigatkm. ^ 

Rhoodie, a former aide to South Africa's information 
minister, has been offering to the highest bidder 41 tapes he 
says detail secret South African payments to President 
( arter, Gerald F-rd and other U.S. politicians. 

Justice Department officials are known to have made 
ecent inquiries into Rhoodie's whereabouts, hoping he will 
tnswer their questicMis and allow them access to his 
evidence. 

So far. they have had little luck locating him. 

At the same time, investigators have begun reviewing 
records at the Federal Election Commission to see if there is 
evidence of illegal campaign contributions by South African 

agents. 

Robert Stevenson, a Justice Department spokesperson, 

dc^ lined to characterize the inquiry as an investigation yet, 
aMng. 'We don't know whether we're going to investigate 

or not." 

Press must discuss 
state of mind' 

WASHINGTON UPI — The Supicme Court ruled 
Wednesday that a journalist Mag su^ for libel may be 
compelled to answer questions about the "state of mind" 
and editorial discussions that affected story preparation. 

Justice Byron White, in aa (pinion joined by five 
colleagues, said no First Amendment privilege shields a 
journalist from pretrial questions about editorial processes 
that Buy produce evidence critical to a libel case i^ainst 
him. 

Justice William Brennan agreed in part with the 
majority, while fellow liberal Thurgood Marshall and 
Potter Stewart, a tongtime free ptess adwMtie, filed 
separate dissents. 

Press groiq>s immediately declared the ruling — on 
preliiDinary stages of a tibel suit involviag a *'60 Mimrtes" 
program aired by the Cohimlria Broadcasting System — 
"a major defeat for the First Amendnent." 

In other actions Wednesday, the court: 

• Ruled 5-4 the Gmstltvtkm does not require a judge's 
order approving electroiiie turveiUance to qiccifically 
authorize a break-in to instaO die eaves-droppbig device. 

* Unanimously decided privirte con^ianies have no right 
under the Freedom of lafomu^ Act to block disclosure 
of confidential bunness informato have sulmiitted 
^ogoveranient agencies.

Juggling:

Don Rapp. an FSU professor of home and 
family life, thinks the whole universe is 
siDy. And that's where his juggling comes 
in. 

"We were designed to laugh." he savs. 
"I use my juggling to make the serious 
content silly and the silly content serious." 

He learned to juggle when he was 12 
years old .^i,. an old vaudeviilian in his 
hometown. 

"He just demonstrated. Since I wanted to 
learn. I had to work it out myself. He caught 
my imagination, and thai s a good wav to 
teach, in my own teaching. 1 demonstrate 
what I want the students to learn, and if they 
wofk hard, the leam it." 

Rapp can juggle five balls at once, or 
tfncc bidiaa chibs. What makes his act 
oniipie is that he watches the audience 
wl^ he performs, talking to them w hile he 

"I'm al«,'ays part of the audience." he 
says. "1 wa^ mys^ through them." 

To he tlie kind of juggkr he wanted to be . 
KappleanwdtodoitbiimUbided. Then he 
jogged before a mirror so that the number 
•of balls he worked with seemed 
doubled.^ And he Jrfso ji^^M to nursery 
rhymes.' - '

year, but doesn't spend ranch time with n

anymore because of a bruise he reeeived on 
the bone of his left hand. 

Where does he juggle? "Any jdacc I 
can. he says. "It seems to be relevant to 
a lot of situations. And when people know 
me I have no choice. Juggling is very much 
a part of me." 

Rapp u^es his juggling as much to inform 
as to entertain. Several years ago, he made 
a commercial for tbe University of 
Alabama retardation group, and he has 
several more such possibUties in the works. 

He also teaches others to juggle through 
mformal classes and lessons given away 
each year through the WFSU auction. 

•Almost everybody can juggle with 
practice," he savs. 

As if juggling five balls isn't enough 
Rapp also looks at the spaces between tfa^ 

trails. 

"You've got to deal with what's between 
things he says.

Tallahassee civil rights lesders yesterday called for the 
immediate suspension of two Tallahassee police officers 
who allegedly beat a woman i^er she refused to show them 
htf drivers Ikense. 

The woman required treatment at Tallahassee Memorial 
Regional Medical Center for Cots and bmises. She told her 
minister, who did not witness the incident, that the officers 
also called her a **bitch" and told her **we should have used 
oargiuis"hina]angtheane8tt||eRev. R.N. Gooden said. 

Tallahassee Pofice Department officials would not discuss 
the mcident yesterday, hut Chi^ Robert Maige said the 
officers, both white, have not been su^»ended. He said his 
department is looking into the matter. 

Maige last night declined to comment on any of Gooden* s 
charges, saying the matt^ was being handled internally by 

his department. 

*it is being investigated," Maige said. 

Neither of the offioeis Involved, Steve Daws and Vmcent 
Fontana, were available for comment yesterday. 

A duty officer at the police station said they were out on 
patrol last night. Daws does not have a home pbxme, and 
Fd^ana's number is unfisted. 

Mrs. Ola M. Waflcer, 737 West Georgia Street, was 
drivmg near her home early Wednesday evening looking for 
her 13-year-old son, accor^ng to Gooden, the woman's 
pastor and president of die ttfiahassee NAAC7.

She said, **you're not going to give me a 
ticket without telling me what it's for!" and held onto her 
license, Gooden reported. 

One of the officers reportedly grabbed Walker, and she 
broke away and went into her houie, said Gooden.

GoodCT said police told him ShifKeld tried to grab a gun 
from one of the officers as the officer tried to subdue 
Walker. 

*'lf that be true, why didn't they arrest him on the spot?" 
Gooden asked. "Nothing but a fool would try to get a 
policeoian's gun and then walk into a police station lalcsr |o 
try to get someone out of jail."

•daughter stand up after she had been knocked down by the 
police as they entered the Walker home.

Time and again energy experts 
quote the demand for energy by 
the American people. We are told 
that we greedily consume vast 
amounts of electrical energy lo 
power hair dr>ers and electric 
knives, to ride gas hogs that 
render the air the consistency of 
pea soup, and to use spray cans 
that endanger the delicate oamt 
layer. 

No analysis, however, is made 
of the motivations causing flm^ 
demand.

The behavior of some men during the recent anti-rape 
march demonstrates the inability of many of m 
understand the nature of rape, as it is understood by 
women. The letters from men in this week's Flambeau 
attempt to lessen the concern of many women that men are 
<Hit of touch with their truest beliefs about rape:^ 1^ 
perhaps men doubt, unconsciously, at least, that rape is 
truly a criminal act, and view most less violent rape as just 
another skirmish in the eternal "battle of the seies". The 
letters addressed to such women hope to prove that tfiis 
uneasiness is unfounded; by our readiness to protect 
women we confirm our understanding of their plight. 

I am not certain that women would agree that we j 
understand. I am equally uncertain that women woold 
agree that a little "good-natured* heckling is a fair price to 
pay for our paternal protection and understanding. The 
issue is not that men understand that the physiad tattcry of 
a rape victim is wrong — that is axiomatic — ^ i»M»e is 
that women sense that men conceive of most rape as an 
example of sexual dysfunction, an illness that only a small 
percentage share.

The SCA is an international reseaich 
organization that really believes in that old 
adage: people should practioe what they 
preach. The sodety requires all Us members 
to take on at least one persona that would 
portray someone who could have lived (but 
didn't) in a time and i^lacebefote 1600 A.D. 

When members attend SCA events they 
live the character they have reseaicfaed and 
leave their * 'mundane" selves at home. 
Events uidude revelling, medieval fighting, 
and various guild activities (Bke armor 
making, herb lore, cooking, sewing, music, 
and odier skills of by-gone days). Punning is 
aaotSier favorite activity of FSU's group. 

**You take a lot of pun-ishment when yon 
join SCA," said Lord Hrafen ifrmi^ (Ed 
FauscI). herald for the local group. "Whai 
we get bested in a match we kick and pun." 

There are about 40 members in Oldenidd 
Shirt? (the Tallahassee area), according to 
group Seneshal Geader) Lady Aethehfaryth 
(mundane^ known as Carol PirtridgeK

The U.S. is divided into five kingdoms and 
has 200,000 active SCA members.

The SCA was created at a cocktail party of 
science fiction writers In Berhdey who 
decided it would be nice to see a red 
medievd tourney.

The unusual is an integral part of SCA 
(anachronism literally means something out 
of its time or place). Some members even 
take on a persona of the opposite sex, 
although this is not very common, said Lady 
Shadowdawter. Persona selection is not 
limited and Oldenfeid has quite a selection. 

Philippe DeGuermonte (Lawrence Barker) 
is a psychophant to the 12th Century Court 
de Orleans. Barker, an FSU student, 
explained that a psychophant was a king's 
professional flatterer. Philippe was dressed 
in lavender tights, a lavender vested shirt 
with lace cuffs, and a matching lavender 
satchel bedecked with jewels (sequins).

Tomorrow night in the Leon High School 
seven judges will decide who is the best k 
Tallahassee. 

The Sixth Annaid Mr. Tallahassee BodybaildtDg CMest 
will pit musclemen from as far twty as California against 
each other. But local talent will also be exposed for all to 
see. In two of the three divisions. Teenage Mr. Tallahassee 
and Mr. Tallahassee, only local bodybuilders are eligible to 
compete. Mr. Greater Tallahassee wifl have contenders 
from all parts of Florida and many otlwr states. 

Contrary to many popular beliefs, judges of these contests 
do not just look for the body with the most muscles. At the 
start of the competition, all contestants are paraded beim 
the judges and the crowd for a first glimpse of the bulging 
builds that are soon to follow. 

The seven judges, including the prc:>ciu Mr. Olynphi 
Frank Zane. then start awarding points. At this time, the 
judges are looking for poise, posture and confidence in the 
contestants, not size and definition musculature. 

After this preliminary ooce-over, the real judging 
commences. Each member of the three sections, Mr. 
Teenage Tallahassee, Mr. Tallahassee and Mr. Greater 
Tallahassee, is brought on stage and the judges look at their 
fronts, backs and sides of the IxMfybailders as requested by 
the judges. Daring this part of tiie OMitest, the judges are 
free to ctf forward aiqr of tile oontestaots and compare their 
anatomical structures. 

hi this tomid, the judges are looking more fisr proper 
proportion, symmetry and general appearance. 
Bocfybnilden must be equaBy developed in all portions of 
their bodies.

Award-winning bodies must be **cut up" so that e»m 
muscle in the body appears. Cutting occurs when actual 
lines, called striations, are visible across the muscles. Sone 
of the best bodybuilders look like walking mod^ oat of 
medical journals when they are "cut up." 

In the final round of posing, each builder is givea 90 
seconds to perform a posing routine made vtp ci oomf^kot^ 
and optional poses. There are six compulsory potes: a 
double-biceps shot viewed from the front with the abdoBMi 
flexed, a front lat (chest) spread with flexed legs, a tigli 
side-biceps and shcwkler shot with legs fleied, a bid dm 
with a double-bioep ^iread, a lat spread from the rear widi 
both claves flexed, tmd a left side shot with triceps, dKH 
and legs flexed. 

These are described as the purest poses m bodybuildag. 
It is impossMe to hide any weak areas of mmf^ 
dev^opment or to "cheat" and hide any areas. 

The optional posing afiows a contestant to show off Ids 
best>devekiped areas and again try to impress the judges 
with bis poise and proportionality. 

Already over SO contestants are entered, and Ust miBote 
Wprte eirtries are sure to pop up, so this year's contest is 
sure to have some of tlie best txi^Hes yet.

There has been a remarkable ovmber of jan albiuns 
released during the last few years that cover the entire 
qpectrum of jaiz from Count Basie Id Qmette Cofeniaa. 

The richness and diversity of the recordings seem to 
indicate that this is more than just a passing musical fid, 
but the establishment of a very valid musical form. 

Jazz has traditionally been dominated by the trio and 
qoartet. which offer a far greater range of rhythnoc, 
melodic, and dynamic interplay tiiaa is possible with a duo. 
But the duo allows for a degree of spontaneity and 
iflteri^y that is purely delightful at best, and is oftoi 
more profound than either a saHo or group format. 

The demands are tremendous on each member of a duo 
— every nuance exposed, eveiy musical judgement crystal 
clear, and the affinity of the musicians without the skill or 
confidence to handle the demands of a duo wifl soon find 
himself naked on stage. 

The albums which follow are among what I ronoidtj the 
msot successful recordings of jazz duos. They ate arranged 
roughly from those most accessible to non-jazz audiences 
to those of particular interest to hard-core jazz aficianados. 
Gikk Corea & Gary Burton — 
Ciystal SUence, ECM Records 
This is a consistently beautiful collection of 
improvisations that has converted many from rock fans to 
true jazz believers. It is impossible to get tired of this 
album. It was recorded in 1972 before G>rea's 
comercialization and sterility. The vibes and piano are a 
perfect combination and the OMnmunicatkMi seems to 
border on telepathy.

jazz artists. The best is without a doubt Twht Lave Easy. 
This is a sensitive interchange between two total 
musicians.

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Who is Basil McTabolism? 

This transcendental FSU professor 
has filled out all the official forms, 

but has made few if any 
appearances in a physical frame.

Who is Basil McTabolism? 

No one knows for sure, but the mysterious FSU 
professor has been corresponding with workers in the 
Westcott Building for the last five years. 

"He first sent us a faculty biography sheet in 1974," 
said Annette Lee, an information specialist for the FSU 
office of information services who has kept a file on 
McTabolism. '*Since then he has been sending us 
bio-forms every year." 

In his original biography McTabolism claimed to be a 
professor in Beginning Educational Research Develop- 
ment Concepts Instruction. 

A quick check of the FSU catalog revealed no such 
department exists. 

His resume goes on to say that he joined the FSU faculty 
in August, 1974, and his three previous positions were 
•'horizontal, vertical and skewed.'* 

A picture attached to McTabolism 's bio-form shows the 
cryptic professor to resemble an overweight dwarf. 

As time went on his physical appearance changed. The 
photo on his 1979 bio-update shows him looking like a 
Hassidic rabbi, complete with cap and dangling curls. 

McTabolism 's field of study has changed as well, as he 
now describes himself as an Arboculturist, specializing in 
roots and worms. 

"We have no idea who he is," said Lee. "Every time we 
get on his trail, he disappears." 

"We don't care who he is," she added. "But he does so 
much to cheer up our days that we just hope he will 
continue to keep in touch." 

Last Valentine's Day the information services staff left a 
valentine for McTabolism tacked to the office door. 

"He must have come by to get it, because we found a 
thank you note signed Basil on the door the next day," Lee 
explained. 

Then, in February, McTabolism received a letter in care 
of information services, from the South Georgia Don 
Quixote Association, inviting him to take up the fight for 
saving the U.S. passenger train system. 

"He's a person with a spectacular sense of humor," Lee 
speculated. "Probably someone with a master's degree 
who likes to fill out forms." 

In answer to one question as to what was his capacity at 
FSU, McTabolism replied that in "1970 it was four beers 
and now ^ has gone up to six." '■ 

He abo offered his services for the FSU speaker's 
bureau, saying he would speak to any women's club on the 
influence of little league on mass murderers. Other topics 
iaduded, "Is Your Little Nipper a Commie Pinko?" and 
"Burping to Annoy." 

McTabdism explains he has a lecture for more adult 
audiences, entitled "Marrying a Hawaiian and Getting

"All my speeches are succinctly brief, necessarily 
tedious and fascinatingly dull," he wrote on one bio-form. 
"My vast repartee of dirty jokes are always a big hit too." 

The mysterious McTabolism claims to have received an 
honorary degree from the University of Rorida, a 98.6 
degree from Honolulu High and. a third degf«e from the 
Tallahassee Police Station. 

Since the eariy '70s McTabolism has accumulated an 
impressive list of publiaitifl»s, mostly ia the area of 
Arboculture. 

A partial list of the titles include: Mother, You re Out of 
Your Tree, Our Friends the Roots aad If I Ever Skotdd . 
Leave You, a musicomedy starring Bob Barker and 

Penelope Tree. 

Who he is, or what he's up to now,^ is not kMm.

Michigan nuke plant 
down with 'small leak' 



CHARIEVOIX. Mich. (UPI) — A "small 
leak" of radioactive, coolant has forced 
Ojosamefs Power Co. to indefinitely delay 
itteoipts to restore its Big Rock aadear 
power plant to full ^tpta^doa^ a comptasy 
spokesperson said yesterday. 

Hie plant, last at petk cmptuky om F^. 2, 
was shut down Friday after "we 
perienced a smsfi tadiottctn^e leak In the 



wfcich are attached to the bottom of the 
reactor," he said. "With the pressure on the 
system now, which is basically atmospheric, 
there is absolutely no leak. It only leaks 
when we put pressure on it." 

Word of the leak came as an estimated 
4,000 protesters gathered 125 miles away at 



the site of Consumers' still unfinished 
Midland nuclear facility. The demonstrators 
Saturday had demanded an end to all atomic 
power plant construction in Michigan. 

The Big Rock plant produces about 1.5 
percent of the electricity sold by Consumers. 
It is a boiling water reactor — a design 
different from that of the Three Mile Island 
reactor — scene last month of the worst 
accident among the nation's 72 commercial 
nuclear power plants. 

The Big Rock plant has been rated below 
average by the NRC for its safety record. 
Last year, problems at the plant reduced its 
power output to 72 percent of capacity, 
according to the commission.

HARRISBURG. Pa. (UPI) — The U.S. 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission said 
yesterday new efforts were under way to 
ensure a continued reduction of radioactive 
iodine emissions from the disabled Three 
Mile Island nuclear power plant. 

Jan Strasma, NRC spokesperson, said he 
expected cleanup operations at Three Mile 
Island to be uneventful now that the 
possibility of another dangerous hydrogen 
bubble was foreclosed and temperatures in 
the reactor have cooled considerably. 

Victor Stello, chief of NRC operations at 
Three Mile Island, plans to announce a 
timetable this week on how and when the 
plant will finally be brought to a sale, cold 
shutdown. 



Meanwhile. Strasma said engineers were 
busily replacing a filter system in an area 
known as the fuel handling building at the 
nuclear power station in hopes of trapping 
further radioactive iodine emissions. 

Workers last Friday completed in^allation 
of a backup charcoal filtering system in the 
plant's auxiliary building, which was partly 
credited with sharply cutting down on 
radiation releases. 

The radioactive iodine was contained in 
water from the reactor's damaged primary 
cooling system that splashed on to the floors 
of the auxiliary and fuel replacement 
buildings during the March 28 nuclear 
accident.

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Fire threat is all too real

Last Wednesday night, fire swept through a George 
Washington University dormitory injuring 34 
students. According to a United Press Inte ai aiio nal 
story, most of the dorm residents did not evacuate 
inunediatefy upon bearing the fire alarm because of a 
recent rash of false alarms plaguing the 90C^-ca|Mdty 
building. 

Because of their hesitancy to respond, many students 
jumped from the fifth and sixth floors; the building was 
just too filled with smoke, so panic-striken students 
sought to exit the quickest way possible — through the 
windows. Sheer luck prevented any fatalities — nothing 
more. 

The fire could have occured at FSU. 

Not one of the campus dormitories meets Florida's 
fire safety codes. It is not the fault of the students that 
many of the violations were built into the structures; 
some of the dorms, like Reynolds and Jennie 
Murphree.^ were constructed a long time before fire 
codes were of any importance to builders. 

But fire safety protection is the responsibility of the 
students. Dorm-dwellers and fraternity inhabitants 
need to realize their buUdings are structurally unsafe.

His interest in health, welfare and social 
legislation, he said, has its roots in his 
large constituency of blacks and poor 
people. But his religious iq>bringing is a 
strong influence. 

**rm a real product of a Jewi^ social 
conscience," said the 56-year-old Miami 
Beach Democrat and president of a $1 
billion savings and loan association. 

While he rejects lab^, he concedes he 
doesn't speak for the Florida mainstream 
and probably couldn't be elected governor. 

**rm too realistic to think my views could 
carry a statewide election,*' he said, "But 
I represent a liberal humanist group of 
people that comprise a significant part of 
the population." 

After suffering a heart attack, Gordon 
became a vegetarian and a health nut. He

Ifis support of liberal causes, including 
the Equal Rights Amendment, may have 
cost him the Senate presidency last year. 
He claimed to have it sewed up, but a 
oamom of conservative and oat-af-powcr 
Democrats wrested it away and gave it to 
Phil Lewis, West Pahn Beach realtor. 

That the two are still friends is attested 
by Lewis's extraordinary move in making 
Gordon Aakperson of Hie second most 
powerful committee, ways and means. 

Gordon said while many senators don't 
support his legislation, they trust him, so 
pushing measures nobody else will touch 
has not diminished his overall influence. 

He occasionafly attracts ooinsairative 
senators Ifte Dempsey Barron D^P^nilna 
Oty, to cosponsor a bill with him. 

A one-time civil rights worker and 
Vietman war protester, Gordon said he has 
lived m the North and abroad aa^ is 
"more cosmopolitan'* than tfie average 
legislator. 

"I raised questions ahead of when 
they'll be answered." 

A measure he sponsored as a freshman 
in 1972 to contain rising hospital costs has a 
better than average chance of passing this 



session, without his name on it. 

A graduate of the University of Michiga 
where he was bom, he doesn't shy from 
challenging the Florida University power 
structure and compares his adopted state s 
university system unfavorably witb hs 
native state.

Police report contradicts 
womcin's account of beating

An arrest report released Friday 
by the Tallahassee Police Depart- 
ment contradicts an account given by 
a woman who last week accused two 
officers of beating her after she 
refused to show them her driver 
license. 

**I never once struck that 
woman," one of the officers, Steve 
Daws told the Tallahassee DemocnH 
Friday. "I'd be willing to take a 
polygraph test on that, if she and her 
family are willing." 

According to the report written by 
Daws, he and partner Vincent 
Fontana spotted Mrs. Ola M. Walker 
driving near her home at 737 West 
Georgia Street. The report said she 
was slowly towing her son, who was 
on a bicyde. 

The Rev. R.N. Gooden, pastor of 
St. Mary s Primitive Baptist Church, 
congregation last night if Walker is 
charged with anything, **tt oug^it to 
be self-defense." 

"These charges won't stick tf we 
stick together," GooAoel, who is 
Walker's minister, said. 

The police r^x>rt said Walter 
failed to stop alter Fontana honked 
his horn and turned on the car's 
flashing blue lights. 

The officers followed her to the 



yard of her home, parkmg befaiiid 
her. After they asked for her driven 
license. Walker wait into tlie boose 
and returned to the door widi her 
watiet open to show it to theni. 

When tiie officers told WAer 
they were going to give her a 
cttation, she pulled her license away 
and said *'No you aren't because yon 
stopped me in my yard," acoordiBg 
to the report. 

As she started to go bade in her 
house. Daws reportedly grabbed her 
right elbow. She pulled away, and 
was "grabbed with more force." 
Police said Walker, a mother of six, 
then sc re am e* ^ and yelled for lier 
daughter to get a pistol. Daws 
said he followed Walker mto the 
bouse to place her nnder arr^. 
Walker reportedly fought with Daws 
while Fontana kept fiamily members 
from jumping on his partner. 

The officers also reported Wesley 
Sheffiled, a FAMU student and the 
l>oyfriend of one of Walker's 
daughters, attempted to grab Daws' 
gun from its holster. 

Sheffield was arrested several 
hours later at the police station when 
he and the daughter went to inquke 
about Walker. He was charged with 
interfering with a police officer. 
Sheffield has denied tiie charge. 

Police Chief Robert Maige said

yesterday that no one from his 
department has Questioned WiA»r 
or her family about the incident. He 
also said he has no plans to give the 
officers a polygraph ezaminatioii md 
would not discuss any aspects of tfie 
investi^ition he said his depcttmeat 

is conducting. 

Asked to comment on Wafter's 
charges, Maige said: **Well, I'm just 
going by their (the officers') report." 

Gooden, speaking to his con- 
gregation, disputed the officers 
report that led to Sheffield's arrest. 

'*! tell you tonight, if that charge 
(again«iii Sheffield) stands, TaHa- 
hassee ought not to stand," Gooden 
said.

Breathing helps learning 

(ZNS) Researchers at Iowa State University have 
reportedly found that rhythmic breathing can greatly 
increase a person's learning ability. 

Based on a Bulgarian fast-learning method called 
"Suggeslology," the researchers report studying test 
subjects who practiced breathing cycles consisting of 
inhaling for tv,o seconds, holding the breath for four 
seconds, and exhaling for two seconds. At the same time, 
the subjects listened to recited material, but only during 
the four seconds while holding their breaths. 

The Iowa State researchers found that the rhythmic 
breathing while listening to the recited material inoreased 
the subjects' ability to retain what they had heard by 78 
percent. ... ...

Fire 



Currently, the university system is not 
covered under the Landlord & Tenant Act, 
which means if someone was to sue the 
universities for failure to meet the 
minimum fire code regulations, it would be 
solely up to the judge to rule on the case. 

However, if House bill 383 and Senate 
hin 591. which create the "Florida 
Dormitory Space Landlord & Tenant Act" 
becomes law, universities would be 
covered under the Landlord & Tenant Act. 

Thus, if someone sued the university 
system under the Dorm Act, the judge 
would have a law to use as a precedent. 
The universities under the Dorm Act would 
have to assume the same responsibilities 
that all private landlords are required by 
law to assume. 

This responsibility includes proper 
building maintenance and insurance that 
dwellings meet Florida fire safety 
regulations. 

Right now, no one is legally liable for 
damages in the event of a serious fire that 
endangers students. If the Dorm Act 
becomes law, the university as landlord 
would be liable to law suits from students, 
ialmants. 

But even correcting ^tructonrt violations 
#(Nald not ensure the dormitories and 



fraternity houses are safe places to live. 

Most significant of the safety code 
violations are those caused by vandalism. 
Repairing rotten fire hoses and replacing 
stolen exit signs cost FSU maintenence 
close to $7,000 a year, according to FSU 
maintenence supervisor Bob Cobb. 

Students who pull fire alarms when there 
is no danger of fire are subject to stiff 
penalties from the police. These students 
are endangering the lives of every person 
living in the dorm of fraternity every time 
an alarm is falsely rung. 

As in the case of the dormitory at George 
Washington, where students had become 
oblivious to the fire alarm because they 
were so used to hearing it go off at all 
hours of the night, FSU is ripe for a similar 
incident. 

•*We heard the bell but didn't pay much 
attention to it at first," said GW 
sophomore Larry Levine, 19, in the UP! 
story. "Last week, there was a false alarm 
every night. Then we heard a lot of peole 
yelling. 'Help us, help us, there's a real 
fire up here!** 

While most of the students escaped via 
stairways before they became too filled 
with smoke, those who didn't jump had to 
be removed by firefighters from the 
nine-story building with ladders and a 
crane.

Police said the strikers vesterday 
attempted to stop one truck and the driver 
pulled out a sawed-off shotgun and fired. 
The three were treated at a Youngstown 
hospital and released and the driver was 
arrested. 

The Teamsters announced they had 
reached agreement with all but one major 
steelhauling industry group on a new 
contract. 

A Teamster spokesperson in Washington 
said the steelhaulers would not be given the 
right to vote separately on their supplement.

Committee approves 
private school aid 

(UPI) — A House committee studying a controversial 
state university reorganization measure passed several 
amendments Monday clarifying a plan to give $750 tuition 
credits to students attending private universities. 

The proposed "Post Secondary Education Act" (PDG 5) 
under review by the House Higher Education Committee 
establishes a "tuition voucher program" to aid students 
attending Florida's private colleges. 

The committee, which will meet Tuesday night to 
' discuss provisions for a "community college coordinating 
board," hopes to vote on the bill this week. 

A portion of the comprehensive 100-page bill that would 
weaken the Board of Regents was discussed last week. The 
measure establishes boards of trustees for each of the nine 
state universities. 

The regents oppose the plan saying the trustee boards 
will usurp many of their existing policy-making duties. 

Students eligible for the tuition credit plan would 
feceive$750 if they attend private colleges in Florida. The 
committee, however, attached several amendments to the 
proposal to ensure the program was limited to Floridians. 

To be eligible a student must be a graduate of a Florida 
high school or have lived in the state at least five years. 

Drug law designed

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Court upholds Bundy's Utah conviction

The Supreme Court today let stand an aggravated 
kidnapping conviction for which Theodore Bundy, now 
awaiting trial here for the murder of two sorority sisters, 
faces an indefinite term in Utah state prison. 

In the Utah case, Bundy was charged with briefly 
kidnapping Carol DaRonch . 18, on Nov. 8, 1974. He 
allegedly approached her at Fashion Place Mall in Murray, 
Utah, that evening and, posing as a pohceman, told her 
someone had tried to break into her car. 

She went to the car and found nothing missing. Bundy 
then told her the burglar had been taken to a police 
substation and asked her to go there with him to fill out a 
complaint. 

After she got in his car, he stopped at a school a few 
blocks away, placed a handcuff on one of her wrists and in a

testimony.

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Why America is turning against its youth

On the Greek island of Aegina, where I 
once lived with a family of fishermen and 
farmers, the usual evening's entertain- 
ment was Aristidakis. the baby. Ever>one 
sM in the courtyard and bounced him from 
lap to lap. admiring his every gurgle. He 
was the youngest, so he was the prince. 

Among us today, however, children are 
no tonger treasured as incarnations of the 
future. They are increasingly shunned as 
dispensible cost burdens and public 
nui&;uices. 

Most American families have long 
ceased to need heirs as they are still 
needed on Aegina. to go out in the fishing 
boat w ith the aging father, to tend the olive 
trees. Nor does our economy require them 
as it moves deeper into the post -industrial 
age Ti>3 many already clamor for a 
shrmkmg supply of jobs. land, space, 
resources. 

And so our children have become the 
least visible and most powerless of our 
unrepresented minorities. They are feared, 
mistrusted, set apart from the rest of us. 
The fear is sharpest among the middle 
classes, but it extends across class and race 
boundaries 

"Society has turned against children." 
Frank J. Macchiarola, chancellor of New 
York City's school system, remarked 
recently, while struggling with a massive 
bureaucracy in which one million children 
sometimes seemed of only incidental 
importance. 

"You find that's true ever> where." 
agreed Barbara Zerzan. mother of two 
youngsters in Berkeley. "There is talk 
about making separate places for children 
in airplanes and in restaurants. I don't feel 
comfortable taking mine anywhere these 
days. There's just a sense that children are 
a bother and they're not human, really." 

The anti-child climate is detectable in 
government spending programs, in law. in 
business trends and in personal life-style 
dioices. 

School bond issues used to sail through 
elections. Now they often fail to pass even 



when a state of emergency is clear. Some 
communities have dosed schools rather 
than allocate the extra money needed to 
keep them running. 

"The continued decline in public support 
for public education impiic^ that major 
expenditure increases in education will 
face increasing political resistance." 
according to Michael Kirst. president of 
the California State Board of Education. 
"In California, referenda for parks and 
environment passed at a much higher rate 
than education expenditures." 

The President's proposed budget further 
demonstrates that investment in children is 
valued far less than other investments in 
the future. The Headstart program, which 
now serves only 20 per cent of eligible 
pre-school children and exists in only 1.000 
of the nation's 3.000 counties, has been 
allotted only a S20 million increase for 
fiscal 1980 over 1979 — although $50 
million is required just to maintain the 
present level of ser\ ices. 

"So more than 20.000 children will have 
to leave the program, or the general quality 
of services will have to be reduced." 
according to Paul Smith, research director 
of the Children's Defense Fund. 
Meanwhile, he pointed out. the porposed 
Defense budget shows a 3 per cent real 
increase, over and above inflationary 
increases. 

In the juvenile justice system, the fear of 
youth crime has led to a new emphasis on 
control rather than rehabilitation and to the 
low ering of the age for criminal liability to 
lb in some states. Yet FBI Uniform Crime 
Reports show violent juvenile crime has not 
increased overall in recent years. In fact, in 
the four major violent crimes — murder, 
rape, robbery and aggravated assault — 
recent figures show a decrease in juvenile 
offeijses. 

The public abandonment and rejection of 
the young comes at a time when sizeable 
numbers of couples are choosing to have no 
offspring, opting to be 'chid-free' rather 
than childless, and decrying what thev call 
"pro-natilism," social pressure toward 
parenthood. 

Less than a decade ago. Mills College 
valedictorian Stephanie Mills made news 
when she announced during graduation 
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that she would have no children because 

the population explosion was threatening 
the planet's survival. 

Now the key motive for childlessness — 
or freedom from children — tends to be 
personal . Parenthood is viewed by many as 
an obstacle to personal fulfillment. 

To understand the anti-child climate, it 
makes sense to look at some recent trends. 
As the present generation of children 
matures, it finds itself elbowirlg 
immigrants at the lowest levels of 
employment (immigration now accounts 
for all of the U.S. population increase) and, 
up on top. blocked by elders who live 
longer and seek to hold on to productive 
jobs as long as they can. 

Millions of lower-rung children are now 
grow ing into adulthood w ith no chance at a 
satisfying job. Meanwhile, freshly made 
teachers, lawyers and other professionals 
find there is no room for then w ithin their 
chosen fields of endeavor a computers-on-a 
-chip, tax cuts, and inflation cut away at 
public ar : private employment. 

So there is no need, in the traditional 
sense, for more children — and the social 
ofoanism has begun to shrink their 

number. 

The shrinkage is taking place in white 
.America which is growing older while 
non-whites continue to increase and grow 
younger. Since 1970. a lecent Census 
Bureau survey shows, the number of 
people 55 years and older has increased by 



5.3 million while the youthful popuUtiot 
was growing smaller » eioept um^ 
non-whites. 

Non-whites now account for three out of 
four children in the public schools of eifii 
major cities. In 13 other cities, note *kn i 

hnlftte peMic school difldien are Mack, or 
from other non-white nfaKwity groups. 

And snKe it's whites wIk> vote more nd 
tend to run for office aad preside over 
hmemaa mekem, they see less and less need 
€it servkes lo cbfltett and yooth. MiBorit} 
children have ahir«ys been less visflile. 
CMiocpt when they eiplode into violeace. 

As piMc ac r wiccs fiDr children shrak 
and as Mlation speeds op. the wonts 
**chBd" and **yottth** mcreasingly cast 
shadows tet stretch from present to 
tenre. 

Economy necessity requires both 
parents to work — yet pubKcally support 
pre-sdiools and children's centers ire 
scarcer than ever in tbt tax-cut en aad 
good private centers are too costly for 
many.

It makes women 
hesitate — all the more so since femimsi 
rhetoric often warns against the 'bah 
trap." 

If current trends continue, therefore, it is 
reasonable to assume that children 
continue to be viewed as troublesome 
creatures of little redeeming social vaiue

Poll: Ammcaus down on nukes 



(UPI) — Seventy-five percent of the 
nation's families viewed nuclear power 
plants a threat to health months before the 
Three Mile Island plant in Pennsylvania 
leaked radiation, according to a -sarvey 
published Wednesday. 

The survey, "Family Health in an Era of 
Stress," was done in October and 
November, four months before the nation's 
families learned from vivid newspaper, 
television and radio accounts of grave 



threats posed by a real nuclear accident. 

Nuclear power plants were on a list of 
technological things families were asked to 
assess as either a threat to health, not a 
threat or not sure. 

Among the 75 percent considering nuclear 
power plants a threat were 40 percent calling 
the threat "very serious." Fifteen percent at 
that time did not consider the plants a threat 
and 10 percent said they were "not sure.'

SALISBURY. Rhodesia — Ahel Muzo- 
ira, a soft spoken, U.S. educated United

In a victory news conference, Muzorewa, 
54, appealed to exiled Patriotic Front Black 
Nationalist leaders Joshua Nkomo and 
Robert Mugabe and their guerrilla soldiers 
to accept amnesty and join his "government 
of the people.** 

**What moic do they want?** Muzorewa 
asked in deference to Nkomo and Mugabe, 
who have denounced the elections from their 
exile in Zambia and Mozambique and vowed 
to cpqtinue the six year guerrilla war. 



Muzorewa said he "never, never, never ' 
thought he would become Rhodesia's first 
black leader. "Not until someone called 
me." he said. 

Muzorewa said Sithoie 's charges of 
election irregularities "is not surprising to 
me. We knew if they did not win they would 
do ail sorts of things. We won't lose our 
sleep." 

The bislK^. flawing a V for victory sign 
and wearing a natty London tailored Ught 
blue suit and shiny white shoes, evaded 
direct answers to most questions.

Smith, who has led the all-white Rhodesian 
government for the past 15 years through its 
unilateral declaration of independence from 
Britain. Mu/orewa said: "Just wait until the 
government is formed. Then your business 
will be to write what you have heard." 

Asked if his new government would be 
prepared to negotiate with the United States 
and Britain on the possibility of a new all 
party conference and include the Patriotic 
Front guerrilhi leadership, Muasorewa said: 

"The government of natioiial unity is now

While taking her away to jail. Walker also claims they 
cnised at her and made several thieite. 

The response of tfie two police officers has been tittle 
more than they were obstructed in dieir daty by Wafter, 
her daughter and her daughter's boyfriend. They say 
Walker resisted with violence. The boyfriend, Wesley 
Sheffield, was subsequently arrested for allegedly 
gfabbng at the gun of one of the two officers. 

The ti^ is nnkMwn at this time. We hold no brief for 

eidier party. 

What we do condemn is the Oty of Tallahassee's 
handling of the matter. Yesterday the city said that its 
internal report on the matter would be issued on Friday, 
more than a week after the incident. 

Throughout the iniefsai investigation by the city, 
officiab have lefesed to oonme^. A mitme preliminary 
report by the officers was issued two days after the 
incident. It contained little more than time and place. 

The city's investigation may show that the officers had a 
legitimate reason for stopping Walker and that Walker did 
indeed resist arrest. We want to fii^ out. 

Ilmse responsible for the investigatioo^ are att white — 
Mayor Shad ifflaman. City Manager Dan Kleman and 
Police Chief Robert Maige. Somehow we doubt whether 
the wheels of justice would spin so slowly if any of their 
wives were involved in a similar incident.

FSU'» Stwieat Le^ Services, a free consultation service 
for stttdeats hmag legal problems, is expanding to meet 
neater demands by itadMU, accordiog to student 
government officials. ^ 

The program may soon be able lo pav partial costs ot 
litigatkHi fees fawurred during court battles. 

"We have iwpiested $10,000 from the administration so 
that we can better help students with legitimate legal 
problems/' explained Services director Liz Handley. "Right 
now we provide free half-hour consultations with private 
attorneys, but if we get the additional money, we could then 
pay for up to $1,000 of legal litigation fees per student. 

Handley added that the case must affect a large number 
of students m orikr jip.tf vices agency to pick up 

the tab. 

"If it is a case against a student, or a corporation, or even 
against the university, and the problem affects many 
students, then we would be able to help out with the 

attorney fees." 

The expanded service would be particularly helpful to 
students if the state Legislature passes a proposed bill 
making universities and dormitories equal to any other 
landlord and tenant. If the bill (HB273) is passed, it would 
give students a legal recourse against the university if it 
failed to live up to its duties as a landlord. Students could 
talie action against the university using Student Legal

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Rushed with apparem victory against Field Marshal Idi 
Amin Dada's dght-year reign of teror, the highly 
fadionalized Ugandan oppos^ion movement has closed 
ranks for the takeover erf power. 

The recendy formed Ugaadaa Natkmal La>eration Front 
-~ an umbrella council representing all the major anti- Amin 
forces — now constitutes a provisional government. It plans 
to assume ad mi nistration of the oonntry and organize 
democratic elections within two years. 

However, in the meantime, a potentially bitter jockeying 
for power may ensue between the major figures who have 
led the opposition. They indode the former Ugandan 
President. Mihon Obote, g moderate socialist exiled by 
Amin in 1971; De. Yusofii Lnle, the newly-elected leader of 
the UNLF, who is bdieved to. the right of Obote; and 
various conservative forces exiled in Kenya and the United 
States. There is also a monarchist element which favors a 
re-establishment of the Baganda Kingdon of the 
preindependence era. 

For the present, all these forces, and more, have agreed

Tanzanian President Julius Nyerere. Fearing that the 
escalating military offensive against Amin. led by 
Tanzanian troops, would out pace the developmcni of a 
united political opposition, Nyerere invited nearly 100 
anti-Amin leaders representing some 20 exile groups to a 
unity OM^erencein Moshi. Tanzania, in the foothills of Mt. 
KUimanjaro. 

Nyerere, anxloos that his Tanzanian troops not become an 
occupying force, wanted to make certain that a rela^ely 
coherent Ugandan political force woidd he ready to fiU the 
vacuum. 

"Brettoen. brethren,*' hiqilored exiled Anglican bishop 
Festo Khrengere to his fueifing compatriots itt the March 
23-^ oooiermx, **don't fight over the cake befoie it ia 
baked" 

Yet some fighting seems inevitable, for the various 
anti-Amin forces, bo^ mside and outside Uganda, have 
maintained only minimi contact with one another over the 
years, and tiiekjiolftical and letigiovs ideologies run a wide 
spectrum. 

Many observers have long assmned that Nyerere would 
eyeirtnall]^, try to restore Us longtlnie Iritad, focmer 
Pre«dent OI»ote, as Amin's successor. Obote has lived hi 
Tanzania as a guest of the government shioe Amin ousted 
him in a 1971 military coup. 

But Nyerere has recently denied that he Intends to instaU 
Obote, tod rehrtkMis betweetlbe two men are itt n aU4m 
low, amid oonllictittg ezplannrtoni. 

Though Obote did not personally attend the Moshi imlty 
conference, two of lus au p p o f ters were elected to the 
11 -member Peering oonuniitee of tiie new UNFL. Obole 
also claims the support of one of Uganda's amt active 
anti-Amm gi^rrilla groi^, the National Kevolt, wkh an 
estimated 1,400 fighters. 

Nyerere is reported to have been pleased with the 
unanimous election of De. Yusufu Lule, with whom he 
attended Scotland's Edinburgh University as a student, as 
leaiter of the UNLF. At 68, Urie is a well-respected academic 
who is acceptable, at least as an interim leader, to a large 
segment of Ugandans, as wett as neighboring African 
countries and the West. 

Lule is generally believed to be above party politics, a 
poshion which brought him into conflict with President Obote 
before die 1971 coup. When (Hx>te attempted to pcriitidze 
Ugioida's Makerere University, Lule, who was then vice 
chancellor of the school, resisted and was fired by Obote. 

Besides these most obvious contenders for power, 
Uganda's pro- Western neighbor Kenya, has hedged its bets 
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Idi Amin Dada 

by backing the Nairobi-based Uganda Nationalist 
Organization fotmod hi 1977. C o mpos e d mi hi ly of 
con s er vat hpe Bagnndans, this gronp reportedly ap proa ch ed 
the U.S. embassy n Kenya last M for bncfchig an ahorthre 
coup against Amin. 

Also Imked to the granp b Bishop Kivengere's 
Cdiiomia-baaed Christian group. The Betum, which has 
the snpport of emifelist BlUy Graham . A StM Depattnent 
official said that the Carter iilwlBistfstliin had imat|y 
mcreased the nun^ber of 'Hnlsfmal contacts" with such 
U.S.4Maed Ugandan exile gm^. But 1m denied ttml the' 
U.S. was actively trying to promote these groups. 

Somewhcee m the nutf^ between Obole'a leftist 
supportors mA the conservathrc eidie groups is the 
newly-emerged Save Uganda Movement (SUM), founded 
secretly hi 1973. ft claims to be non-tribal and non-political 
— just anti-Amin. Last February, SUM guerrillas carried 
out major acts of sabotage in Ugandas 
capital. Along with Tanzanian troops. SUM insists that it 
has done most the fighting against Amin's cnimbiling army. 

Ahhoogh the Ugandan Front is still fraught with division 
and suscepttfile to manipulation by outside powers, it has 
for the moment apparently achieved a working unity, it has 
already dispatched administrative commissioners into some 
districts of the oonatiy, and plana to let the eonfts deal with 
war criminals. 

Before his forces entered Kampala last week. Lufe 
declared, '* We are going to Kimpihi to get out the devil and 
not to persecute anyone."

State energy department ranks 
dwindle from politics, frustration

\ne Merriam is no longer the governor's 
p energy advisor. Bud Once and Tom 
allantine are no longer policy analysts with 
le state department of energy. 
Although ail three said they quit their 
spective posts for many different reasons, 
here was one common denominator: 
issatisfaction with the way the energy 
epartment is run. 

Grace said he resigned because of special 
nterest pressures, BaDantine because of 
verall dissatisfaction with the whole 
rogram, and Merriam because she said she 
lad better oppoutunkies elsewhere. 
State department of administration 
secretary Jim Tait, however largely 
iefended the energy department's efforts, 
•Ithough he conceded tliere are some 
iefidencies. 

Grace, in a telephone interview, said 
ntense special interest pressure prevented 
lim from effectively doing his job. 

**1 saw the influence of the developers,** 
Grace said yesterday by phone, "ft became 
cry clear that I couldn't work within these 
ircumstances." 

Grace had raoie ihm a casual rdatimishq) 
one of the state's most powerful fobbies 
n Ins position as a policy analyst charged 
vith formnlating state building codes. 
That lobby, the Florida Hcmidmilders 
AssociatioD, at one point attempted to have 
Grace fired alter the associatioB's diief 
PokespersoB, Ken Harley, appealed to the 
n«rgy department a divisleB of liie 
department of admini^ratioo — to delay th^ 
Hiplementation of state bi^dhig codes in 
^*>uth Florida. 

Grace favored making the codes 
applicable statewide.

Merriam, whose last day as tiie governor's 
top energy advisor was last Friday, refrised 
in an interview with Associated Press to get 
into whether she was unhappy with 
Graham's energy policy. 

In her resignation letter, howev^, she did 
warn that the state is unprepared to 
comprehend future changes in the state's 
energy situation. 

Ballantine^ who quit his job with the 

department last month in an interview 
was particuhnly critical oi ^anttot Warren. 
He said a Inck of communication between 
himself and Warren was integrally related to 
his departure. 

"There were political pressures Warren 
was sensitive to." Ballantine said. "Don't 
rock the boat, don't oppose the building 
associations, transportation, agriculture, the 
utilities, the oil companies, don't upset 
anybody. That was the primary focus of the 
leadership in our office." he said. 

Ballantine also criticized the governor: 
"It's been very much a case of neglect on 
(the governor's) part." he said. "The energy

Morgan replied when members objected to 
this move. "This bill is one of those good 
ideas that won't stand close scrutiny." 

After a voice vote failed to determine the 
amendments fate, the roll was taken and the 
representatives divided on the issue 7-7. 
Because of the lack of a majonty, the 
amendment died.

Drug use is so common among teenagers 
tht junior high students in Tallahassee keep

Rationality should prevail 



Federal spending 



*'Wc must send a message to the American People/' 
said Sen. Ednood Mnsfcie, D-Maine/aiid Chaiiperson 
the U.S. Senate Budget Committee after introducing a 

rescHution that calls for massive cuts in federal spending. 

•*We must set an example for sacrifices in both the 
public and private sectors which can bring inflation 
down/* the senator added. 

The resolution calls for cuts weU beyond those requested 
by Ptesident Carter m his **Leaa and austore** 1960 
budget. It would slash government spending $11.7 billion 
below what is needed to keep spending at current levels, 
and would reverse a trend tow ard bigger government that 
began with Franklin D. Roosevelt's New Deal 45 years 
ago. 

Fighting inflation is a worthy cause beneficial to all of 
society, and an overabundance of government spending 
isn't very helpful in doing that; but Muskie and his 
colleagues should not be so eager to jump on the 
proposition 13 bandwagon without first examining all 
aspects of America's economic and social situation. 

Critics of the resolution — urban, minority, labcM', 
religious and welfare groups — claim it will impose severe 
cuts in education, housing, food stamps, and health and 
jobs programs. 

Before Congress heeds the call of the oppressed 
American middle-class and yanks the rug from under 
cNcry social ser\-ice program in sight, some courageous 
legislator should stand up against the so-called political 
mood of the country and call for some moderation. 

Turning our backs on social problems will not make 
them go away, just as a drastic reduction in govern .cnt 
spending will not provide an all-consuming cure for 
Inflation.

Several hundred demonstrators took part in an 
antinuclear protest yesterday in Portsmouth, New 
Hampshire, where President Jimmy Carter was attending 
a town meeting. 

Carter ignored a request to speak to the demonstrators, 
who were members of the Seacoast Clamshell Alliance, 
said one member yesterday in a telephone interview. 

Roy Morrison, one of the few demonstrators allowed

Morrison said Carter refused 
to make any statement in support of nuclear energy 
yesterday, contrary to the president's comments in past 
weeks, but held that his recently-appointed panel to study 
nuclear energy would answer all questions on nuclear 
safety and restore confidence in the nuclear industry. 

Carter named a blue-ribbon panel yesterday to study the 
recent mishap on Three Mile Island and possible safety

disclosed that she had had some involvment in an alleged 
fraud scheme connected with a foreign studei^ ezchan^ 
service run by her father.

FSU Student Body President Randy Drew's plan to 
hring student govemment closer to the people met with 
stiff opposition yesterday from tl» Leisure Prograammig 
Office mmbers at a Union Boud meeting. 

"This move is Randy's attempt to strip power from 
LPO." mainteined LPO Coonctt Pfeeadoit Larry Kaplan. 
It looks like Drew is trying to take over and let the Greeks 
run the entire show. 

"From the estimates we have gotten for the cost oi the 
nwye, it's going to cost at least $1,000 to diange the locks, 
move the fumitiure, and get the new phone system that 
Drew wants. This money ooold be used for another fkee 
concert." Kaplan added. 

Drew, however, says the reorganization of the student 
government offices will not co^ anywhere near $1,000. 

"ft is my only regr^ that we cannot fit all the SG 
agencies on tiie same floor/' said Drew. **The new phone 
system will cost an estimated $700, and the movmg 
expenses will not cost anything. We don't need to diange 
the k)cks. we can just exchange office keys. The. people 
involved will do the movmg." 

Drew plans to move his office, the vice-president's office 
and die Senate offices from ^ tiiird floor into those 
ciineatly housing LPO on tiie second floor.

Connally. practicing private law in Houston, is making a 
bid for the Republican nomination in the 1980 presidential 
electkM. He was governor of Texas for three consecutive 
terms, and Secretary of the Treasury in 1971 and 1972. In 
addition. Connally also served on the Foreign Intelligence 
Advisory Board and The President's Advisory Council on 
Executive Organization.

The new FSU controller will be Laasing K. Johansen, 
who is currently the amtfoller of Ac University of 
Arkansas at Little Rock. 

Johansen will be replacing acting FSU controUer Scott 
Kent, who will be moving up to tbe dkedor of operations 
analysis position under Vice Presideiit for AdminisUaiive 
Affairs B.J. Hodge.

So, it came as a 
nice surprise to see the Tallahassee little Theatre's 
prodiiction of The Oldest Living GradmOe and, afterwards^ 
have a strong desire for another ticket to see it again. 

The play is part of A Texas Tr^gy, by Preston Jones, 
which is set in Bradleyville, Texas. The characters arc all 
convincingly middle-class, part of the small town country 
club set where the club is tucked away on a dirt road on the 
outskirts of town. Graduate focuses on Cdoad J.C. 
Kinkaid, an irascible WWI veteran confined to a 
wheelchair, who bullies around a middle-aged son and his 
wife with whom he lives. AU oi the action takes {dace in 
the couple's den. 

Kinkaid is to be honored by his old military school for 
being the only surviving member of its first graduating 
class. His son hopes to turn the celebration into a kick-off 
for a lake resort scheme, which depends upon his fother's 
lake property, something the old man is es^^ecially 
sentimental about and refuses to give up. 

As the play develops, Kinkaid refuses to be honored by 
the military schoors morbid tribute to statistics; with 
anguish he learns the fates of his school fellows, and the 
span of the years, the careless forgetfulness irf the past, 
rush upon him and make repulsive any mention of the 
demeaning celebration of the oldest living graduate. This 
strips away any significance of the play's title in relation to 
Kinkaid and opens his character up to much gfeator 
possible meaning. 

We also learn that Kinkaid's son, Floyd, has already 
obtained the rights to the lake property and was merely 
seeking his father s approbation in willfully turning it over 
to him. But the aging son doesn't realize until the end the 
significance of the land to his father. Then he learns how 
his father cherishes the love he felt as a young man 
towards a French girl and left the property, where they 
lived m a farming settlement, as a memorial to that love 
But Colonel Kinkaid ultimately realizes that his tribute to 
the past is as meaningless as the military sdiool's. and 
gives the property to his son. 

The play is resolved nicely without the obligatory small 
town death or destruction scene. Its endmg relates to the 
pky s normal situation within the A Texas Trilogy and 
wMc there is a feeling at the end that something i^ 
^mg, the effect isn't strong enough to take away ftom 
lae ovetall production.

Cdonel Kinkaid is not another irrepressible old grouch 
whose age and experience entitle him to unrestrained 
cynicism alwut life; he goes beyond the sterotype to a 
character as fresh and ezhilerating as can be found in 
modem drama. Rivers Buford, Jr, as Kinkaid, gives a 
superb performance that brings out the character without 
ever giving the impression of forcing himself on the 
audience, which might have easily been case. His 
timing, his mastery of the lines and his delivery, combine 
to bring out tfie subtley and hidden emotlotis which leave 
nothing lacking in his character. 

Also excellent as Floyd is Charles* Wellborn who plays a 
role which allows him more (tepth than the colond and a 
greater range of emotions. Welfbom can stand up to his 
father at one moment, then be cowed the next by his 
younger and more agressive business partner.

FSU student is victim of double rape in her home

A 21 year old FSU ^dent wms beaten and 
raped twice in her Wbme by two men early 
vcsterday morning. Tallabassee Police 

reported. 

The assailants. de^lN^ as two black 
males in their late teens, also took $18 from 
the woman's purse befoie living the 
residence. - ' %■ 

Police have made no arrests, but 
investigator Don Patchen said he is pursuing 
several leads in the case. 

' We don't have any solid suspects tk this 
time When we do, we*ll release it and 
hopefully make an ttrrest,** Patchen added. 

The woman was alone at her home 



bordering on the Frenchlo«*n area of 
lallahasscc when the suspects forced their 
w a> m through a back dm of tiM lMiwe. 

The woman was reportrnfiy beaten and 
choked by one of the suspects, forced into 
her bedroom and assaulted. She was then 
raped and beaten by the second assailant as 
the first one searched her house. The 
victim's roommate returned hone shortly 
before 1 a.m. and saw the suspects run out 
the front doot. 

The neighborhood u as searched bv police 
officers and a dog team from the Leon 
County Sheriffs department, but no 
suspects were located at that time. 

The woman was taken to Tallahassee 
Memorial Regional Medical Center to be 



ciantned. 

In other lau enforcement action. Leon 
County Sheriff's Investigators are looking 
for two men w ho held up the Colonial Liquor 
store out North Monroe, near Lake Jackson. 
According to spokesperson Dick Simpson, 
one of the suspects may have been infured 
when the cashier smashed a bottle over Ms 
head late Wednesday night. 

Simpson said one suspect entered the 
store around 10 p.m. and demanded money 
from the register. The cashier started to 
comply, but the suspect placed his 2? 
revolver on the counter for a moment. The 
cashier, a 23-year-old man of medium build, 
knocked the gun away and grabbed the 
subject.

Carter w cuiis w iliilf all oil profit tax 



(UPI) As President Carter sent Congress 
his proposal for tax curbs on an industry 
already awash" with profits, Mobil Corp., 
the second largest American oil company, 
yesterday reported an 82 per cent rise in first 
quarter profits over a year ago. 

Mobil's increase in profits, a 42 percent 
gain by Sun Oil Co. and a 50 percent rise by 
Murphy Oil Co. were latest in a string of 
spectacular to very good first-quarter profits 
reports by the nation's oil firms. 

Members of the House Ways and Means 
Committee predicted the president's 50 



percent u indfall lax proposal, to be eftective 
Jan. 1. would pass the House. 

"The oil companies arc already awash 
uith greater oil profits since the OPEC 
(Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries)oil embargo." Carter said. 

Carter said the legislation provides tor oil 
companies to keep S6 billion of the profits 
generated after the scrapping of controls and 
said that was enough for the industry to 
explore for new sources of oil. 

Earlier oil company first quarter .profit 
rcporis iiKludc d E.x.xon. the world's biggest 



oil firm, up 3"'.4 percent; Standard Oil of 
Ohio. 302 percent jump. Continental Oil Co. 
343.3 percent. Standard Oil of California. 43 
percent; Gulf Oil. hi percent: Texaco 81 
percent; Getty Oil. 41. b percent and 
Amerada Hess 261.3 percent. 

Mobil's net income was estimated at $437 
million or $4.12 a share against $241 million 
or S2.27 a share a year ago. on a rise in 
revenues to $10.3 billion from $8.7 billion. 
Ihe revenues include gasoline and excise 
taxes. V 

The biggest gain in profit in the 



company's businesses was in chemicals. 10"* 
percent, but chemical profit was only $25 
million of the total S437 million profit. 

Non-energy operations — which industry- 
wide had been criticized by Carter in a 
television speech — were not very profitable 
for Mobil. The Montgomery Ward retail 
merchandise division had a $4 million loss. 
The paper packaging business had a 41 
percent profit gain but only to $12 million. 
Real estate and financing operations 
produced a $17 million loss about the same 
as a year ago.

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McPherson: Raise in drinking age is dead 




The move to raise the drinking age kioks 
dead for this session of the Legislature, 
according to a House sponsor of a bill that 
would do just that. 

Although the Senate version passed out of 
the Judiciary Committee yesterday morning, 
the House measure was killed later in the 
dav by the Regulated Industries Committee. 
House bill S02 would have raised the legal 
drinking age from 18 to 20. 

The Senate bill would raise the age to \9. 
That measure is now scheduled to come 
before the Senate Commerce Committee, 
but uill ultimately end in the same House 
committee that killed it yesterday, according 
to Rep. Tom McPherson. D-Ft. Lauderdale. 

"It is seldom that 1 get angr> during the 
legislative process, but I'm mad now," 
McPherson said. 

Sparking McPherson's anger was the 
defection of several key votes that he had 
counted on. He ^aid Rep. Linda Cox. another 
Fort Lauderdale Democrat supported the 
bill publicly and in print, saying she would 
vote in it's favor. 

She did not. 



McPherson is sponsor of tlie Hoose 
version. Working with him was Rep. Fran 

Carlton. D-Oriando. 

Actually Carlton had authored a WB 
similar to McPherson's. but the two 
proposals were consolidated wHh anoCber 
similar measure in subcommittee and voted 
dow n. 

Moving into the committee without the 
blessings of the subcommittee spelled death 
for the bill. But Carlton and McPherson were 
confident it would overcome that handicap 
and pass 9-7. Unfortunately for them, it was 
voted down 10-5 yesterday. 

An angry McPherson and a disappointed 
Carlton left the meeting after the vote, 
leaving the rest of the members to finish 
committee business. 

Two of the representatives voting against 
the bill, who had been counted on to vote in 
its favor, did so with e.xplanations. 

Rep. Tony Fontana. D-Miami Lakes, said 
that although he was one of the bill's 63 
CO- sponsors in the House, he had never, in 
seven vears. voted against the decision of a 
subcommittee doing work on a bill. Fontana 
was mistaken, however: he is not listed as 
one of the bill s co-sponsors. 



And Rep. Robert Hector, D-Miami. said 
he voted for it in subcommittee but had 
decided that k was a bad 1^. 

Cttmg the 8.000 akoM-reiated deaths to 
those in the 18-21 age group since the 
drinking age was towered m 1972, Cariton 
said she was disappointed thitf conunittee 
members m not vote their conscieiice on 
the issue.- "Thefe were outeide and inside 
pressures dictating those votes/' she said. 
She would not comment on what those

The Senate Higher Education Committee 
took the first step towards limiting power of 
the Board of Regents yesterday. 

The committee put its stamp of approval 
on an amended form of the bill. S^iate bill 
78S. which wiH now be put on the Senate 
calender for consideration before the fiiU 
Senate. 

The bill, introduced by Sen. Pat Frank, 
D-Tampa. gives the state board of education 
the power to amend the rules of the Board of 
Regents. Two amendments lacked onto the 
bill in itxlay's meeting simply lengthen the 



time it will take to amend the rules. 

The first amendment increases the time 
the Cabinet has to act on any proposed BOR 
rule change from 30 to 45 days. 

The second states that once the Cabtnet 
amends a rule, the amended versioo does 
not become effective until the next Cabiaet 
meeting two weeks later. This gives (k 
Cabinet time to think about any chti^ 
made and also to receive feedback Iroa 
omstittients before finalizing tbeff dedsioe. 

A similar bill. House bill 1313. passed the 
House Higher Education Committee 
Wednesday and will now go before the full

A real-life David and Goliath

At first glance, it's a classic David and Goliath story: 
Tlic tiny, gutsy weekly crossing swords with an 
organization so powerful it has effectively muzzled the 
rest of the American press. Undeterred, the weekly Point 
geyes Light , with an editorial staff of three, persists and 
triumphs where its big city hrcthrcn retreated in fear. It 
is rewarded with the Pulitzer Prize for public service. 

It sounds heart- worming, even romantic. In fact, it is 
'acutely troubling. Why was it left to a country weekly 
with a circulation of 2.700 to mount an investigative 
crusade against Synanon. when every journalist and 
government investigator in the west knew it was a 
potentially explosive — potentiaUy award-winning — 
story? 

The story behind the story raises some sobering 
questions about the nature and process of government 
regulation and journalistic will and ability. 

Three days after the first champagne cork popped at the 
Point Reyes Light on April 16 in celebration of the 
Pulitzer award, publishers David and Cathy Mitchell sat 
down with a reporter to talk at length about why they 
covered the Synanon story, how they covered it and why 
others with far more resources failed. 

"There are an incredible number of people in this 
country (Marin) who are scared to death that some night 
at midnight they'll get a knock on the door from 
Synanon," says tall, bearded Dave Mitchell, the paper's 
editor, chief writer, photographer and janitor. "That's 
why we did the story.'* 

The Mitchells were not even aware that the huge 
Synanon organization had its headquarters just eight 
miles from Point Reyes Station when they bought the 
weekly Light in August 1975. The Synanon complex 
occupies two nearby "ranches" consisting of living 
quarters, schools, work buildings and even a private 
dump and airstrip. It is larger and wealthier than any of 
the small towns along the Marin coast. 

Synanon's wealth, the Mitchells soon found, was 
buying some uncommon privilege in terms of 

government regulators and investigators often looking 
the other way. (When Mitchell recently complained that 
Synanon had no permits for the dump or landing strip .An 
aerial photo of the strip, printed in the Light, hangs on 
the wall over Mitchell's desk.) 

"I'll bet I could name 20 different government 
investigators who have tried to look into Synanon only to 
be pulled off it by their bosses," said Mitchell. 

When an ex-Synanon member was brutally beaten 
near the Synanon property last year, two reserve 
deputies, appointed by the Sheriff, were assigned to 
investigate. As the Light later revealed, they were both 
Synanon members themselves and had actually 
witnessed the beating. 

In March, 1978, things seemed to come to a head wHh 
the issue of a county grand jury report that was highly 
critical of Synanon for alleged child mistreatment, 
amassing of weapons and business practices unbecoming 
a non-profit diaritable foundation. 

**We tried to svbstanfiate the things in the grand jury 
report and ioand that it had^nly scratched the surface,*' 
said Mkchell. **Bat the reaction to the report was 
surprising. The county department heads attacked the 
repofl and the Synanon members began harrassing the 
gnnd jiirars. Hie county emerged asan ally of Synanon 
against the gnnd jury.** - 

MitcheU reserves his most bitter criticism for the state 
agency charged with regulating charitable foundations 
such as Synanon. Synanon fbnnder Chnck Dederich, he 
daims, ''defrauded a charity (Synanon) of some $1 
milHoB^over several years.** The Attorney GeneraFs 
office is now ''negotiating ** with Dederich*s attorneys 
for the return of the money. 

"If there is one arch-villain in this story — an 
unindicied co-conspirator — it's rhe charkable trust 
division of the Attorney Geim«i*s office, ** said Mitchell.

Several years earlier, the San Fmmasco Exammer a 
Hearst paper, had paid out a $2.6 mfflkm ^ttlcmcnt to 
Svnanon following a Iwrsuit over a series of stones on the 
organization. With that success in pocket, Sypanon s 
powerful legal staff proceeded to file a slew of cnormoos 
lawsuits against other papers, TV networks and 
magazines that tried to write about the foundation. 

The upshot, said San Francisco Chnmicai reporter 
Ralph Craib, who nominated the Light for the Pulitzer, 
was that "Major news organizations were unwilling to 
risk the inevitable litigation certain to be pursued by an 
organization with a 48 member legal staff." 

But if Synanon*s lawyers could muzzle the rest of the 
American press, how did the little Pamt Reyes Light 
manage to keep printing tough, hard-hitting stories week 
after week, month after month? 

"Nothing has ever happeded to us,** said Catfiy 
Mitchell— no lawsuits, no threats of lawsuits, no legal 
demands for retractions. 

Did Synanon dismiss The Light as inconsequenti^? 
Hardly, since the paper was sharing its information and 
files with journalists from the networks, the wire 
services, the major dailies and magazines, which 
continued occasional coverage of Synaon activities. 

But Mitchell believes that his paper's size did have 
everything to do with why they got away with it. 
"Synanon always tried to play the 'little guy'," he said, 
"the victim of the big media. If they tried to play that 
game with us, they would be the big guy." 

Also, he says, "Synanon presumably knows our stuff 
is 99 per cent accurate. So say they file a suit against us 
and wc got a motion for summary dismissal. If we get a 
judgement, Synanon is up s... creek. The threat of being 
sued by Synanon wouldn't mean anything to anybody 
anymore." 

And there's another size factor involved, says 
Mitchell. "As a paper becomes bigger it becomes more 
and more bureaucratic. The big dailies were terrified to 
do anything on Synanon without clearance from their 
legal departments." 

Mitchell cites the story he ran last year following the 
rattlesnake attack on attorney Morantz, in which the 
Light was the first to name sources saying that Dedrich 
had ordered the attack. "The Los Angeles Times 
reporter, who's a first rate reporter, called to see what 
we had and we told her. She came up with the same story 
'but it took three weeks to get it cleared and printed 
because of the paper's legal staff.

Cathy Mitchell believes the bureaucratic problems of 
large papers run even deeper than the legal 
departments. "Big dailies get dull; they find a formula 
that works for them and they won't risk anything. Small 
weeklies, " she says, "are the places where you can be 
creative and daring." 

The Point Reyes Light and its publishers may not be 
the typical small town weekly. The Mitchells have 
masters degrees in journalism from. Stanford, good 
experience on urban dailies, and a capacity for outrage 
that could humble Ralph Nader. And Point Reyes Station 
is not the average middle American town. It's a quaint 
coastal community of ranchers and counter-culture 
young people in one of America's richest counties. 

Yet for all the exceptions, Dave and Cathy Mitchell 
and the Poim Reyes Light have given a new proof to the 
not-so-old cliche that small is beautiful especially when 
big is timid. "With the Pulitzer, we may get another 100 
subscribers," said MitcheU.

**The operation is called an intestinal 
bypass," advised Steele, ' l have never 
performed one and only think U should be 
recommended as a last restart.** 

The operation removes a portion of the 
large intestine, which prevents a percentage 
of the food you cat from being abstirbed mto 
the bloodstream, causing weight loss. 

Fasting is an old idea that is gaining 
popularity. "Fasting allows you to free 
yourself from food all together. " said Pete 
Dearaujo. an FSU consumer advocate, who 
fasted 25 days last quarter in protest of 
world hunger. **lt allows your body to 
detoxify and get a rest."

Why do men and women dress differently? 
It's a question people usually never talk about, but one 
.everybody has thought of. It certainly isn't logical that 
people wear bizam uncomfortable clothing only because of 
their gender. 

The lengths men and women have gone to in history, to 
emphasize the difference in sex are mind boggling. 

• Cretan women in the dawn of history wore huge layered 
skirts, while their men wore relatively little, according to 
Mrs. Edgeworth. an FSU teacher of costume history in the 
Clothing and Textiles department. 

• Oriental women bound their feet so tightly that 
circulation must have been cut-off, according to Dr. Marie 
Osmond, an FSU family sociologist. 

• Men are by no means above the absurd, as 
demonstrated by the wildly flamboyant "skirts" popular in 
the court of Louis XIV, according to Dr. Don Stowell, 
professor of costume history for FSU's School of Theatre. 

The experts can cite countless examples and exceptions 
alluding to the fact that men and women — most of the time 
— insist on not dressing the same. Each area of study and 
each individual in those areas seems to have a theory or 
theories. 

* 'We're caught up with tradition — it has a lot to do with 
why certain items are for women and others are for men,** 
said Mrs. Leonard, a teacher in FSU's Clothing and 
Textiles department. 

"It involves a power struggle — like everything else," 
said Osmond, a sociologist. 'Tm sure oriental women 
couldn't run very far with those bound feet — very 
convenient for the men." 

Dr. Stowell agreed with Osmond, but added that people 
mostly wear clothes for adornment. 

*'We wear clothes to say things — who we are, what we 
do, how we feel, and also what our sex and sexuality are," 
said Stowell. mm- w

Molloy's idea Is 
that if you look successHal, you wiO be 
successful. Both he and Shepard point out 
that dress is one oi our most important 
means ci non-verbal commonicirtiQii. Your 
appearsnoe alfects the way people view 
and treat you. 

What kind of image do you wiuit to 
project when you show up for that first job 
interview? For most people, it's oae of 
ahility, confidence and dependability. The 
best way to accomplish this end is to wear a 
coDservative business suit; for women this 
means little jewelry and no purse. 



The image, however, gots deeper than 
that. The color of your suits, shirts and ties 
can make a difference in hou people trust 
you. In his book. Molloy paints a detailed 
picture of what the upper middle-class 
businessman wears. 

The boardrooms of America are 
dominated by blue. grey, beige and 
pinstripe suits. Soft colored shirts and a 
variety of traditional ties. This basic 
uniform varies, however, from one section 
of the country to another. 

In the Northeast, the darker, more 
conservative colors are always worn as are 
the most powerful pinstriped suit.

TCC's West End Theater premiered Agatha Christie's 
**WHness for tlic Phwccotioii" last night at TaUahassce 
Community Coltegc's theater. 

The play is a cowtfobm drama In an English setting. A 
young man is accused of murdering a woman older, and 
coMderably more weakhy. than he. 

As with many Agatha Christie stories, a substantial case 
is made against the protagonist even though a nagging 
doubt persists regarding the poor schlept's guilt. 

The interest for the viewer is two-foW. On a surface 
level, one wants to know whodunit. On a deeper, more 
threatening level, ttie viewer is made to identify with the 
protagonist: given his very ordinary situation, and the 
horril>le sequence of events surounding the situation, we 
would all, like him, look guilty as hell. 

A strong performance by the cast is required in order to 
successfully pull off audience interest above the superficial 
'*whodunit*' levd. The play waffles in this regard, at times 
achieving a ftae. damatic pacing, and at other times 
kM^ing like a Carol Burnett skit. 

Much of the comedy is deliberate, as with the w itness 
who is played in a Tim Conway, comic-relief vein. 
However, much of the comedy is diie to the actors' 
inability to measure up to their roles, but this is an 
ambitious iHoject, after all. 

Fortunately, one of the key roles, that of prosecuting 
attorney, is played with all the weight and seriousness the 
role requries. Don Hazelton, as Mr. Myers, Queen's 
Counsel anchors the courtroom scenes in a mood of 
decorum. He does an excellent job focusing attention on 
the conflict between himself and the defense attorney, 
played by Sayre Harris. 

Harris, however, docs not return the effort, thereby 
causing the courtroom diak^ue with Hazelton to limp 
along like a one-wheeled cart. For whatever reasons, 
perhaps lack of preparation, Harris has injected his role 
with a bit too much comedy and exaggeration.

Part of this fault can be laid to the play's 
pace — it is too fast. The audience is 
denied the opportunity to absorb the 
intensity of the drama.

The pace is deliberate, hot^ever. and has 
the effect of creating sonie humorous 
moments.

The cast, perhaps lacking 
in theater experience, neveitheless does not 
lack in the polish that comes from 
dedication and much rehearsal.

250 arrested in Colorado nuclear protest 



GOLDEN, Colo. (UPI) — More than 250 
tatt-iiuciear activists, including former war 
strategist Daniel Ellsberg, blocked three 
foads leading into the Rocky Flats nuclear 
weapons plant yesterday and were arrested 
without incident by federal marshals. 

"We want to convert Rocky Flats, and the 
idea behind the demonstration as it is a 
physical blockade to the plant. We want to 
stop the entrance of plutonium into our 
society," said Georgianna Henry, a 
spokesperson for the Rocky Flats Truth 
Force. 

The demonstrators, who were charged 



with trespassing on federal property, 
included EHsberg and mhen who wen 
arreMd several times during last year's 
six-month-long blockade of the railroad 
tracks leading to the planl. 

The mass dvU disobedience marked the 
second day of protests at Rocky Flats to 
demand conversion of the plant to 
non-weapons production. An estimated 
10;000 people attended a rally Saturday 
organized by the Rocky Rats Actkm Group. 

At the Saturday gathering, Blsberg called 
Rocky Flats- **a Harrisburg waging to 
happen," referring to the accident at 



Pennsylvania's Three-Mile island nuclear 
reactor. In Wl . Ellsberg released top secret 
papers disclosing the extent of U.S. 
involvement in Vietnam. 

" The cult of leadership has converted this 
world into one giant Jonestown." Kllsberg 
said. " VVo must say to our leaders, "this is 
crazy.' The defection has to start now. It is^ 
insubordination time.** 

Ro^y Flats, built 18 mfles northwest of 
Denver in 19S4, Is owned by the D^Mitncnt 
of Energy and operated by RcxiniPcn 
intematioBai Corp. The facility employs

A political science professor recently lelt 
Rorida A&M to accept a higher paying job 
in the North Carolina university system. 

Two nationally recognized sociologists 
*»ve tendered their resignati<His to the 
chairperson of the FSU sociology 
department. 

Two positions remain unfUled in FSU *s 
fmance department, even after a year of 
agressive recruitine. 

M s all part of a frightening senario 
unraveling in Florida's state nniversity 
system, low salaries and limited research 
s«»Pports have begun draining away some 
of the best faculty talent to other states. 

"The probtem*s not the number of 
faculty members that are leaving the 
^ tern." said Ceasar Naples, Board of 
•Regents faculty ami employee repre- 
sentative. "It's that many of the best and 
brightest are the ones leaving." 

FSU and Florida A&M officials 
acknowledge that faculty members are 

^^>ng drawn away from here by other 

states. 

' ^'s just that Florida's salaries are not 
omparable with those in other states." 
^^'d Daisy Flory. FSU dean of faculty. 

According to Naples, faculty members 
^^nd not to leave because of salaries, but 
fa«ilty member leavHig eiAi expect a 
fH>ost in pay. wherever he or she goes. 

bach year the Universi^ of Oklahoma 
Qt>es a survey of 50 other universities in our 



class, such as Georgia Tech, University of 
Kentucky. Prudue and the University of 
Alabama." Maples revealed. "On the 
average FSU's top prc^essors get SSiOOO 
less in salaries here than they would at 
other universities." 

* At the assistant and associate level, the 
discrepancy is more dramatic.*' he ackled^ 

**Thc non-competitive salaries are 
enough of a problem, but the* whole 
package is behind, " Naples said. "Florida 
also can't compete. in equipment* gnuiunte 
assistants and laboratories. " 

'•The problem is affecting^every 
uhiversity in the system," he continued, 
."especially the research-oriented univer- 
sities and those with graduate programs." 

Ivan Nye. one of the two sociology 
professors to resign, blamed his decision to 
leave on FSU's inadequate suppint for his 
research. 

*'l don*t like to spend time looking for 
money to do research, ' Nye said. 'I like to 

d* refjearch.** 

Another resigning sociologist, Ronald 
Pavalko, agreed, saying he was leaving 
because of low pay for graduate assistants 
and lack of research nioney. 

Other departments are experiencing a 
similar faculty exodus. 

"Since I've been here we've lost six 
faculty menrtjers, including two this year." 
said Bin Oldson, an FSU history professor. 
'iThcre are many more who would like to^ 
leave." 

The situation in modem languages is 



even worse, according to a professm- in that 
department. 

"About one-third of the faculty here is 
looking for anctfher job." said Daniel 
Eisenberg, an assistant professor at FSU. 
"Maybe half would be looking if the job 
market was better." 

The lo« of faculty members to other 
schools is aggravated by the increasing 
difficulty in getting qualified replace- 
ments. 

"They could fire every faculty member 
and refill all the positions without 
problems," Oldson exclaimed. "But it 
would be difficult to replace them with like 
quality." 

In some of the more competitive fields, 
like business administration and computer 
sciences, filling vacated positions is 
extremely difficult. 

"We've been recruiting for nearly a 
year to fill one of our associate 
professorships." said Bill Young, 
chairperson ot the FSL finance 
department. '*We put out four offers and 
were turned down by all four." 

Young added that other universities 
offered as much as S8.000 more than the 
highest offer he could make. 

"They also guaranteed summer research 
support, he said. *1 coudn't match that." 

The recruiting situation is as bad at 
Rorida A«5tM. 

"Top-notch black faculty members are 
very hard to find. " said Lcedell Neyland. 
Florida A<5cM dean of humanities and 



social sciences. "They can fetch $6,000 to 
$10,000 more somewhere else." 

"This is in spke of an awful lot of 
j^gressive rtcvMag,'* Hefl$m4 admitted. 

Neyland cited two examples of Uatky 
members who had taken jobs elsewhere. 

A political science professor who went to 
North Carolina recieved a $6,500 increase 
in pay. So did a speech therapy professor 
who joined the North Carolina faculty. 

"For the past ten years we have been 
building a university system that was 
adequate to reach everyone in the state," 
the BOR's Naples explained. "We've 
talked about access long eaou^; now let's 
talk quality." 

Naples said the BOR and the Legislature 
are taking a serious look at the quaMy of 
the state university system. 

"The Legislature is proposing to hold 
construction of new buildings down." he 
said. "This shows they are thinking 
quality, not quanity.** 

"Bu(kly McKay (D-Ocala) and Jack 
Gordon <D-Miami} have indicated the 
qu^ty of higher education is s high 
priority for appropriations this year in the 
Senate," Naples explained. 

But many are skeptical of any solutions 
the Legislature might offer, as Florida 
history shows the state notoriously low on 
the list of state funding for higher 
education; and few would disagree with 
FSL' history professor Oldson:

Firestone: Save Stephen Foster center 
by emphasizing folk art aspects

(UPl> — Secretary of State George 
fkestone waats to turn Stephen Foster 
Center at White Springs into a folks arts 
ooraplez. figmring that's the only way k can 
be saved. 

Getting $300,000 each year to run the 
Suwanae River park ' has been like pulhng 
teeth," says Lee Warner, Furcstone's 
Mstorical pfescrvation coordinator. The 
comes up for review under the 
Act in 1981 "and as things stand 
k's going to be abolished." 
South Florida legislators have criticized 
center offictals for trying to run a tourist 
attraction and compete with the private 
tourism industry. And a few lawmakers say 
tiie oditbits depicting scenes from Foster 
aoBgs are downright racist. 

One painting in the Stephen Foster 
Museum at the park shows a slave 
inoozing beside the Suwanne with fishing 
pole in hand and a lasge piece of 
'watemieUon at his side. 

Firestone has asked the Legislature to 
abolish the Foster center board of trustees 
and allow his agency and the Department 
of Natural Resotces to run the 250-acrc 
fMaity jointiy* 



The center's folk acts program, 
including the annual Florida Folk Festival, 
would be expanded and placed under the 
Department of State. DNR would keep up 
the complex and run it as a state park. 

Firestone has the support of legislators 
representing White Springs and nearby 
Lake City and a bill implementing his plan 
was approved by the House Governmental 
Operations Committee last week. 

The center publishes a comprehensive 
directory listing Florida musicians, 
dancers, story tellers, artisans, folk 
festivals and events, and folklore scholars 
and authors. 

Many White Springs residents are upset 
over the pending change, "but they've got 
to realize that without this bill, the whole 
thing could fold," says Sen. Pete Skinner, 
D-Lake City. 

"A lot of people are afraid the basic 
character of the Stephen Foster Center will 
change. They're afraid of some big facelift 
and state bureaucracy taking over." said 
Sen Buddy MacKay, D-Ocala. 

"I'm trying to convince tham all those 
bad things won't happen, that this is in the 
long-term best interest of the program"

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Students amassing to protest tuition hike . . .

Students are banding togetha^ m an 
almost umprcccdcnted scale to march 
downtown to tell legislators they don't want 
to pay more for tuition. 

Their reaction is specifically directed to a 
resolution by the House Appropriatioiis 
subcommittee on education, which would 
raise tuition anywhere truni $1 to $16.65 par 

credit hour. 

The resolution, which has the 
endorsements of powerful House Higher 
Education Committee leader Rep. Beverly 
Bumsed. D Lakeland and House Majority 
Leader Sam Bell calls for students to assume 
a greater percentage of their educaticH^ 
costs. 

Reaction to the resolution among student 
groups ranges from tepid to boiling. 

Petitions opposing the tuition hike are 
being circulated around campus and signed 
bv almost every student who gets a diance, 
according to Skye Campbell, assistant 
director of the Center for Participant 
Education. 

The FSU Young Democrats have 
organized a protest imch for Wedficsday, 
taken care of the march permits, and lined 
up an impressive list of speakers. 

**The allegation that studbits arc going to 
be making a lot of money after graduation is 
questionable in the first fdace." said 
Campbeffl, apparently in reference to a 
statemart by Bell in support of the tuition 
hike. Those who do land high paying jobs 
"are going to pay twice/' aiie said, «id will 
face increased taxes in addition to high 
tuition. 

Richard Bittmann of CPE agrees: 
''(Increased tutticm) is going to drive a large 
number studCTts oirt of tiie ednca^onal 
market," he said, adding that students 
forced to work patt-ttme to meet expenses 
woidd be hit htfdest. 

.FSU's Student Government also vmced 
concern about the possibility of Increased 



tuiticMi In the form a Senate resolution 
which calls on tlic LegisUtfaie to defeat the 
tuition Increase. 

"There's no way tli^ we can attract the 
kind of studtents wc want in the state of 
Florida w^ tfw bluest tuition m the South 
accordiag to Student Body President Randy 
0few. who Indicated Ac. proposed incn«ses 
would make Florida the most «^slve state 
m the Soudi m whkh to study. 

Newly efected BSU Pre^lent El^ah 
Smiley says tbirt black studeirts are "having 
enough proems trying to «et financial aki 
as it is. 

"I'd me to see the BSU get mvi^ved with 
ere and others in fig^tmg tfiesc increases/' 
he said. 

Graduate Student Union President 
Deborah Hepburn said: "I think the whole 
idea is outrageous," and Indlci^ the GSU 
would be involved in Wednesday's protest. 
Graduate 'students imx tber h^^st tuition 
increase un<ter the proposals of the House 
resolution. .1 

Graduate students currently pay $22 per 
credit hour. If the proposed tuition increase 
is approved, grad students csottfcj be reqmred 
to pay up to $38.60. 

Hqpbum is adamantly opposed to any 
tuition MiCTease since those students who 
have teadiing assistantships would not 
receive a pay increase to counter the tuition 
increase. 

**Teachlng assistants are paid $4,200 for 
nkie months for teadiing four classes." said 
Hepburn, adding "in some departments, 
TA's aren't even paid thi^ mudi. We are 
required by the university to take eight 
hours of classes per quartor, and some 
departments^ such as phUosc^y, require 
the graduate assistants to oury 12 hours on 
top of teadiing. We get no tuition waivers, 
no book allowance, we have to pay to pet 
paid." 

The GSU is urging all graduate students to 
become involved in this Wednesday's march 
against tuition increases.

Nationwide meat boycott set 



Detroit (UPI) — The 
who spearheaded nationwide sugar and 

coffee boycotts set into motion Friday plans 
for a new consumer revolt jmned at bringing 
down soaring meat prices. 

Beverly Ribaudo of St. Clair Shores, Mich, 
said flyers mt being sent to consumers in 25 
states aimounctng plans for a May 1-15 meat 
boycott. Latecomers to the protest would be 
urged to boycott meat May lS-31. she said. 

Ribaudo said notices explaining the 
newest protest are being sent first to 
homemakers and others who helped 
organize the 1974-75 sugar boycott and 



1977-78 coffee boycott. 

"We're asking everyone to call five 
friends or relatives, tell them about it, ask 
^ them to join, and then have them call five 
additional people, and soon," said Ribaudo. 

' 'This starts a pyramid type chain reactton 
that will send this message to many, many 
thousands of people acnias eontttiy/' 
she said. 

A similar format was used during the 
sugar and coffee protests, both of which 
were very successful in reducing 
consumption of those items and briagiag 
prices down, Ribaudo said.

Members of Co-op Books and 
Records voted overwhelmingly 
ycstcfday at their quarterly meetmg 
to bold new electimis for the co-op's 
tjosfd of directors. The decision 
caaie a scant three months after the 
unit controversial board electicHi in 
the co^'s history. 

Akbottgh a specific date has ant 
vet be«i set. co-op bylaws reipire 
that the etectioa be hM mme^mt 
geit moath. 

Charges of secret skites imd 
machtne style politics clouded the 
Janutfy Section of ^ 1979 hoatdo€ 
(Irectors — all nine oi whom wore 
ioduded on a mimeographed list 
ciKsliited among some co-op 
neiirtiers ptm to ike vote. The 
eiectioa supervisor later acknow- 

jged being one of the authors of 
tfie slate. 

Proponents the JaBUaiy board 
charged in turn that other 
clandestine slates existed, although 
none were published. The political 



turmoil prompted the board lo agree 
to a **vote of confidence * at 
yesterday *s quarterly meeting. 

Discussion was at times heated 
before yesterday's vote in which 63 
members called for new elections 
while 19 opposed the move and two 
abstained. 

Member Neid Friedman, former 
FSU student body president, decried 
the January affair as "the worst of 
Chicago machine-style politics." 

"I tMnk Mayor Daley would have 
been {nt>ud of the way we ran that 
tast election/* he added. 

Ex-CPE Director Jimmy Lohman 
also a co-op member, disagreed. 

"1 think to attribute machine-style 
politics to one side in this affair is 
unfair and inaccurate." he said. "I 
d0B*t feel that the board has 
<testroyed by confidence in them " 

Lohman added that the charges of 
a secret slate erf candidates in the last 
etections was "a weak basis on 
which to vote out nine individuals." 

One of those nine individuals 
however, board member Hartmut 



Kamm. endorsed ihc idea of new 

elections, sort of 

**rm in favor of new elections.'* 
he said, 'not because 1 don i ^ 
confidence in the board, but because 
I don't have confidence in the 
climate that has arisen here — a 
climate of civil war...'* 

The new board will be elected 
under a new set of rules. The co-op 
members followed its decision to 
replace the incumbent board with a 
series of rule changes w hich include: 

* an expanded board to include 12 
members instead of nine; 

* staggered terms for board 
members; 

* affirmative action guidelines 
which mandate that six of the 12 
board members be women amd four 
of the 12 be minorities; 

* and a requirement that co-op 
memberships be purchased 30 days 
before a new member can participate 
in elections. 

The election date could be set at 
the next meeting of the incumbent 
board.
